Let’s face it: as much as we love Meno- 
monie, there are some things that many of 
us University of Wisconsin—Stout students 
just need to go to Eau Claire for. Whether 

it is to shop at the Oakwood Mall, visit the 
University of Wisconsin—Eau Claire campus 
or even work at a part-time job, students 
without cars no longer need to stress about 
finding a ride. 


Beginning Sept. 16, Dunn County Transit 
and Eau Claire Transit will work together to 
create a bus system route that will run be- 
tween Menomonie and Eau Claire. The route 
starts at the UW-Stout Clock Tower and 
continues down US-12, where it connects 
with Eau Claire Transit, making an estimat- 
ed 30-minute ride. The bus is available three 
times a day on Monday through Friday—in 
the morning, midday and afternoon, and 
twice on Saturdays. Bus rides will cost 


$2.50 each way or $5 round-trip. Oh, and if 
that isn’t good enough, all buses also have 
free Wi-Fi! 


Eau Claire Transit is also collaborating with 
Google Maps on a mobile phone applica- 
tion, making it easier for commuters to find 
the nearest bus stop and figure out the best 
place to transfer. They can also check the 
bus travel progress and arrival times...be- 
cause that Wisconsin weather isn’t always 
reliable. Another resource is dunnride.com, 
a live shuttle tracker.

Via the long ball between Hank Kujak and 
Trevor Morning, the University of Wisconsin— 
Stout football team opened a new season with 
a 35-20 win against Dakota Wesleyan Univer- 
sity. 

Starting a new season with a win is 
where everyone wants to be. But to do it witha 
quarterback in only his second start can set the 
tone for the rest of the season. 

Considering how the first quarter played out, 
it didn’t look like there were going to be much 
scoring. After a missed extra point attempt, the 
Tigers took a 6-0 lead with a 2-yard touchdown 
pass on a fade from Jon Bane to Anthony Mul- 
lenberg with less than five minutes to play in 
the first. 

After being stopped on their previ- 
ous three drives—two of which went for less 
than 10 yards—the Blue Devils were on the 
on the board and took a 7-6 lead with a four- 
yard touchdown run by Tanner Kuehn, a junior 
from Fairchild, Wis. 

UW-Stout wasted no time on their next 
drive; Bane threw an interception in the Ti- 
gers’ half of the field, upping the score to 14-6 
after a 38-yard connection between Kujak and 
Morning. 


Rickey Marteney, a senior kicker from 
Greenfield, Wis., added two field goals, so 
UW-Stout went into the half with a 20-6 lead. 

The Tigers came out of the half and drove the 
ball down to the Blue Devils’ 19-yard line, but 
a missed field goal attempt stopped the threat. 

On the Blue Devils’ first drive of the second 
half, Morning and Kuajk connected again— 
this time for a 63-yard touchdown play. After 
another touchdown in the next drive, the game 
seemed to be in the books, with a UW-Stout 
lead of 35-13 heading into the fourth quarter. 

“Trevor is a very fast guy,” said Kujak. “He 
made a great play fake to suck in the safety and 
we took advantage of the big play opportunity.” 

Things got shaky, however, as Mullenburg 
took a wide receiver screen 87 yards for a 
touchdown. 

“They hurt us a little bit with the screen 
plays, and that’s something we have to correct 
for next week,” said head coach Clayt Bir- 
mingham. 

The defense held the Tigers after Mullen- 
berg’s third touchdown and closed out the first 
game with a deserving win. 

Kujak completed 20 of 35 passes for 272 
yards and three scores. On the ground, he 
racked up 47 yards on five carries. Morning 
caught six passes for 201 yards and two touch- 
downs. Morning had four completions of 20 
more than yards. 
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Rodolfo Pacheco, a freshman from South 
Elgin, Ill., led the Blue Devils with 70 rushing 
yards on 16 carries. Kuehn finished the day 
with 60 yards and a touchdown on 19 attempts. 

Bane had 243 yards passing, three touch- 
downs, an interception and completed 19 of 39 
attempts. 

Throughout the game, the Blue Devils at- 
tacked the middle of the field, and that was 
their key to victory. 

“We saw some things on film that we knew 
we could take advantage of,’ said Kujak. 
“Trevor and Cody Rosemeyer are fast guys. 
We wanted to see if our speed could beat their 
secondary, and for the most part, it did today. 

The offensive line held up, but once the line 
collapsed, Kujak made the smart play and re- 
lied on his feet. 

“Running was never an option when I was 
younger, I always tried to stay in and make that 
perfect throw,” said Kujak. “But coach has told 
me to just run it sometimes: the more you run, 
the easier the passing game becomes. After 
that 25-yard run, they didn’t bring too much 
pressure up the middle to make me scramble. 
It’s something that all quarterbacks need to add 
to their game to make it a lot easier for the pass- 
ing game.” 

Kujak is learning a complex offense, and 
Birmingham knows that he has the tools to 
lead the team. 


“He was voted on as a team captain, the play- 
ers respect him, he’s a field general, he knows 
the offense, he knows how to take charge and 
he makes smart decisions. He had a good day.” 

There were a few near interceptions, but 
it all comes with growing in the offense and 
knowing the situations. 

“Just realizing what to do, when you can do 
it and when you can’t,” said Kujak. “Some of 
those were my mistake of holding the ball too 
long, and I just have to make my mind up a 
little sooner.” 

The Tigers threw in a lot of running back 
screen plays, but the defense kept it to a mini- 
mum or even losses. 

The Blue Devils’ base three-man line kept 
the Tigers’ run game to small gains, but the de- 
fense switched to a four-man front in the sec- 
ond half after a 58-yard run by Francois Barn- 
aud. If the Blue Devils wanted the win, they 
needed to adjust. 

“They were hurting us with the run game, so 
we had to settle down the run,” said Birming- 
ham. “We just need to watch film to see how 
we can improve. The offense played well, and 
they made stops when they needed to. Even 
though there were a few hiccups, it’s always 
good to get a game under your belt to make im- 
provements.” 

The Blue Devils will travel to North Dakota 
to play the University of Jamestown on Satur- 
day, Sept. 14. Kickoff is at 1 p.m.

After the early goal, however, the 
Royals’ defense woke up, and their offense 
started controlling midfield to limit the Blue 
Devils’ chances. The Royals had many oppor- 
tunities to even the score but Paige Meyer, a 
sophomore keeper from Beldenville, Wis., was 
in position to make some fingertip saves to pre- 
serve the Blue Devils’ one-goal lead going into 
the second half. 

Both goalkeepers, in fact, were in position to 
make spectacular point-blink saves. However, 
positioning ultimately cost Bethel the match. 

Just a little more than five minutes 
into the second half, Hyduke received a thru 
ball from Megan Collins. Yet again, the keeper 
was too far from the net, giving the Blue Dev- 
ils a 2-nil lead with Hyduke’s fifth goal of the 
season—this time in the right corner. Col- 
lins, a sophomore defender from Maple Grove, 
Minn., was credited with her first collegiate 
point from the assist. 

Bethel still continued to play their 
game with crisp passing, however, and got on 
the board with a goal from Jessica Huseby in 
the 67th minute. 

An All-Conference pick last season, Huseby 
contributed with a goal and an assist to give 
Bethel a draw against the Blue Devils nearly a 
year ago. Her efforts would come up short this 
time, even with five shots on goal. 


Bethel continued the pressure by keeping 
possession in the Blue Devils’ defensive zone, 
but Meyer ended up making five more saves in 
the second half for the 2-1 win. 

Aside from great saves from Meyer, the Blue 
Devils will need to defend better around the 
net. They came out on top, but there is work 
to be done. 

“We just need to communicate a little better 
and stay organized. We’re getting better every 
game, but we want to make sure that’s always 
improving,” said coach Raufus. “You can nev- 
er communicate too much; we’re working on 
our form and we'll get it by the end of the year. 
I think we’ll be a tough team to get goals on.”

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Blue Devils take fourth 
at Wartburg Fall Invite

After finishing the first day in second place, 
the University of Wisconsin—Stout women’s 
golf team dipped to take fourth at the Wartburg 
College Women’s Fall Invitational in Waverly, 
Iowa on Sunday, Sept. 8. 

Mariah Chesley’s 77 on the first day, 
which locked her in a three-way tie for second 
individually, helped the Blue Devils secure a 
second-place tie with the hosts going into the 
final day, just one shot back of St. Thomas’ 
322. 

The second day would prove to be much dif- 
ferent for Chesley, however, as the junior from 
Mankato, Minn. added 11 strokes and finished 
22nd individually. 

Brittany McNett-Emmerich and Megan 
Ramp both shot in the 80s on the first day, but 
took strokes off in the second day. Ramp, a 
junior from Batavia, Ill, dropped five strokes 
from a day-1 score of 84 and finished in a tie 
for 16th. 

McNett-Emmerich, a junior from Madison, 
Wis., and UW-Stout’s first individual WIAC 


champion last year, took off eight strokes from 
her first day score of 82 and finish seventh. 
Her 74 was the second best round of the tour- 
nament, one shy of champion Kenzie Rotting- 
huas of Grand View University who finished 
second overall. 

Alison Van Hueklom, a junior from Middle- 
ton, Wis., added three strokes to her 83 on the 
first day to finish ina tie for 24th. Anna Busch, 
a junior from Red Wing, Minn., shot an 88 to 
go with a first-day score of 82 to finish 30th. 

St. Thomas’ +58 was an identical score 
to when they captured the title a year ago. 
Wartburg finished third, and Carlton College 
rounded out the top five. UW-Stout was three 
strokes as a team on the second day to finish 
10 shots behind Wartburg for the fourth place 
finish.

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Stout Safe Ride ending;Stout 
Express extending

Over the summer, the University of Wis- 
consin—Stout decided to end their contract 
with Rightway Shuttle, known on campus 
as the Stout Safe Ride, after the company 


raised its prices. 


According to Juliana Lucchesi, Stout Stu- 
dent Association president, approximately 
100 students rode the Stout Safe Ride last 
year, which was not enough students to keep 
the bus running this academic year. 


Although the safe ride is not going 
through UW-Stout anymore, there is still a 
way to take advantage of the bus and find a 
ride home. Students can ride the Rightway 


Shuttle for $2 if they have a student I.D. and 
$3 if they don’t have one. 


By ending the Stout Safe Ride, the univer- 
sity is using the money to expand the hours 
of the Stout Express, which takes students 
from North to South campus every 15 min- 
utes. The hours are being extended from 
5:06 p.m. to 9:09 p.m. in order to accom- 
modate students who have later classes. The 
change of time will begin when drivers are 
fully trained, which will hopefully be within 
the next couple of months.

Raising scores to be- 
come more prestige

Remember sitting down in a classroom 
full of unfamiliar students and taking a 
timed test that practically determines the 
rest of your academic career? If you took 
the SAT or ACT, you probably do. 


Joe Bessie, the new provost for the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin—Stout and vice chan- 
cellor for Academic and Student Affairs, 
has plans to make UW-Stout a better cam- 
pus and improve its reputation across the 
nation. A main issue that is in the works is 
raising the ACT/SAT scores. As of today, 
the University of Wisconsin-Stout has a re- 
quirement for incoming freshman to have 
an ACT score of 22 (or the SAT equivalent) 
or be in the top half of graduating. UW- 
Stout’s plans are to raise the criteria for 
students to have either a 23 or above on the 
ACT in addition to being in the top half of 
their class. 


By raising admission requirements, UW-— 
Stout will become a more prestigious col- 
lege, and will retain students that are mov- 
ing forward from freshman to sophomore 
year. The current student retention rate is 
70 percent, and UW-Stout would like to see 
that increase to 85 percent by 2020. One 
method of helping students continue on to 
sophomore year (instead of dropping or 
transferring) is to make courses harder and 
engage students both in and out of the class- 
rooms compared to current date. 


The Stout Student Association holds 
meetings every Tuesday at 7 p.m. and 
Wednesday at 5 p.m. in the Memorial Stu- 
dent Center Ballrooms, which all students 
can attend if they are interested in learning 
more about campus changes.

McCalmont Hall a

On Sept. 18, the Wisconsin State Build- 
ing Commission approved an $8 million 
renovation project for the University of 


Wisconsin—Stout’s McCalmont Hall. 


McCalmont Hall is a residence hall that 
was built in 1963 and has not been reno- 


vated since. 


Currently space in McCalmont is used 
for faculty offices, but according to Vice 


Chancellor Phil Lyons, enrollment is up 


and student living space is a high priority. 
The building will be repurposed completely 
for student living; there will be 194 beds 
rather than the current 144. Also, restrooms 
and showers currently do not meet building 
codes and the mechanical, electrical and 


plumbing systems are deteriorating. 


The renovation will include upgrades to 
the infrastructure, added community spaces 
and redesigning of bathrooms and stair- 


wells. 
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pproved for renovation 


Scott Griesbach, director of University 
Housing, said that it is better to renovate 
current facilities now (and deal with a minor 
inconvenience) in order to extend their lives 
rather than to wait and eventually start over 


by building completely new residence halls. 


This renovation is funded solely by stu- 
dent housing fees, meaning no taxpayer dol- 
lars are used. It is scheduled to be completed 
in August 2014. 
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The University of Wisconsin—Stout has 
recently proved its prestige by being rat- 
ed in the top 15 public universities in the 
Midwest by the 2014 Best Colleges rank- 
ings. This latest testament to UW-Stout’s 
high standards and quality didn’t just come 
from any common source, but from the U.S.

It’s not often that a major corporation like 
Thomson Reuters teams up with an educa- 
tional institution to create an entirely new 
course and curriculum. FindLaw, a Thom- 
son Reuters business, and the University 
of Wisconsin—Stout just started what is be- 
lieved to be the first post-secondary course 
in the nation on search engine optimization 
(SEO). This course is part of the Web Devel- 
opment minor in UW-Stout’s Information 
Communication Technologies program. 


It started with a visit to the Eagan, Minn. 
campus of Thomson Reuters by UW-Stout 
Chancellor Charles W. Sorenson. Craig 
Yolitz, vice president of Customer Opera- 


tions for FindLaw and a UW-Stout alum- 
nus, told the chancellor how FindLaw and 
other Thomson Reuters businesses are hav- 
ing a hard time finding employees with web 
technology skills, particularly in SEO. To 
help eliminate this shortage, the course will 
teach students how to create websites and 
content to make them more easily identi- 
fied and indexed by search engines, such as 
Google, Yahoo and Bing. 


From that conversation sprang a unique 
collaboration in which FindLaw will help 
develop a curriculum and provide instruc- 
tors for the new SEO course, as well as 
provide a financial donation. The dona- 


tion, which will be spread over five years, 
has led to the establishment of the Thomson 
Reuters Web Development Program Fund at 
the Stout University Foundation. 


Kevin Tharp, the minor adviser, stated 
that the donation will be used to support fac- 
ulty in creating and maintaining the knowl- 
edge and skills necessary to develop the new 
minor’s curriculum and also to market the 
program. 


Thomson Reuters decided to get involved 
in the venture, Yoltiz said, “because, to our 
knowledge, no postsecondary institution 
teaches this type of curriculum, particularly 


in SEO, either in part or in its entirety.” 

Yolitz added, “FindLaw, as well as the 
industry overall, is in need of people with 
these core skills and knowledge. UW-Stout 
has the right foundational pieces in place 
that can be built upon, and the university’s 
representatives have been responsive and 
open to listening and adapting.” 


The 21-credit minor includes courses in 
SEO, information and communication tech- 
nologies, Web production, Web distribution 
and Web technologies. The minor is avail- 
able to all undergraduate majors at UW-— 
Stout. 
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Thies has continued to work at UW- 


Stout because she enjoys the people she 
works with and welcomes the opportunity 
to be around young people since “that’s 
what keeps you young.”

Wednesday, Sept. 25 is National Food Ser- 
vice Worker’s Appreciation Day. The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout’s Dining Services 
employs over 400 students, 38 full-time staff 
members and one food service director, Ann 
Thies. A Wisconsin native and 1976 graduate 
of UW-Stout, Thies graduated with a degree 
in Home Economics and minor in Business 
Administration. After starting her career in a 
corporate setting, she returned to UW-Stout 
to work as a cook in 1983 and within six years 
was promoted to UW-Stout’s food service 
director. Thies has over 30 years of experi- 
ence planning UW-Stout’s menu and dining 
needs. 


Thies’ many duties include overseeing the 
product inventory, day-to-day operations, 
menu costs and facility and employee issues 
in each of these dining locations. She remains 
current on the food trends by communicating 
with five major vendors and attending confer- 
ences and tradeshows. 


She recognizes the importance of accom- 
modating diners with gluten-free, diabetic or 
vegan diets. Thies and Lisa Eierman, UW-— 
Stout’s Registered Dietician, have met the 
growing challenge of providing many options 
for students with special dining needs. 


UW-Stout’s dining services are complete- 
ly self-operated: they do not contract with a 
food service company. This allows the din- 


ing services to be student powered. Students 
serve students and hear first-hand what din- 
ers want to change. By being concerned about 
how much everything costs and maintaining 
a self-operated dining experience, costs can 
remain low. 


The menus at each dining location reflect 
what students in the Midwest want includ- 
ing everything from hearty comfort foods 
(the infamous tator-tot casserole) to health- 
conscious choices (the black bean burgers). 
New items have been tried and rejected over 
the years including sushi, bubble tea and fresh 
baked cookies. 


Thies wants to listen to diners’ opinions 
and feedback. You can find her frequently 
roaming through the dining locations chatting 
with and working alongside employees. 


“If they need help I try to step in, whether 
it’s serving or in the dish room. If I can help, 
I will because that helps you stay in touch,” 
said Thies.

Chili improvesywithitimeteolts\best tolmakenfadvancetand|reheatfattevallinestiavors

Plain and simple chili is versatile, nutri- 
tious and feeds a crowd for a bargain. We are 
encouraged to eat five servings of fruits and 
vegetables per day and this recipe contains 
tomatoes, onions, bell peppers, and beans— 
all of which contain fiber. This helps lower 
blood pressure, decrease cholesterol and 
satisfy a hungry stomach. Chili can be made 
ahead, freezes well and is a complete meal 
when paired with an apple, glass of milk 


and several whole grain crackers. 
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Use what you have on hand to customize 
this chili: Add variety by throwing in corn, 
switch it up with turkey or chicken or use a 
different bean for a different flavor. Top it 
off with your choice of sour cream, shredded 
cheddar cheese, chopped cilantro or fresh 


lime juice. 


Directions: 
1. Heat the oil in a large pot over medium 


heat until simmering but not smoking. 


-Add the onions and the next eight ingre- 
dients (through cayenne pepper). Cook for 
about 10 minutes, stirring occasionally, un- 
til the vegetables are softened and beginning 


to brown. 


-Increase the heat to medium-high, and 
add half the beef. Break up the chunks of 
beef for about three to four minutes with a 
wooden spoon until no longer pink and just 


beginning to brown. 
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Directions cont... 


Add the remaining beef and cook, break- 
ing up the chunks with a wooden spoon, un- 


til no longer pink 


2. Add the beans, tomatoes, tomato puree 
and % teaspoon salt. 


Bring to a boil. 


Reduce the heat to low and simmer for one 


hour while covered, stirring occasionally. 


Remove the cover and continue to simmer 
one hour longer, stirring occasionally until 
the beef is tender and the chili is dark, rich 
and slightly thickened. If the chili begins to 
stick to the bottom of the pot, stir in 2 cup 


water and continue to simmer. 


Adjust the seasonings with additional salt 


to taste. Serve with condiments if desired.

For more information and to see a list of 
employers, go to:http://www.uwstout.edu/ 


careers/careerco_stu_fall.cfm 


Freeze in tuition 


for UW-Stout

With nearly empty wallets, most college 
students come to rely on the second-hand 
clothing stores and store-brand macaroni and 
cheese. It is not especially difficult to live off 
of a tight budget, but what happens when fi- 
nancial pressure goes beyond just the student 
body? 


This fall, the University of Wisconsin— 
Stout had increases in the cost of textbook 
rentals by 3 percent, room and board by 31 
percent and segregated fees by 1.6 percent. 


UW-Stout isn’t receiving the money it was 
expecting because of Governor Scott Walk- 
er’s legislation, and it is starting to feel the 
pinch since tuition cannot be raised for a few 
years. For the ones that have to pay it, this 
tuition freeze is great. The ones that have to 
use it, however, aren’t so happy. 


The state is also requiring UW-Stout to 
pay 50 percent of the salary increases that 
were permitted in the state pay plan, which 
translates to budget cuts and less faculty and 
staff raises.

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UW-Stout drop first loss to 
#6 North Central

North Central College scored a touchdown 
in five straight drives to pick up their second 
win of the season against the University of 
Wisconsin—Stout 41-14 on Saturday, Sept. 21 
in Naperville, Hl. 

The Cardinals clicked right after the kickoff, 
as quarterback Spencer Stanek completed five 
straight passes in their opening drive and went 
on a 12-play drive that covered 71 yards. On 
third-and-goal at UW-Stout’s five-yard line, 
Stanek tried to punch it into the end zone him- 
self on a keeper but was tackled for a nine-yard 
loss by Will Lenhart, a senior defensive back 
from Eden Prairie, Minn. A 31-yard field goal 
attempt on the following play was missed to 
keep the game scoreless. 

With the missed field goal attempt, UW-— 
Stout started their first drive on the Cardinals’ 
20-yard line. The Blue Devils’ quarterback 
Hank Kujak, a junior from Blair, Wis., started 
a streak of his own with four straight comple- 


tions. However, it was his fifth attempt that 
stopped the drive with an interception at the 
Cardinals’ 13-yard line after what looked like a 
promising drive. 

The Cardinals’ second drive started a string 
of five consecutive drives that resulted in a 
touchdown. After scoring late in the first quar- 
ter on a Stanek six-yard touchdown run, North 
Central went on to keep the ball for more than 
10 minutes in the second quarter en route to 
scoring 20 points in the frame to take a 27-0 
lead at halftime. 

The Blue Devils’ offense was held to only 
one three-and-out, but keeping them to small 
gains was the key to the Cardinals’ defense 
shutting out UW-Stout for three and a half 
quarters. In the third quarter alone, the Blue 
Devils were held to 52 yards of total offense on 
three possessions. 

In all, the Cardinals went on five drives that cov- 
ered more than 70 yards; only one resulted in no 


points on the missed field goal in the first quarter. 

Third down was where the game was lost, 
converting only two of 13 tries. However, the 
Blue Devils did successfully convert all four of 
their fourth down attempts, with two conver- 
sions leading to their two touchdowns. 

Tanner Kuehn’s nine-yard touchdown run 
came after a fourth-and-two conversion to put 
UW-Stout on the board; the touchdown gave 
the junior from Fairchild, Wis. his second for 
the season. The Blue Devils added another 
touchdown on a fourth down play late in the 
fourth quarter. 

With nothing left except pride to play for, 
quarterback Sawyer Moon, a freshman from 
Woodbury, Minn., connected with Zak Snell, a 
junior from Castaic, Calif., on a 39-yard touch- 
down reception with 16 seconds left. 

Snell finished the day with three receptions 
for 45 yards and a touchdown. Kuehn rushed 
for 44 yards on 10 carries, and caught three 


balls for 18 yards. Adolfo Pacheco, a fresh- 
man from South Elgin, Ill., led the Blue Devils 
with 65 rushing yards on eight carries. Brian 
Alvaraz, a junior from Atwater, Calif. caught 
five passes for 45 yards. Kujak completed 17 
passes out of 29 attempts for 170 yards with an 
interception. 

North Central’s Spencer Stanek completed 
24 of 26 passes for 278 yards and four touch- 
downs. Stanek also rushed for 59 yards. With 
only two incompletions, Stanek set a new Car- 
dinals record for highest completion percent- 
age in a game with 92.3 percent accuracy. Pe- 
ter Sorenson had 10 catches for 129 yards and 
two touchdowns. Zach Pattat led the Cardinals 
with 85 yards on 15 rushes. 

UW-Stout, now 2-1 with the loss, will have 
a week off before hosting the University of 
Wisconsin—Oshkosh in the conference opener 
on Saturday, Oct. 5 at 2 p.m.

International LGBTQ awareness

The University of Wisconsin—Stout 
and the National University of Science 
and Technology in Moscow are in the 
final stages of planning for a student 
exchange to Russia. 


This collaboration is being spear head- 
ed by UW-Stout’s Maria Alm, dean of 
the College of Arts, Humanities and 
Social Sciences. However, this partner- 
ship comes in the middle of growing 
violence towards the Russian LGBTQ 
population, which spiked after Russia 
passed an anti-gay law. Questions and 
concerns are coming from UW-Stout 
students regarding Russia’s violence. 


The new anti-gay law outlaws “homo- 
sexual propaganda,” which forbids any- 
one to openly kiss, hold hands or wear 
any kind of clothing that may “promote” 
being homosexual. 


This law has also cast a shadow over 
the Winter Olympics that are to be held 
in Sochi, Russia early next year. 


“lam disappointed about Russia’s Holo- 
caust-like behavior,” said UW7—Stout 
senior Robert Felton. 


With all of this violence unfolding in 
Russia, many UW-students are con- 
cerned about the safety and security of 
students that may travel abroad in the 
program. 


“This law is unfortunate, and the timing 
is quite perplexing since the Olym- 

pics are around the corner,” said Alm. 
“I hope that everyone’s rights will be 
respected.” 


Whether you’re a student with student 
visa or just a tourist, no one is exempt 
from the anti-gay law—or any other 
laws in Russia. 


“We need to respect cultural differ- 
ences,” said Alm. “Russia isn’t the only 
country with anti-gay laws that students 
travel to. There are several countries 
that we have an exchange with who 
enforce some form of anti-gay law.” 


She believes that the United Sates 
needs to lead by example. 


According to the International Student 
Exchange, it is the students’ responsi- 
bility before committing to an exchange 
to do their own research on the host 
country. 


There is some common ground, how- 
ever. Everyone hopes that students 
who come to visit the United States 
and return back to their home countries 
remain an integral part of the American 
influence in the world. 


Felton said, “Il would like to see the Rus- 
sian students attend not just one, buta 
couple of Liberal Arts classes on top of 
their polytechnical education.” 


Alm has witnessed first-hand the 
benefits that come from International 
Student Exchange. 


“With exchange we can affect change,” 
said Alm. 


Maria Alm is leading the collaboration 
between the University of Wisconsin-— 
Stout and the National University of 
Science and Technology in Moscow. 


Campus police: They don’t always write tickets

Last year, two University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout students were heading back 
to their residence hall after a night out. 
They saw a fellow student, who was 
highly intoxicated, struggling to swipe 
his card and get into the building. After 
realizing that he was in need of much 
more than just some assistance getting 
home, they called 911 and he was able 
to get the proper medical attention. No 
citations were given. 


Many students, when faced with a 
dilemma involving an intoxicated peer 
in need of medical attention, do one of 
three things: don’t call at all, call 911 
and then leave in fear of getting an un- 
derage or call for help and stick around 
until the cops show up. 


“We've done such a good job of enforc- 
ing alcohol consequences that students 
are afraid to call for help,” said Chief of 
Police Lisa Walter. “It’s important for the 
student population to know that calling 
for help is the right thing to do. Don’t 
hesitate to help a friend due to fear of 
getting a ticket. “ 


It is also important for students to stick 
around after calling for help because 
they can relay necessary information 
about what their friend had to drink 

or eat earlier that day. No matter how 
much that person “usually drinks,” there 
are many other physiological factors 
involved. 


Too often students assume that “sleep- 
ing it off” is always a good idea. Howev- 
er, many doctors have reported that this 
can often be a fatal mistake because 
alcohol is a depressant. 


Also, too often students are afraid to 
call for help because they don’t want to 
get caught in the middle of the situation 
and risk the consequences. 


“If you're doing the right thing, the of- 
ficers will take that into consideration,” —y es - 1

said Walter. “This isn’t new, we’ve been 
doing this for years. We're not ‘out to 
get the students’. Those are urban 
legends.” All of the campus officers are 
here specifically because they want to 
work on a campus with college stu- 
dents. 


“We get it. We were your age once,” 
said Walter. 


Along with UW-Stout’s educational 
peer-to-peer efforts such as the “stop at 
buzzed” campaign, which encourages 
students to be safe and take care of 
their friends, the campus police want to 
enforce safety among the community. 


“Legally, | have to tell everyone under 
21 not to consume alcohol... but I’m a 
realist,” said Walter. “Everyone who has 
received some kind of enforcement has 
drawn attention to themselves.” 


If you are not being obvious by causing 
any disruptions or safety hazards for 
yourself or others, the campus police 
are generally going to let students re- 
turn safely home. 


“Our overall goal is not just to write 
tickets,” said Walter. “We are part of 
your education, except you don’t have 
to pay for it,” she continued, repeating a 
favorite quote of hers.

Change is coming to the University of 
Wisconsin System, thanks to the Wis- 
consin State Government’s attempt to 
abolish State Statute 36.09. 


This statute allows the faculty, aca- 
demic staff and students to have input 
on how money is distributed throughout 
their university, which is also referred to 
as shared governance. 


State legislators such as Speaker Robin 
Vos stated in the UW System Shared 
Governance Reform that “[shared gov- 
ernance] has been to the detriment of 
operational efficiency and educational 
improvement.” 


The reasoning behind this view is that 
the faculty, academic staff and students 
fail to cooperate with each other. 


The Stout Student Association stands 
by the statute regardless. In the 
resolution made in support of Statute 
36.09, the SSA firmly but objectively 
stated that the inclusion of the faculty, 
academic staff and students helps in 
policy development, creates a sense of 
connection and community and allows 
individual opinions to have a voice in 
decision making at the University of 
Wisconsin—Stout. 


Both sides have to be heard. 


The state government is correct in say- 
ing that progress in the UW universities 
can be “hindered” by the current shared 
governance system. However, the SSA 
is equally correct in wanting all individu- 
als at UW-Stout to have a say in what 


happens here. 

“State Statue 36.09 is progressive and 
helpful, which allows UW-Stout to be 

one of the most respected universities 
in the country,” said Juliana Lucchesi, 

SSA president. 


However, in order to keep 36.09, Luc- 
chesi says that the faculty, academic 
staff and students must “band together.” 
There can be little-to-no interdepart- 
mental squabbling, or else the system 
will become as ineffective as the state 
government believes it to be. 


Currently, the decision of whether or 
not to abolish this statute has not been 
made, but SSA has drawn their line in 
the sand on the issue and hopes that 
the faculty and academic staff will sup- 
port them.

Watch out UW-Stout: 


Intersection causes blind spots

The road construction that was com- 
pleted this summer at the intersection 
of 13th Avenue and Third Street E. are 
causing an issue, which motorists at 
the University of Wisconsin—Stout need 
to be aware of. The key problem is that 
drivers are unable to see traffic ap- 
proaching from the east because of the 
new retaining wall and fence. 


When designing plans for the walkway 
between Applied Arts and the Hansen- 
Keith-Milnes-Chinook dorms, the city 
wanted to preserve the massive oak tree 
by raising the ground so that the roots of 
the tree would not be disturbed during 
the construction process. The extra dirt 
required a small retaining wall to be built 
alongside the tree and 13th Street to sat- 
isfy the city construction codes. A fence 
was also needed to meet city codes. 
Now, the retaining wall and fence create 
a blind spot. 


Nevertheless, the walkway is a benefit to 
the UW-Stout community. 


“The walkway was a significant safety 
improvement because no walkway ex- 
isted on this block before the project and 
students often walked in the road,” said 
Keith McCarten from Parking Services. 


In short, it is a well-lit, safe and time effi- 
cient way for students to get to class that 
does not involve dodging traffic. 


“The focus of this project was to create a 
safe cityscape for the community and the 
university and to strike a good balance 
between the disparate needs of motor- 
ists, pedestrians and bicyclists,” said 
McCarten. 


Safety was the main goal of the project— 
safety for nature, pedestrians and those 
driving down Third Street E. The tree’s 
roots are protected and students can 
easily get to class without worrying about 
being run over. However, drivers must 
still be wary of this blind spot and use 
extra caution when driving through this 
intersection. If vehicles pull sufficiently 
close to 13th Avenue they will have a 
decent line of sight.

International students need to

As a student, the chance to travel abroad 
is an opportunity most would not pass up. 
However, Stout Student Association be- 
lieves this experience is one that potential 
international students may disregard when 
it comes to selecting University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout as their education destination. 


The main complaint of international 
students studying at UW-Stout is the lack 
of available housing, difficulty in finding 
places for worship and struggle to main- 
tain diets reflecting cultural customs. 


“There is a population of students that 
hasn’t felt included, historically,” said 
Juliana Lucchesi, president of SSA. “We 
need to bridge the gap between the two 
communities.” 


SSA plans to overcome this hurdle by 
electing a specialty senator to represent 
international students and voice their opin- 
ions, rights and interests about the small 
cultural details UW-Stout may potentially 
overlook. This senator would help alleviate 
concerns by communicating with SSA, 
serving on the International Education Ad- 
visory Board and working with the Office 
of International Education. 


SSA wants this senator to give input in 
a multitude of areas, but two are being 
brought to the forefront. First, the senator 
will aid in figuring out accommodation re- 
quests due to a current housing shortage 
on UW-Stout’s campus. Lucchesi says 
it is difficult for international students to 
live off-campus because it excludes them 


from school activities and camaraderie. 
Additionally, the senator will work with di- 
etitians to help select ingredients and plan 
meals that echo the international students’ 
eating patterns. 


“It is a learning experience for American 
students just as much as it is for inter- 
national students,” Lucchesi stated.

The Abbey Pub & Grub holds their Cans 
for Canines program every Tuesday night 
where they collect cans for the Dunn Coun- 
ty Humane Society to help support the cats 
and dogs that need it most. 

Cans for Canines has informally been 
around since The Abbey opened last Jan- 
uary. The owner of The Abbey, Abbey 
Schmaling, explained that Cans for Ca- 
nines came about naturally. 

“We just kind of did it-— I pass the Hu- 
mane Society every day when I go to the 
dog park, so I drop the cans off there,” said 
Schmaling. 

Schmaling is a dog owner and animal 
lover, as are many employees at The Ab- 
bey. Her four-legged friend is a black lab 
mix, named Otto. 

“Thave a soft spot; I’ve fostered dogs and 
cats before,” said Schmaling, which is ex- 
actly what the Dunn County Humane So- 
ciety needs— compassion for the animals. 

The Humane Society is a no-kill shelter 
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that was built to house 60 cats and 11 to 12 
dogs. However, they currently house 170 
cats and 30 dogs. Throughout the entire 
year, about 800 animals will go through 
the Humane Society. 

Jamie Wagner, the kennel manager and 
interim director of the Dunn County Hu- 
mane Society explained, “It takes a lot of 
time and effort to care for the animals, so 
we struggle to get out there in the commu- 
nity. It’s really nice when other local busi- 
nesses will do stuff like this and help us 
out, even in just little ways.” 

So far this year, the Dunn County Hu- 
mane Society has received $3,394.90 from 
donated aluminum cans from the commu- 
nity. As Wagner puts it, “every little bit 
helps.” 

And you can help out too by stopping by 
The Abbey on Tuesday nights between 9 
p.m. and 2 a.m. for 16 ounce cans of PBR’s, 
Busch Light and Hamm’s for $2 and Lu- 
cette’s for $3. The Dunn County Humane 
Society also accepts personal aluminum 
can donations.

Need to find a beautiful place to enjoy the 
fall weather? Well, look no further. The fol- 
lowing is a short list of places to visit, most 
only a bike ride away, in and around Meno- 
monie. 


Trin Falls 


Located a mile or so outside of Menomonie, 
Trip Falls provides a short scenic hike along 
a creek located in a small canyon. Climb the 
waterfall and meander farther up the creek to 
find an open forest where you can read Shake- 
speare or Tom Clancy novels aloud in peace. 

Head along Broadway Street until you reach 
Highway 29, then head west. Take a left on Ho- 
fland Road, then another left on 410th Street 
and pull over at the small bridge with medal 
guardrails. The trail is on your right. 


A small, natural canyon, the Devil’s Punch- 
bowl is an absolute wonder. The parabolic 
shape of the rock wall, the tree roots dangling 
down the cliffs, the oft-aligned trees and the 
busy chipmunks provide a panorama of re- 
laxation. The Punchbowl is also thought to be 
haunted, so bring your Ouija boards. And if 
ghosts aren’t your thing, I suggest you bring 
some garlic to keep the spirits at bay. 

Head past Trip Falls and continue along 
410th Street. It is located on the left shortly af- 
ter passing 490th Avenue. 


The Red Cedar Trail 


Winding along the Red Cedar River, the Red 
Cedar Trail is lined with lively forests, sand- 
stone bluffs and pastoral farmland. With miles 
and miles of trails, you can get lost for the day 
and forget about the stresses of college life.

The Menomonie Theater Guild is kicking 
off its 55th season with a bang and a whole 
lot of laughs on Oct. 11 at the Mabel Tainter 
Center for the Arts. 

Oscar Wilde’s “The Importance of Being 
Earnest,” directed by University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout English professor and Wilde schol- 
ar Joan Navarre, is a classic satirical comedy 
featuring an array of local talent, including 
UW-Stout professors Kevin Drzakowski and 
Stephen Collie. The play will be accompa- 
nied by an exhibit put together by students 
from UW-Stout and Indiana State University. 

When the Menomonie Theater Guild de- 
cided to do “The Importance of Being Ear- 
nest,” the decision to ask Navarre to direct 
was obvious. Known for her research, lec- 
tures and published works on Wilde, Navarre 
jumped at the opportunity to make her direc- 
torial debut. 

“T have taught plays, the theory of plays 
and the history of drama, but I never applied 
all of that to an actual production,” said Na- 
varre. “You learn so much more from rolling 
up your sleeves and doing it. I’m seeing things 
in the play I never noticed, even though I have 
taught it many times.” 

Drzakowski, an English professor who has 
been involved with the Guild for nearly six 
years, will be starring as John Worthing, and 
he encourages students to come see the play. 

“It’s always fun to laugh at a professor,” 
said Drzakowski. “Not with them necessarily, 
but this is a good chance to laugh at them.” 

Collie, who teaches speech communica- 
tion, is now involved in his 15th production 
with the guild, and will be making an appear- 
ance as Merriman. 

Collie played the role of Jack Worthing in 
high school and praises the play’s witty na- 
ture. 

“Oscar Wilde manages to poke holes in 
everything in delightful ways,” he laughed. 
“And this production is a wonderful opportu- 
nity to see literature come to life.” 

Through hard work, passion and dedica- 
tion, the Theater Guild has become an asset 
to the Menomonie community over the years. 

“It’s a good place for people to find com- 
munity and come together over a shared in- 
terest; and it’s a multifaceted interest at that,” 
said cast member Chelsea Chase. “There are 
people that do set work, sell tickets, serve on 
the board, act, participate as stage hands and 
all kinds of things.” 

In fact, the Menomonie Theater Guild ap- 
plies the same concept of collaborative learn- 
ing that UW—Stout uses in their productions. 

“At UW—Stout it’s not only applied learn- 


ing, it is collaborative. That is what it’s all 
about,” said Navarre. “This has been an in- 
credibly collaborative experience.” 

Students of Navarre’s Fiction into Film 
class and honor students from an Oscar Wilde 
class at Indiana State University will also be 
collaborating with her during the produc- 
tion. Marilyn Bisch, who teaches the course 
at Indiana State Univesity and cofounded the 
Oscar Wilde Society with Navarre, will be 
taking her students on a 10-hour bus ride to 
Menomonie for the opening weekend. 

Students from both classes will be involved 
in an exhibit at the Mabel Tainter, which fea- 
tures an introduction to Wilde, information 
about the first night on Feb. 14, 1985 as well as 
an original program from the play’s premiere. 

“For me it’s not only getting the students 
to the theater,” said Navarre, “but the idea of 
creating an exhibition that communicates in- 
formation visually to an audience that maybe 
doesn’t know anything about Oscar Wilde.” 

The rest of the cast and crew are excited to 
share their production with students as well. 

“T encourage students to come out and see 
a show like this because not only is it part of 
our history, it is just as relevant today,” said 
Leland Brenholt, who plays Lady Bracknell. 

Jonathan Hillman, a Menomonie native 
who plays Algernon Moncrieff, stresses the 
importance of supporting the arts community 
in his hometown. 

“T think it is such a local treasure to not only 
have this beautiful Victorian theater in town, 
but also to have such a vibrant arts commu- 
nity,” Hillman said, “and it is something that 
really needs to be preserved and protected.”

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Blue Devils fall short 
against Titans

The last two battles against the University 
of Wisconsin—Oshkosh have been memorable, 
but the University of Wisconsin—Stout foot- 
ball team couldn’t get over the hump and lost 
a close one against the Titans, 28-26, on Sat- 
urday, Oct. 5. 

The Titans’ defense started the game like a 
team, poised to get past the NCAA semi-finals, 
a feat they accomplished last year. After forc- 
ing the Blue Devils’ offense to a three-and-out 
on their opening drive of the game, the defense 
forced a turnover by picking off Blue Devil 
quarterback Hank Kujak, a junior from Blair, 
Wis., in Blue Devils territory. The offense 
converted the turnover into seven points after 
All-Conference performer Cole Myhra took a 
handoff for a 3-yard touchdown run. 

The Blue Devils were forced to punt from 
their half of the field in their next two drives, 
and the Titans took advantage of good field 
position. After capitalizing on defensive mis- 
cues for two touchdown receptions of more 
than 50 yards, the Titans’ offense showed no 
signs of slowing down. They had raced out to 
a 21-0 lead with more than four minutes still to

play in the first quarter, and UW-Stout looked 
to be in for a long day against the No. 9 team 
in Division II. 

But on the very next offensive play, starting 
at the Blue Devils’ 8-yard line, freshman run- 
ning back Adolfo Pacheco from South Elgin, 
Ill. took the ball down the Titans’ sideline for 
54 yards. This was his longest run of the sea- 
son so far, and it marked UW-Stout’s first trip 
into Titans territory. After two first downs, Pa- 
checo put the Blue Devils on the board, drag- 
ging a defender into the end zone on an 8-yard 
touchdown run. 

A missed field goal by the Titans’ place kick- 
er on their next drive gave the Blue Devils an 
opportunity to march the other way. A 47-yard 
over-the-shoulder catch by Trevor Morning, 
a senior from Bloomer, Wis., sparked the of- 
fense, but they were stalked inside the Titans’ 
5-yard line and UW-Stout had to settle for a 
field goal by Ricky Marteney, a senior from 
Grenfield, Wis., to cut the deficit at 21-10. 

UW-Stout made another long trip into Ti- 
tans territory, but was once again stopped near 
the goal line. Marteney added another field 
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goal before the half, and the Blue Devils were 
back in the game, trailing 21-13. 

Coming out of the break, UW—Oshkosh 
went on a long, 16-play, 75-yard touchdown 
drive that lasted more than six minutes and ex- 
tended their lead to 28-13. 

The Blue Devils answered on their next 
drive and made it a game again. Aided by two 
facemask penalties and an unsportsmanlike 
penalty totaling 45 combined yards, the Blue 
Devils found themselves on the Titans’ 7-yard 
line. On third-and-goal, after two plays of no 
gain, Kujak completed a 7-yard toss to Morn- 
ing for a touchdown. Marteney’s extra point 
brought the Blue Devils within one possession 
again at 28-20. 

Two more field goals from Marteney be- 
tween the end of the third quarter and the be- 
ginning of the fourth quarter made it 28-26 
in favor of the Titans and nearly erased the 
21-point hole that the Blue Devils were in to 
start the game. But that was as close as UW— 
Stout would get, as Kujak was intercepted on 
each of the Blue Devils’ last two drives. 

After Kujak’s second interception of the day, 


the Titans’ offense drove the ball down to the 
Blue Devils’ l-yard line. Opting to go for the 
touchdown on a fourth-and-goal at the Blue 
Devils’ 1-yard line, Myhra’s run was cut down 
by defensive lineman Kevin Houts, a junior 
from Bloomington, Minn. 

UW-Stout had one more chance and drove 
the ball into Titans territory. But with 21 sec- 
onds left in the game, Kujak was picked off for 
the third time in the game to seal the win for 
UW-Oshkosh. 

Kujak finished the day with 19 completions 
out of 42 attempts for 243 yards, with one 
touchdown and three interceptions. Pacheco 
led the Blue Devils with 97 rushing yards on 
13 attempts and a touchdown. Morning caught 
four passes for 98 yards and a touchdown. 
Luke Bakkum, a junior from Oconomowoc, 
Wis., had 11 tackles for the Blue Devils. 

UW-Stout will have another tough test on 
Saturday, Oct. 12 when they travel to take on 
No. 7 University of Wisconsin—Whitewater.

After 45 minutes, the University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout women’s soccer team was at a nil-nil 
draw against the University of Wisconsin—La 
Crosse. After 90 minutes, they were at a 1-1 
draw. But it took just two minutes into over- 
time for the Blue Devils to seal the win against 
the Eagles on Saturday, Sept. 28. 

The Blue Devils had the first shot to take the 
lead in the seventh minute, but Alix Hyduke’s 
header was saved by the Eagles’ goalkeeper. 
Hyduke, a senior forward from Duluth, Minn., 
also had a chance to put the Blue Devils on top 
late in the match, but her second attempt on 
goal was again saved in the penalty area. 

Though the Blue Devils had 10 shots in the 
first half, they managed just one shot on goal, 
with a couple being blocked by the Eagles’ de- 
fenders. 


The Eagles started the second half pressur- 
ing the UW-Stout defense and had two shots 
on goal within 10 minutes. Robbie Shelby, a 
junior goalkeeper from La Crosse, Wis., was 
in position to grab those two shots. It was 
the next shot, however, that she was unable to 
make a play, and the Eagles took a 1-nil lead in 
the 56th minute with a goal from Sarah Jacobs, 
a freshman from Oregon, Wis. Megan Gresl, 
sophomore from Appleton, Wis., got the assist 
on the play by pushing forward and made a 
pass that went behind Jacobs’ defender. Jacobs 
was able to control the ball and netted her first 
goal of the season. 

Down with about 15 minutes left to play, 
the Blue Devils needed to make more plays in 
the box. After winning a corner in the 76th 
minute, UW-La Crosse committed a foul in 


the penalty area after a cross that was headed 
high by Kelly Conn, a freshman from Mena- 
sha, Wis. Senior captain Emily Ferger from 
Wauwatosa, Wis. took the shot from the spot 
and evened the score at 1-1. 

In the final 10 minutes of regular time, 
both keepers made five stops—three by the 
Eagles’ keeper—to send the match into over- 
time. Shelby made seven saves in the game 
for UW-Stout, five in the second half and one 
just seconds before the whistle to end play in 
regulation. 

With her only shot of the match, Camille 
Fawcett, a freshman from Byron, Minn., head- 
ed in the match-winner to give the Blue Devils 
their first conference win. Conn got the assist 
on a cross. 

With a 7-1 win at the University of Wis- 


consin—Superior on Saturday, Oct. 5, the Blue 
Devils moved into third place in the WIAC 
standings.

Bake at 350°F for about 15-18 minutes, or until seeds are crispy and lightly golden brown. 
Remove from oven and stir with wooden spoon to release any seeds that have stuck to pan.

StoutRoute Express

Getting to and from class 
at night is about to get a lot easier. 
The StoutRoute Express bus, 
which currently transports students 
between North and South Campus, 
is extending its hours. 

In the past, the bus ran until 
5 p.m. every weekday. Now the 
StoutRoute Express will run until 
9 p.m. on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday, while the hours on Tuesday 
and Thursday will stay the same 
for now. 

“We feel that the added 
services in the later hours will help 
with students who will have later 
courses due to the Harvey Hall 
Renovation,” said Stout Student 
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Association President Juliana 
Lucchesi. “We are also directly 
responding to the student need for 
more service in the evenings.” 

This change was made after 
students voiced their opinions on 
the lack of transportation options to 
get around in the evening for night 
classes or club meetings. 

“We are expanding all of 
the routes due to student demand,” 
said Lucchesi. “We run an alterna- 
tive transportation survey every 
spring, and the chief comments 
from students were to expand 
nightly routes. We will be conduct- 
ing another survey in the spring to 
evaluate if the students are happy 
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extending its hours 


with the system.” 

SSA also voted to purchase 
a new compressed natural gas bus 
to replace the bus that is currently 
in use. 

“The current bus is break- 
ing down due to the high usage and 
needs replacing,” said Lucchesi. 
“The new bus has been ordered 
and is set for delivery in a year and 
a half.” 

Last school year, a fee was 
added to the student segregated 
fees to cover the costs associated 
with the bus system.

new bus, the segregated fee was 
raised 2.9 percent.

The memorial wall was 
dedicated Friday, Oct. 18 on the 
first floor of the Memorial Student 
Center. A total of 40 men were 
identified and honored with indi- 
vidual plaques. 

This project coincides with 
the original dedication of the MSC 
in 1959. The original dedication 
was for all students and employ- 
ees who died while in the military 
and also included a marble plaque. 
This marble plaque now resides in 
the MSC and has a list of names 
that was never completed before 
due to missing records. 

The goal of the memorial 
committee was to include as many 
individuals as possible who gradu- 
ated from, attended or worked at 
the university and whether they 
died in action, from disease or ill- 
ness or in a military accident. 

“The memorial’s time 
is long overdue,” said Dar- 
rin Witucki, University Centers 
director. “It makes the MSC more 


complete.” 

A scholarship created in 
memory of Lt. John Abrams, a 
1962 alumnus who died in 1968 in 
Vietnam, made it possible for iden- 
tification of the individuals. The 
research effort began about a year 
ago, and many of the 40 individu- 
als had been identified by archivist 
Kevin Thorie. 

Additional research was 
conducted by University Archives, 
under the direction of archivist 
Heather Stecklein and archives as- 
sistant Robin Melland. 

“The greatest challenge for 
us was locating information about 
each individual’s military service. 
In the end, we were able to compile 
enough biographical information 
about each honoree to give him the 
recognition he deserved,” Stecklein 
said. 

“We do have a diversity of 
service,” added Stecklein, noting 
that the people the wall commemo- 
rates died in varied locations like 
flying over the Philippines, fighting 
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at the Battle of the Bulge in Bel- 
gium and serving in Africa. 

Included in the ceremony 
were remarks by Chancellor 
Charles W. Sorensen and Mark 
Parsons, vice chancellor for Uni- 
versity Achievement and Market- 
ing. Four students from the UW— 
Stout Veterans Club read the names 
of the honorees, while the bell in 
the Bowman Hall clock tower rang 
40 times, once for each person 
honored. 

The UW-Stout ROTC 
color guard presented the American 
flag and unveiled the memorial. 

The list includes five men 
from World War I, 28 from World 
War II, one from the Korean War 
and six from the Vietnam War. 

The memorial is about 16 
feet wide and nine feet high and 
can be expanded when necessary.

The new class sched- 
uler generates all possible course

icts. It also takes closed classes 
out of the equation with up-to-the- 
minute course availability.

The University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout was the first 4-year campus 
in the UW system to be tobacco-free, 
and it has remained this way for 
nearly three years. Smoking ciga- 
rettes is prohibited on any property 
owned or controlled by UW-Stout. 

“The goal is to separate 
smokers from people who don’t want 
to be affected by carcinogens and 
second hand smoke,” said University 
Communications Director and Chair 
of the Tobacco-Free Policy Imple- 
mentation Committee Doug Mell. 

However, this policy has 
had unintended consequences. The 
ashtrays have been gone since the 
tobacco-free policy began in 2010. 
This has led to some issues with 
cigarette butts. Yet, Mell insists that 
since the tobacco-free policy was 
implemented, cigarette butt litter as 
well as compliance disputes have 
decreased. 

There is one alternative to 
smoking that eliminates the cigarette 
butt problem: electronic cigarettes, or

e-cigs. However, this new technology 
has brought upon a new issue: 

E-cigs are not banned under the policy 
because, unlike cigarettes, they do 

not contain tobacco. Inside is liquid 
nicotine that is heated and inhaled as 
a vapor. E-cigs seem to be a healthier 
and more affordable alternative to 
smoking, but as of right now they are 
relatively untested and the side effects 
of these devices are unknown. 

E-cigs are the topic of de- 
bate here at UW-Stout. Should they 
be banned like cigarettes and other 
tobacco products? Can they be, since 
they do not actually use tobacco but 
only simulate the effects? Do tobacco 
users here at UW-Stout trust this new 
and questionable technology? Are 
those exposed to the second-hand 
smoke willing to risk the possibly dan- 
gerous consequences? 

As Mell told Wisconsin Public 
Radio, “we’re pretty much in limbo 
about this issue right now.” 


Program extension 


makes UW -Stout 


history

The University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout is in the final stage of 
creating the first doctoral program 
ever for the university: a Doctor 
of Education degree in career and 
technical education. 

The Higher Learning Com- 
mission visited over the summer, 
and informed the university of the 
program before helping to create 
the program. 

Students who applied by 
Oct. 11 were put on a priority list 
and their applications were re- 
viewed beginning Monday, Oct. 
14. The first class is expected to 
meet on Friday, Oct. 25 and will 
contain 20 to 25 students. 


The Higher Learning Com- 
mission noted that the faculty, stu- 
dents and alumni are “enthusiastic 
about the program curriculum.” 

The program gives flexible 
availability through online, eve- 
ning and weekend classes geared 
toward working professionals. 

Professionals will be able 
to advance their careers in techni- 
cal education with the help of this 
degree, contrary to a research- 
based doctorate. 

The 60-credit program will 
take students about three years to 
complete. 
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State gives final nisi to $28 
million Harvey Hall renovation

It was built nearly 100 years 
ago and has hosted the likes of John F. 
Kennedy and the Vienna Boys Choir. 
Now Harvey Hall, the second oldest 
building and still the busiest class- 
room facility at University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout, will get a total makeover. 

The Wisconsin State Building 
Commission unanimously approved 
spending $28 million to bring Harvey 
Hall, which was built in 1916, into the 
modern age. The commission’s vote 
Wednesday, Oct. 16, in Madison fol- 
lowed the UW System Board of Re- 
gents’ approval of the project Friday, 
Oct. 11. 

“This project will improve the 
learning and working environments in 
Harvey Hall immensely,” said Chan- 
cellor Charles W. Sorensen. “Harvey 
Hall has a lot of life left, and these 
improvements are sorely needed.” 

Work will begin in January 
with asbestos removal and interior 
demolition. Construction is expected 
to start in June 2014 with completion 
in summer 2015. Faculty and staff 
have relocated to a residence hall on 
North Campus. After the fall semester, 
students also will vacate the 4-story 


building until renovation is completed. 


“This renovation will upgrade 
infrastructure, remodel space and 
greatly improve the functionality and 
safety of one of UW-Stout’s largest 
and oldest academic buildings,” said 


Maria Alm, dean of the College of 
Arts, Humanities and Social Sciences, 
which is based in Harvey Hall. 

This project is the second part 
of an improvement plan that began 
with the 2011 renovation of Harvey 
Hall Theater. The second phase, Alm 
said, “will preserve notable historic 
spaces while updating crucial building 
systems. Classrooms, labs and group 
study spaces will feature 21st century 
technologies that encourage active 
learning.” 

According to the report con- 
sidered by the Building Commission, 
much of the infrastructure, includ- 
ing an archaic air handling system, 
has not been replaced. Classrooms 
do not meet current standards; they 
are undersized and poorly configured 
with inadequate ventilation, lighting, 
electricity, telecommunications and 
instructional technology. Academic 
office spaces, the report said, are inef- 
ficient because of their configurations. 
There also is a lack of meeting and 
conference space. 

While there renovation is cur- 
rently causing some inconveniences 
to faculty and students, the end result 
will be worth it.

Run defense struggles in 
loss to Eagles

Double tight end and pull was the key to 
success for the Eagles of University of Wis- 
consin—La Crosse in a 21-3 win against the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout Blue Devils on 
Saturday, Oct. 19 at Don and Nona Williams 
Stadium. 

With a passing attack that ranks last in the 
WIAC, UW-Stout (2-4, 0-3 WIAC) made the 
Eagles run the ball, and run they did. The 
game plan stalled the Eagles, but the defense 
eventually gave in: UW-Stout ranks last in the 
conference in rushing defense, and they were 
up against a quarterback that was making his 
first collegiate start. 

Whether the tight ends were stacked or on 
either wing, the Eagles’ run game racked up 
274 yards on 51 attempts to power UW-La 
Crosse (1-5, 1-2 WIAC) to their first victory 
of the season. 

UW-La Crosse took the opening posses- 
sion of the game and drove it 75 yards for a 
7-0 lead. The touchdown came on a 39-yard 


pass play from Trent Cummings, a sophomore 
from Waunakee, Wis., to Alex Lepp, a junior 
from Green Bay, Wis. The Eagles started fast, 
but that would be the only score they would see 
for a while. 

Although it may have seemed like a one- 
sided affair, the Eagles were only leading 7-3 
going into the final frame. The Blue Devils 
gave up big chunks of yards in between, but 
they were able to hold the Eagles’ offense out 
of the end zone for the majority of the game. 

But the Eagles broke the game open at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter. Ben Her- 
trampf, a junior from Fennimore, Wis., got the 
handoff from midfield, found a hole between 
the tackles and took the ball 50 yards down the 
Eagles’ sideline to make it 14-3. 

Hank Kujak, a junior from Blaire, Wis., 
turned the ball over on UW-Stout’s next drive 
with an interception and the Eagles were again 
in the end zone, going 80 yards on eight plays 
to seal the game. 


The only score in the game for UW-Stout 
came near the end of the first quarter on a 42- 
yard field goal by Ricky Marteney, a senior 
from Greenfield, Wis. 

It wasn’t UW-Stout’s best day offensively, 
but give credit to the defense for staying the 
course, making stops and keeping the team in 
the game. 

Kujak finished the game with 18 comple- 
tions out of 39 attempts for 164 yards. Adolfo 
Pacheco, a freshman from South Elgin, I1., led 
the UW-Stout offense with 65 rushing yards 
on 14 carries. Brian Alvarez, a junior from At- 
water, Calif., led all receivers with four catches 
for 57 yards. 

Tyler Naatz, a junior from Menomonie, Wis., 
led Blue Devils’ defense with nine tackles. 
Luke Bakkum, a junior from Oconomowoc, 
Wis., contributed seven tackles and a sack. 

Jake Schiff, a senior from South Range, 
Wis., forced the lone Eagles turnover of the 
game with an intercept—although he should 


have had two, dropping a gift from the UW-La 
Crosse quarterback. 

Tanner Kuehn, a junior running back from 
Fairchild, Wis., was injured on a tackle in the 
second quarter and did not return in the second 
half for the Blue Devils. 

Hertrampf finished with 168 yards on 27 car- 
ries for the Eagles. Cummings completed 11 of 
21 passes for 179 yards and two touchdowns. 

The Blue Devils will travel to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Platteville to take on the 
seventh-ranked Pioneers on Saturday, Oct. 26.

The change 
will hopefully be implemented; however, 
since new executives will be taking over the 
following year, it is up to next year’s vice 
president to make the final decision on the 
matter.” 

Typically around 150 students attend 
the fair. “However,” Wayerski stated, “if we 
move the fair earlier in the semester, that 
number may drastically increase.” 

The idea to have a housing fair the be- 
ginning of each spring semester is being 
considered as well. However, because of the 
low number of students who will need to 
find housing at that time and the low number 
of landlords who will have properties to rent 
out at that time, having a spring semester 
housing fair doesn’t seem likely. 

“The resources put into the fair would 
not warrant the benefits,” said Wayersk1.

On Oct. 22, there was an emergency evac- 
uation of Harvey Hall after a fog machine in 
the basement set off the fire alarms.

The bike box: 
Making Menomonie 
more bike-friendly

It is very common to see people riding 
their bikes through the city of Menomonie, 
whether it is for recreational purposes on 
the Red Cedar Trail or as a means of com- 
muting to class or work. 

Menomonie’s Bicycle and Pedestrian Ad- 
visory Committee is a group of volunteers 
that meets regularly to brainstorm ways to 
educate the public about bike safety, im- 
prove roads and parking for bikers and ex- 
pand bicycling opportunities such as trails 
and bike lanes. 

As an attempt to make Menomonie a 
more bike-friendly community, this sum- 
mer’s construction included the implemen- 
tation of a bike box across from South Hall 
at the intersection of 13th Avenue East and 
Broadway. The bike box is an extension of 
a bike lane, a large painted rectangle that 
allows bikers to stop in front of cars at the 
stoplight. It is almost like a crosswalk for 
bikers, allowing them to take left turns or 
go straight while having priority getting 
through the light. 

“The big idea is to get bikes in front of 
cars so that they can be visible and get out of 
the way first,” said Mark Mastalir, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout alumnus and mem- 
ber of Menomonie’s Bicycle and Pedestrian 
Advisory Committee. 

The idea was brought to UW-Stout one 
year ago by Dave Williams, before he retired 
as vice chancellor for University Advance- 
ment and Marketing and after he had begun

crosswalks and bike lanes are designated for a reason. 
Stay with the plan because people have given good 


working on ways to make biking safer and 
more prevalent. He was inspired by what he 
saw when he was visiting the Netherlands. 

“The Netherlands has done a lot of plan- 
ning and building to encourage bike use and 
safety,” said Williams. “Bike boxes are very 
common there because they give several 
advantages at intersections, such as greater 
visibility to motorists, a head start when the 
light changes and the ability to get away 
from auto exhaust while waiting for the light 
to change.” 

“In a perfect world, there would be a bike 
box at every light,” said Mastalir. There has 
been no negative feedback so far regarding 
the bike box. The 

positive feedback, he said, is that “people 
are using it.” 

“We want Menomonie to be more of a 
bike-friendly community than ever— not 
just because we want to, but because we 
need to,” said Mastalir. “Let’s not wait until 
we have a problem to fix it.”

There has been some concern re- 
garding bike lanes in Menomonie, 
as they are not consistent through- 
out the city. Unfortunately the roads 
are not wide enough to support ve- 
hicles, bikers and include room for 
parking. Plus, widening the road is 
a matter of dollars. As of right now 
there are several bike routes with 
painted symbols in the road instead 
of a bike lane. 

“If money was not an issue and we 
had lots of space to widen the roads, 
we would love to put a bike lane on 
every road,” said Randy Eide, direc- 
tor of Public Works for the city of 
Menomonie. 

This summer’s construction left 
13th Avenue with the city’s first 
designated bike lane. Additionally, 
in the spring of either 2014 or 2015, 
the Department of Transportation 
plans to build a bicycle/pedestrian 
bridge across the Red Cedar River, 
connecting Lake Menomin Park and 
Wakanda Park. This will eventually 
lead to a route connecting around 
the lake. The general plan is to con- 
nect as many bike lanes as possible 
throughout the city. 

“TI hope people enjoy the new bike- 
friendly 13th Avenue and give us 
some feedback about what we did 
right and what we could have done 
better,” said Eide. “We'll take that 
feedback and apply it to future big 


construction projects.” 


Proposed health 
insurance plan may help 
uninsured students

A proposed student health insurance bill 
known as a hard waiver comes up for a vote 
on Tuesday, Nov. 5, 2013. 

If the bill passes, it will require students 
to have proof of health insurance upon 
enrollment. Students who are currently 
enrolled will be grandfathered in; how- 
ever, if they need to utilize Student Health 
Services, those students will need to show 
proof of insurance. 

According to Juliana Lucchesi, Stout 
Student Association president, this bill will 
provide the insurance that approximately 11 
percent of the student body needs. Lucchesi 
also added that if the bill gets approved, 
University of Wisconsin—Stout will be the 
first UW institution to implement a hard 
waiver in Wisconsin. 

The proposed hard waiver will cost 
students $1,440 per year. The cost can be 
split up in two payments, one each semes- 
ter. Students can opt to have the payments 
taken out of their FAFSA. 

Students would be covered from Au- 


gust to August from insurance provider 
Humana. The coverage is accepted at any 
Humana provider nationwide. 

If SSA votes to approve the hard waiver 
bill, it will go to the Chancellor for ap- 


proval and then off to the Board of Regents. 


Once the health insurance bill has been 
approved through the Board of Regents, 
students will get an email with further 
information. 

Schools in Iowa, most of Illinois and the 
University of Minnesota—Duluth and Twin 
Cities all have a hard waiver health insur- 
ance requirement.

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Sexual hagassment

Currently, the Sexual Harassment policy 
at the University of Wisconsin—Stout is un- 
der revision. 

According to Dean of Students Joan 
Thomas, students need to know these poli- 
cies so that they understand “that we don’t 
tolerate harassment. There are policies in 
place to protect students from these behav- 
iors and to direct the reporting, investigat- 
ing and sanctioning processes.” 

Thomas, along with the Human Resourc- 
es/Affirmative Action Office and the Uni- 
versity Police, sat down and answered some 
questions about the policies and how they 
affect UW-Stout students. 


Q: Can you tell me a bit about the current 
policies and how they may be changed? 

A: The Sexual Harassment policy is under 
revision and the Non-Discrimination poli- 
cies for both students and non-students have 
been recently revised. Some of the rationale 
for revision is to include “sexual violence” 
in the policy and to incorporate recommen- 
dations of the Office of Civil Rights “Dear 
Colleague” letter related to Title [IX specifi- 
cally, as it relates to procedures in filing and 
addressing complaints. This document is 
not a mandate, but rather recommendations 
of colleges’ responsibilities in handling al- 
legations of sexual harassment and sexual 
violence under Title IX of the Education 
Amendments of 1972. 

Q: Who enforces these policies? 

A: The Dean of Students office enforces 
these polices for students and the Human 
Resources Office for faculty and staff. Uni- 
versity Police and Menomonie Police en- 
force the laws that pertain to harassment. 
The Dean of Students Office will act under 


University of Wisconsin System Adminis- 
trative Code when a report is filed with the 
Dean of Students or if a police report involv- 
ing students is filed. 


Q: Does UW-Stout seem to have prob- 
lems with sexual harassment? How does the 
amount that takes place at Stout compare to 
other UW schools? 

A: UW-Stout has not had a student com- 
plaint of sexual harassment in a long time. 
In looking at recent statistics dating back to 
Sept. 1, 2012, we have not had a sexual ha- 
rassment complaint. 


Q: What type of training is currently re- 
quired for students? 

A: Currently, we discuss sexual mis- 
conduct, which is more encompassing and 
includes assault, violence and harassment 
during our new student orientation process 
called “The Choices We Make.” 


Q: What do you hope training provides to 
students? 

A: There is so much information students 
get during the orientation process. We are 
working to develop online training that stu- 
dents will participate in annually. The lo- 
gistics are still being developed.

The Stout Student Association’s Financial 
Affairs Committee approved extending the 
annual budget deadline.

Off-Broadway in 2006, consists of eight short 
vignettes that follow several quirky, affec- 
tionate characters as they suddenly fall in and 
out of love with that special someone. Each 
whimsical scenario takes place on a cold 
Friday night in the curious town of Almost, 
Maine. 

Paul Calenberg will be directing the play 
with the help of Scenic and Lighting De- 
signer Beth Janetski and Costume Designer 
Deb Selvig. Calenberg chose the more come- 
dic style of “Almost, Maine” to depart from 
the mature themes of “The Shadow Box” and 
“Spring Awakening,” which were the pro- 
gram’s previous productions. 

“The last three shows we’ve done were 
very serious pieces,” Calenberg said. “I felt it 
was time to lighten it up.” 

With this new genre comes new challenges, 
both for the performers and directors. Calen- 
berg notes the importance of pacing and tim- 
ing to make for an effective comedy. 

“Comedy is always challenging. People 
think drama is the real acting, but comedy is 
so mechanical because every facet has to be 
timed out precisely,” Calenberg said. 

The 10 performers of this production, many 
of whom are playing multiple roles, face their 
own trials. Isaac Burk, who plays two charac- 


ters in “Almost, Maine,” must express a full 
gamut of emotions in his performances. 

“In one scene, I suddenly find love with 
a woman camped outside my back yard. In 
another, I’m dealing with the breakup with 
my girlfriend of 11 years,” Burk said. “My 
characters deal with hectic situations.” 

Actress Meghan Olson is also taking on 
several roles in the play, and her ability to 
make each role unique is quite a feat. 

“Because I have to play three different 
characters in three very different scenes, the 
biggest challenge I face is making each char- 
acter distinct from one another,” Olson said. 

So far, the work of the cast and crew has 
paid off. Even after weeks of repetitive prac- 
tice, the rehearsal sessions still had the entire 
cast laughing. 

The humorous charm of “Almost, Maine” 
comes from its portrayal of love and the awk- 
wardness that accompanies it. The situations 
in the play will be familiar for many viewers, 
making it a thoughtful and hilarious perfor- 
mance. 

“We show relationships in all their various 
forms: when they’re at their best and their 
worst,” Olson said. “Everyone will enjoy it 
for how relatable the characters can be.” 


“Almost, Maine” will be performed 
in the Harvey Hall Theatre Nov. 6 
through 9 at 7:30 p.m. Tickets are $12 
and are available at the Memorial Stu- 
dent Center Service Center.

Swallows to play the Acoustic Cafe

The Minneapolis-based folk rock band 
Swallows will be making their Meno- 
monie debut on Friday Nov. 8 at 7 p.m. at 
the Acoustic Café. 

Since 2008, Swallows has been writing 
and performing a unique blend of folk, 
blues and rock ‘n’ roll with an intriguing 
experimental quality. 

The band’s sound is commonly com- 
pared to that of Tom Waits due to lead 
singer Jeff Crandall’s raspy vocals. How- 
ever, their music as a whole encompasses 
a wide range of influences. 

“We are just big collectors of music,” 
said Crandall. “We’re a little bit older 
now, so we have been around long enough 
to have been through several generations 
of rock, including the ones prior to us that 
we were influenced by.” 

Crandall himself is a collector of old 
blues, country and R&B records. His main 
influences include Howlin’ Wolf, Hank 
Williams, The Rolling Stones and early 
Van Morrison. 

The front man has been making music 


since his University of California—San 
Diego days nearly 25 years ago. He found 
Swallows band mate Aaron Kerr when he 
was at graduate school at the University 
of Minnesota in 1999. The two eventually 
started the folk-pop group Thinland, and 
when Tyson Allison began playing drums 
and percussion with them in 2008, the 
band transformed into Swallows. 

“The sound of the band has changed 
over time and it will continue to change,” 
said Crandall. “Basically we started off 
moving out of the Thinland material 
which was more like folk-pop with a mix 
of rock, and the first Swallows album was 
kind of a fairly hard-hitting rock album 
mixed with some acoustic material.” 

One unique characteristic of swallows is 
their variety of instrumentation. Though 
the band features six members, the num- 
ber of instruments involved in their live 
performances is often much more. Band 
members Tyson Allison and Mike Nordby 
are the group’s most versatile members, 
playing a variety of instruments from the 
electric guitar to the melodica. 

The band put out four studio records to 
date, the most recent being Witching & 


Divining. 

“We just had all of these jam sessions 
and wrote songs off of them—that’s 
what became Witching & Divining,” said 
Crandall. 

The band is taking a similar approach 
to their forthcoming EP and full-length 
album, only with more of a traditional 
rhythm and blues style. 

Swallows may be sprinkling in some of 
this new material during their set at the 
Acoustic Café, along with a few covers. 
The band has been known to cover The 
Magnetic Fields, The Animals and Johnny 
Cash, to name a few. 

“Swallows definitely has an edgy show,” 
said Allison. “We like to take the audience 
on a roller coaster ride of ups and downs 
with a few curves and loops for good mea- 
sure.” 

Aside from playing gigs in the Twin Cit- 
ies, the band enjoys touring the Midwest 
whenever they can. 

“To us, it doesn’t really matter how big 
or small the town is. I mean, if there are 
enough people to make a show of it, then 
we want to be there,” Crandall said in re- 
gards to their upcoming performance at 


the Acoustic Café. “We’re going to rock 
the room; it’s going to be fun.” 

“T would encourage Stout students to 
come out to the show because I guaran- 
tee a unique live music experience,” added 
Allison. “I don’t know any other regional 
band with the same eclectic mix of sounds 
we have. We’ve got a guy that plays a 
trashcan and a lead pipe, and another guy 
playing an electric cello as a bass—what 
more do you want?” 

Swallows will be performing at the 
Acoustic Café on Friday, Nov. 8 from 7 to 
9 p.m. This is a free event for all ages.

Instead of snacking on the usual chips and 
cookies, which can be high in calories and 
fats, grab a handful of popcorn instead! 

Popcorn is hidden with whole grains, anti- 
oxidants and fiber. According to U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s website, the recom- 
mended daily amount of fiber for males 19 to 
50 years old is 38 grams per day and for fe- 
males is 25 grams per day. A standard pop- 
corn bag (2.9 ounces) equals about four cups of 
popped kernels, which provides about 4 grams 
of dietary fiber. 

Opt for the low butter versions and hold 
back on the salt, which makes this a healthy 
alternative. However it does add the extra cal- 
ories and fat, but who can resist Ooey-Gooey 
Popcorn Balls?

The University of Wisconsin—Stout has 
become more active in its sustainability ef- 
forts, and the results are finally showing. 

Throughout campus, trash cans have 
been removed from classrooms and meeting 
rooms. They have been replaced with con- 
tainers intended for recyclable items, com- 
postable items and trash to be sent to the 
landfill. This idea was first implemented 
in January 2010, when the containers were 
only placed in the dining halls and in the 
Memorial Student Center. 

Since then, UW-Stout has prevented 
more than 568,000 pounds of compostable 
material from going into the landfills, with 
the amount of compostable material collect- 
ed rising 10 percent. The amount of trash 
collected overall in comparison to recycla- 
bles and compost fell from 66 percent to 58 
percent. 

In addition to these positive changes, 
UW-Stout received $2,500 from last year’s 
RecycleMania, a friendly competition for 
colleges and universities to promote waste 
reduction on their campuses, which takes 
place over an 8-week period each spring. 
The money will go toward sustainability 
programs on campus. 

UW-Stout improved this year, ranking 
115th in 2013 compared to 202nd in 2012. 

It’s safe to say that the efforts are paying 
off. Keep up the good work, UW-Stout!

The University of Wisconsin—Stout hosted 
the Keep It Real: Stout United Diversity Con- 
ference on Saturday, Nov. 16. The diversity 
conference brought key speakers Phyllis Brax- 
ton and former NFL player Esera Tuaolo. 

The conference opened up with the game 
Keep It Real, which allowed the players to 
share as much or as little information about 
each other while creating friendships. Follow- 
ing the game, Phyllis Braxton, founder of Pink 
Consulting, led a two-and-a-half hour work- 
shop. 

Braxton discussed cultural differences and 
cultural adaptation. While Braxton lectured, 
she led the attendees in active participation 
through challenging topics. 

After Braxton’s workshop, a discussion on 
microaggression was led by Sir Aaron Mason 
and Antoinette Lyte-Evans, followed by a stu- 
dent panel led by Julie Miller, UW—Stout LG- 
BTQ program coordinator. 

UW-Stout welcomed Esera Tuaolo later 
in the evening. Tuaolo came out publicly on 
HBO’s Real Sports in 2002. 

Tuaolo suppressed his feelings of being gay 
with heavy drinking and frequent thoughts of 
suicide. 


“Getting hurt by others was my number one 
fear,’ Tuaolo stated. But after reflecting on his 
past of being suicidal, he added, “I thank God 
every day that I am not six feet under.” 

Coming out to his mom was the most diffi- 
cult for Tuaolo, “I couldn’t come out to my dad 
because he passed away when I was 10-years- 
old,” Tuaolo said. “Once I came out to my 
mom, she cried for an hour and afterwards we 
had a great conversation.” 

Now that Tuaolo is retired from the NFL 
and out of the closet, he uses his time to travel 
around the country educating students on cre- 
ating a world of acceptance. 

“T found my purpose in life,” states Tuaolo. 
“Tt’s an amazing feeling to live without depres- 
sion.” 

Tuaolo taught conference attendees to ac- 
cept themselves, find their voice and to edu- 
cate themselves. After the conference, Tuaolo 
closed out his workshop singing “No One” by 
Alicia Keys. 

After his workshop, Tuaolo signed auto- 
graphs and posed for photos with students, fac- 
ulty and staff. Tuaolo currently lives in Min- 
neapolis with his two kids and partner, Jack.

As the winter months are quickly approach- 
ing, the food and clothing needs of local low- 
income residents are increasing. Through the 
help of Stepping Stones, guided by Executive 
Director Katherine Dutton and aided with the 
support of more than 100 volunteers, the needs 
of these residents can start to be met at this lo- 
cal clothes and food pantry. 

“Mostly our goal is to have people save 
money on their food costs so that they have re- 
sources to put towards other things including 
rent, utilities and prescriptions,” says Dutton, 
who has been involved with non-profit orga- 
nizations her whole life and started working 
with Stepping Stones five years ago. 

“Our biggest hurdle is keeping up with the 
needs of the county,” says Dutton. She feels 
she has always known what the need is of a 
food-insecure family and strives to make a dif- 
ference. “I haven’t come to the point where it’s 
not challenging or interesting anymore.” 

Dutton says almost one in 10 residents and 
one in five children in Wisconsin are food in- 
secure, which is defined by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as “consistent access to 
adequate food is limited by a lack of money 
and other resources at times during the year.” 


In 2012, Stepping Stones food pantry av- 
eraged more than 1,300 visits per month and 
assisted 5,000 local residents. Along with the 
food pantry, Stepping Stones offers tempo- 
rary shelter, which provided for 242 residents 
in 2012, and has a Community Connections 
Program logging almost 2,300 hours in aid- 
ing supportive services such as transportation, 
shopping, yard work and companionship last 
year. 

Although Stepping Stones does not often 
publicize the services provided, Dutton says 
they are always seeking assistance from the 
community through food drives, volunteer 
support and monetary donations. 

During this part of the year, about 50 percent 
of donations to Stepping Stones are gifted right 
in time for the holiday season. 

“Everybody wants to celebrate the holidays 
in a special way and we want to be able to help 
them do that,” Dutton explained. 

The Stepping Stones team is committed to 
providing the means necessary for holiday cel- 
ebrations through the help of other local orga- 
nizations as well such as Christmas for Kids, a 
United Way project to ensure children of low- 
income families get toys this holiday.

Residents in need can also eat hot dinners 
served every Tuesday and Thursday at First 
Congressional United Church of Christ (pro- 
vided every week of the year) and can find 
coats and jackets, courtesy of United Meth- 
odist Church of Boyceville’s Coat Closet now 
through Dec. 7. 

“Our need is so constant and steady; we just 
have to keep meeting the need that’s there,” 
says Dutton. “We couldn’t do any of what we 
do without the support of the community.”

The Robert S. Swanson Library and Learn- 
ing Center is getting an upgrade and the 
14-year-old printers are the main focus. 

According to Library Director and Copy- 
right Officer Marlys Brunsting, “Students 
will notice faster printing and fewer technical 
problems.”

The new printer system scheduled to ar- 
rive in the summer of 2014 will be a bonus to 
University of Wisconsin—Stout students. The 
library is scheduled to receive two new black 
and white printers and a color printer with du- 
plex capability. 

The library would like to purchase Paper 
Cut, which controls printing costs by charging 
users for what they actually print, gives us us-

jams, low toner and errors so we can quickly 
correct them. 

Cutting costs and delays seems like a bar- 
gain.

The library will be submitting a proposal for 
student tech fee money to purchase the print 
management system and the card readers.

The University of Wisconsin—Stout’s Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation Institute was grant- 
ed $4.6 million, which will be disbursed 
over the next five years. The grant will be 
used to help thousands of youth with special 
needs to help gain economic self-sufficien- 
cy. 

“UW-Stout and Stout’s Vocational Re- 
habilitation Institute has a great reputation 
and tradition of helping people with disabil- 
ities and improving their lives,” said Chan- 
cellor Charles W. Sorensen. 

Stout’s Vocational Rehabilitation Insti- 
tute is also participating in a $32.5 mil- 
lion grant, which will go toward a program 
titled PROMISE. This money will be used 
to assist youth who receive Supplemental 
Security Income to overcome challenges in 
finding employment. They are also work- 
ing closely with the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation to provide leadership and re- 
cruitment activities. Youth participating in 
DVR will also have access to career explo- 
ration, community work experience, finan- 
cial literacy training, social and soft skills 
training and family training on employment 
expectations. 

About 2,000 youth and their families will 
be participating in treatments and activities 
over the course of the grant. 


Thanks to the grant, youth with disabili- 
ties and their families will address poverty 
and disability issues and move toward em- 
ployment and financial stability.

perfect,’ banjo player Matt Jagow said. “The 
band’s sound is still in constant flux.” 

Evergreen Grass Band has become well 
known for their instrumental virtuosity and 
relatable slice-of-life lyrics. Their music 
evokes that familiar Southern folk twang, 
though they also derive influence from punk 
and alternative rock. 

“We use the tools of bluegrass, but we don’t 
follow the traditional sound,” bassist Dan 
Turner said. “It’s a totally original band.” 

Regardless of what genre they play, their 
music is sure to have bar patrons out of their 
seats and dancing to the beat. For such a small, 
intimate bar, that’s exactly what Waterfront 
owner Jason Davis wants to see. 

“I’m just a bluegrass junkie,” Davis said. 
“The sound of their banjo and mandolin playing 
makes for very fast, high-energy music.” 

Evergreen Grass Band are no strangers to 
the Waterfront, having played at the venue 
dozens of times before. Every night they leave 
audiences stunned with their blazing fast 
tempos and breakneck banjo picking. 

At its heart, Evergreen Grass Band is purely 
a live act. They’ve produced one studio album 
in 2010, “For Sheriff,’ but they prefer the 
excitement and intimacy of having a crowd in 
front of them. 

“T can’t even stand listening to our music 
on a CD,” Turner said. “We learn through trial 


and error of live experiences to figure out what 
sound and what tempo works best. We play for 
the crowd because they shape our music.” 

Over the past four years the band has played 
hundreds of live shows all across the region 
from Michigan to Colorado, and they show 
no sign of stopping. As one might expect, the 
tour stories range from the surreal encounters 
with strange characters and places to the warm 
reception from random fans. 

“It’s a job that takes us on different 
adventures,” Jagow said. “We always try to 
find cool things to do everywhere we go. We 
have to take advantage of the opportunity we 
have to tour around the country.” 

Despite their growing national popularity, 
Evergreen Grass Band still remains humble 
when it comes to helping local causes. They’Il be 
assisting Davis and The Bridge to Hope domestic 
violence shelter in hosting the Waterfront’s 
annual Hope for the Holidays event, which aims 
to bring awareness to domestic abuse. Half of 
the proceeds from the $5 cover charge will be 
donated to The Bridge to Hope. 

“T help organize a lot of events with the 
domestic violence shelter throughout the year, 
and I always appreciate any other help I can 
get,” Davis said. 

“We’re always happy to help the community 
and support any just cause,” Jagow added. 
“We're so appreciative of anything we receive. 
Why not give it back?” 
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No matter when or where Evergreen Grass 
Band plays, concert attendees are guaranteed to 
have a fun time. 

“You can expect a full night of music when 
we perform live,” Jagow claimed regarding their 
upcoming Waterfront performance. “We want 
people to get their money’s worth when they 
come out to see us.” 

The Hope for the Holidays event will begin at 
7 p.m. on Dec. 7, and the Evergreen Grass Band’s 
performance will begin at 10 p.m.

Edgar Wright, Simon Pegg and Nick 
Frost team up for the third time after 
2004’s “Shaun of the Dead” and 2007’s 
“Hot Fuzz” with “The World’s End,” 
a British science fiction comedy that 
marks the third and final installment 
in the filmmakers’ “Three Flavours 
Cornetto” trilogy. “Shaun of the Dead,” 
the first in the trilogy, spoofed zombie 
flicks; “Hot Fuzz,” the second, spoofed 
action films; and now, “The World’s 
End” is here to poke fun at the science 
fiction genre.

It may be hard to believe it, but that 
PlayStation 3 sitting in your entertainment 
center is now a last-generation console. The 
future is here, and its name is Playstation 4. 

The PS4 came out on Nov. 15, and over 
the course of 24 hours, it already sold one 
million units. 

One of the things that really stands out is 
the user interface. The main menu resembles 
the PS3’s cross media bar, only this time 
it has more graphics and looks and feels 
crisper. The best part about the main menu 
is that any aspect of it can be accessed in- 
game: no more having to quit your game 
to toggle your Internet settings.

The University of Wisconsin—Stout wom- 
en’s basketball team opened the 2013-2014 
season at the University of Northwestern—St 
Paul tip-off tournament on Nov. 15 and 16. Of 
course, before any competition could start, the 
team had to work. 

The practices are fast and loud; members 
of other sports teams might be hard pressed to 
compare their practice to the degree of inten- 
sity these girls push themselves to. Following 
stretches, the girls go through a coaches cir- 
cuit—a rapid succession of drills. Coach Mark 
Thomas describes his practice ethic as one that 
will push the girls to their limits. 

“T want people to look at our films and say 
‘wow, that’s a team that plays hard.’ If we’re 
not practicing hard we won’t be playing the 
court as hard as we could be during a game,” 
said coach Thomas. 

Not only are the practices structured to 
physically and mentally push the limits of 
players, but the number of players has greatly 
increased. This year, 15 new freshmen joined 
the team, which is a high number compared 
to previous years.

The women’s basketball team began with 
a preseason ranking of eighth, which Coach 
Thomas does not see his players settling for. 

“T think they have the potential to compete 
for a conference championship, and they know 
it. They’re not going to let their preseason 
ranking be the best ranking of their season,” 
said Thomas. 

The Blue Devils won their opening game of 
the season in a blowout against North Central 
University on Friday, Nov. 15. UW-Stout held 
the lead for the majority of the game, begin- 
ning when nine Blue Devil players scored in 
an 18-0 run. 

With 13 minutes left in the half, the Blue 
Devils led by two, which was recovered in an- 
other run this time 9-0 to give the Blue Devils 
an 11-point lead. When UW-Stout sensed the 
Rams edging in on their lead with a 3-pointer 
they gave another 18-0 run with nine players. 

Sami Schoeder, a senior from Durand, Wis., 
and Sara Bedford, a freshman from Chip- 
pewa Falls, Wis., led individual scorers with 
10 points each, followed by Kyleigh Hebert, a 
sophomore from Spender, Wis., who had nine 
points. Brea Boomer, a junior from Grand Por- 
tage, Minn, added seven. 


The rebound game was well controlled with 
the Blue Devils holding a 66-38 margin off the 
glass. The end of an amazing game left the 
Blue Devils feeling confident with a final score 
of 78-50. 

Following a solid win, the Blue Devils faced 
a new opponent on the court Saturday night. 
Due to a large point deficit early in the game, 
UW-Stout was unable to recover and fell to the 
Northwestern Eagles 79-60. 

Within the first four minutes, the Eagles held 
a 10-0 lead, raising the tally to 20-8 with less 
than eight minutes remaining in the first quar- 
ter. The Blue Devils regained their footing and 
racked up 17 points in the final seven minutes 
of the first half to pull to a 32-25 deficit at half- 
time. 

Buckets were made by Boomer and Folkers 
within the first few minutes of the third quar- 
ter along with a free throw by Hebert. Those 
quick points brought UW-Stout within two 
points of the Eagles at 32-30. 

However, following the halftime mark, 
Northwestern players tore up the court shoot- 
ing at a 55.6 percent rate for the rest of the 
game, resulting in a final score of 79-60. 

The Blue Devils will open their home sched- 
ule on Tuesday, Nov. 19 against Marian Uni- 
versity at 5 p.m.

On Monday, Nov. 4, Menomonie City 
Council announced plans for Evergreen 
Cemetery to add a pet cemetery in Meno- 
monie. 

Pat Thibado, member of the cemetery’s 
board of directors, said the pet cemetery 
would be located in an area that would not 
be used for human remains. 

The plan is to create a 40-by-40-yard pet 
cemetery and then sell 2-by-2-foot plots. 
Each plot would cost $150, including per- 
petual care. There will be a space for pet 
memorial walls in the cemetery as well. 

“The Evergreen Cemetery is part of our 
state’s history, and is a very beautiful and 
tranquil spot. It is an ideal location to walk, 
reflect and enjoy nature,” said owner of the 
cemetery plot, Leonard Ellison. 

The cemetery association is seeking 
$12,100 in funding from the city to help 
cover the costs of mowing the Evergreen 
Cemetery grounds. 

City council members finalized budget 
and cemetery plans on Nov. 18.

Earlier this month, University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout student Adam Dorn entered “Na- 
tional Geographic’s” annual photo contest, 
which gives winners a chance to be pub- 
lished in the magazine itself.

Virtual teacher wins 
very real award

Each semester, more students are participat- 
ing in online classes, so it’s a natural progres- 
sion that more teachers are educating solely 
through online technology. Susan Manning is 
one of those teachers. 

Manning teaches three graduate level 
classes for the University of Wisconsin—Stout: 
Games for Learning and Assessment, Instruc- 
tional Design for e-Learning and Instructional 
Strategies and Assessment— yet she has never 
stepped foot on the campus. Living in Illinois, 
she teaches strictly online and she recently 
won a national award, the Sloan Consortium’s 
Excellence in Online Teaching. She was hon- 
ored Nov. 21 at Sloan-C International Confer- 
ence on Online Learning in Florida. 

According to Sloan Consortium’s website, 
Sloan-C is “the leading professional online 
learning society devoted to advancing quality 
e-Education learning into the mainstream of 
education through its community. Sloan-C is 
dedicated to providing access to high qual- 


ity e-Education to individuals, institutions, 
professional societies and the corporate com- 
munity.” 

“This award is special to me because it was 
based on nomination from my colleagues and 
students,” said Manning. “It is also very hum- 
bling because I know there are many other 
great online instructors here at UW—Stout 
who are just as deserving.” 

With more than 20 years of designing 
workshops, seminar and courses, UW-Stout 
invited Manning to design and teach a course 
in 2007. 

“T have stayed with UW-Stout because of 
the excellent faculty support,” Manning said. 

Manning does not feel disconnected from 
students and faculty because she makes 
herself accessible through daily interactions 
with her classes, weekly communication with 
students and regular communication with 
colleagues. 

“T love to teach, and it was very clear to 
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me after the first year how much better UW-— 
Stout was at supporting its faculty so that 

I can really teach and not have to deal with 
administrative issues. It’s phenomenal,” said 
Manning. 

Manning sets up one of her courses as a 
game using Games for Learning and Assess- 
ment and uses scenarios to help her students 
learn. She has weekly video lesson intro- 
ductions and video chats with students by 
appointment. 

“Consider how many people now telecom- 
mute and work from home. Online course- 
work is not much different. I think both will 
continue to grow,” said Manning. 

UW-Stout has nearly tripled the number of 
courses offered online since 2008, with more 
than 700 courses for students- and teachers- 
either on or off campus. 


Proposed Veterans Center 
passes unanimously

The Stout Student Association recently 
passed a motion to unanimously approve a 
new Veterans Resource Center. The proposal 
is now in front of Chancellor Sorensen for 
final review. 

The logistics of the proposed center are still 
being sorted out, so the proposal is still in the 
early development stage of planning— mainly 
concerning the potential location. 

“There is no location yet,” said University 
of Wisconsin—Stout Military Education Ben- 
efits Coordinator John Bensend. “With Har- 
vey Hall being offline after this semester, it is 
going to be difficult to decide on a location in 
the development stage,” added Bensend. 

The proposed center has gained over- 


whelming support among students, faculty 
and staff whom are veterans. UW-Stout and 
University of Wisconsin—Parkside are the only 
other universities in the UW System that cur- 
rently don’t have a private space for service 
members and veterans. 

Once the Veterans Center gets final ap- 
proval, it will bring a host of services to 
veteran students. Benefits include activity 
planning, quiet space for studying and space 
for counselors to meet with veterans. 

The most important benefit that will be 
provided by the Veterans Center will be space.

This space will give veterans a place to con- 
nect with peers that have similar experiences 
and ages. 

“This makes it easier for students who are 
veterans to connect with students younger 
than they are,” said Bensend.

UW-Stout is committed to developing 
a flex certificate program in project man- 
agement, pending on market demand. The 
university is still deciding whether to make 
the certificate available on the undergraduate 
or post-graduate level. 

As of Dec. 2, without any targeted mar- 
keting, residents of 21 U.S. states and 75 
countries have checked out the UW Flexible 
Option website. The program has 228 ap- 
plicants so far. 

“In 20 years, I envision the UW System of 
higher education being the dominant leader 
around the world serving millions of students 
with tools we can’t yet imagine,” said UW 
Colleges and UW Extension Chancellor Ray 
Cross.

UW-Stout in 2015

New programs are coming to the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout. As many of you 
may know, UW-Stout already boasts ma- 
jors such as Manufacturing Engineering, 
Plastics Engineering, Computer Engineer- 
ing and a Master of Science in Manufactur- 
ing Engineering, but more will be added to 
the engineering majors’ roster in 2015. 

According to Richard Rothaupt, the as- 
sociate dean of the College of Science, 
Technology, Engineering and Mathematics, 
the new majors will be Mechanical Engi- 
neering, Electrical Engineering and Chemi- 
cal Engineering. 

These exciting additions will create some 


beneficial changes at UW-Stout. 

“The new degrees will require hiring ad- 
ditional faculty in engineering, chemistry, 
physics, math, general education and other 
areas. We project that, at maturity, these 
programs will bring an additional 600 stu- 
dents to UW-Stout, so new faculty and staff 
will be required across campus to teach 
and provide supportive activities,” said Ro- 
thaupt. 

Being a polytechnic university, UW—Stout 
relies heavily on a hands-on approach. This 
translates into large amounts of lab time for 
these new majors, so there will unfortunate- 
ly not be distance learning opportunities for 


these new majors. 

The demand for lab time is hardly a trial 
for the studying engineers because of the 
resources here on campus, outstanding labs 
and other workspaces. 

The new faculty and changes in curricu- 
lum will necessitate the use of more money. 

“There must be additional resources 
provided by the state to support these pro- 
grams,” said Rothaupt. 

This is not surprising, and luckily UW-— 
Stout has some time to work out all of the 
details since the majors will not be imple- 
mented until 2015.

Joanie Dulin, executive director of Main- 
street Menomonie, is sending out a call to 
arms to nearby artists. Painters are urged to 
take up their brushes and defend the beautiful 
streets of Menomonie. 

The plain gray electrical boxes, which are 
often decorated with nothing more than dete- 
riorating garage sale signs or miscellaneous 
graffiti, will no longer be a blight to the lively 
sidewalks of Menomonie. Instead, they will 
be as much of an attraction as the shops and 
historical sights in the downtown area.

Dunn County SnowPark 


Built and maintained by volunteers, the Dunn 
County SnowPark is the bee’s knees of Menomonie 
sledding hills. Located on the east side of the Dunn 
County Fairgrounds at 620 17th St., the SnowPark 
offers not only a righteous sledding hill, but a 
terrain park complete with rails and jumps for 
those extreme winter sports fans as well. 


Elmwood Park 


Located at 18th St. N and 4th Ave. NE, Elmwood 
Park provides a quaint downhill experience with 
mild terrain at one of the city’s most scenic parks. 


Drainage Ditch Run 


Onthenorth side of Lakeside Park at 724 Wolske 
Bay Rd., there lies a narrow yet exhilarating 
drainage ditch that is perfect for those thrill-seekers 
who prefer to sled on the edge. Just make sure that 
Lake Menomin is frozen before you start gliding 
across it, otherwise I would recommend wearing a 
bathing suit under your snow pants. 


If downhill snow sports aren’t your cup 
of hot cocoa, then why not grab a pair of 
snowshoes or cross country skies and admire 
the beauty of the Red Cedar State Trail, which 
is groomed specifically for these activities. 
Trail passes are required for $20 annualy or 
$4 per day; these can be purchased online at 
dnr.wi.gov 

Suggested entry point: There is a visitor 


center next to Riverside Park near the 
intersection of Hudson Rd. and County Rd. P; 
start here and you can snowshoe or ski for miles. 


Ice-skating 


The Dunn County Ice Arena, located at 620 
17th St. SE, is the perfect indoor ice rink for hitting 
the puck around, working on your triple axel or just 
a little casual skating. For open skating hours visit:

“We do provide outdoor skating rinks in 
several locations throughout the city at the Dunn 
County Rec Park,” added Menomonie Recreation 
Supervisor Julie Stratton. 

Outdoor rinks can be found at the Dunn County 
Rec Park, Oak Park Circle and the Wakanda 
School grounds. 


Behind the Dunn County SnowPark 


The Dunn County SnowPark has been a staple 
in the extreme winter sports community in the 
Menomonie, Wis. area since its debut in 2009. The 
park is run exclusively by a crew of volunteers, 
which consists ofa mix of University of Wisconsin— 
Stout students and high school students. 

“We have about seven of us on the board and 
a park crew of up to 10 during the season,” said 
SnowPark Founder and Board President Christian 
Peterson. 

“During the month of October, we usually 
start bringing features out, which are stored at 
my house... my wife loves that, let me tell you,” 
Peterson joked. “During the first few snowfalls, we 
start to set the park up and get a snow base—all 
hand-groomed.” 

But the SnowPark volunteers don’t just build 
jumps and install rails, they also raise funds 
through local businesses and grants throughout the 
fall season in order to provide the most righteous 
terrain park possible. 

“We operate on a very small budget and some 
items come out of our own pockets,’ added 
Peterson. “We know we need to keep the lights 
on, mow the lawn in the summer and maintain 
features, so those are the hard cost.” 

According to Peterson, snowboarders and 
skiiers can anticipate all of the features from last 
season’s park, which includes a variety of rails, 
boxes, jumps and even something called a “dance 
floor” 

“We will also have a couple of new features 
coming out this year,’ Peterson added. “We are 
building a ‘hotdog’ slider and a Y rail. There is a 
lot of love put into the hill. We like it to be nice, and 
we are proud of it.”

The University of Wisconsin—Stout men’s 
basketball team has quite a rivalry with Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin—Whitewater after the 
Warhawks beat the Blue Devils three times 
last year. Those losses pushed UW-Stout 
out of the NCAA finals tournament. The Blue 
Devils broke the streak and gained a victory 
with a convincing win over the Warhawks 74- 
69 Saturday, Dec. 7 in the Johnson Fieldhouse. 

The Blue Devils led by a few points for most 
of the game, but the Warhawks gave them a 
run for their money with a scoring run late in 
the fourth quarter. At the final buzzer, UW-— 
Stout fans rushed the court and surrounded 
the team to celebrate the much-anticipated win 
against the Warhawks. 

The Blue Devils (7-1, 2-0 WIAC) have had 
a great start to their season: this game marked 
their seventh win in a row. Some goals for 
their season include winning a WIAC cham- 
pionship and qualifying for the NCAA tour- 
nament. The team is definitely on track to ac- 
complish these goals. 

Head coach Eddie Andrist hopes this win 
will earn the Blue Devils some well deserved 
respect in the conference and will continue to 
move them up in the standings. 

“We won 20 games [last year], but [losing 
to UW-Whitewater] knocked us out of the 
tournament. So that’s why this is such a big 


win. We proved that we can finish against UW— 
Whitewater. You’ve got to be able to finish and 
survive to handle the adversity at the end, and 
that’s what these guys did,” Andrist said in an 
interview with the Eau Claire Leader-Telegram 
after the game. 

The Blue Devils were successful at making 
their free throws during the game, which was a 
big contribution to their win. The team is con- 
verting nearly 70 percent of their free throw 
attempts as opposed to sinking just 50-60 per- 
cent earlier in the season. 

“If you don’t make your free throws, you 
can’t win,” coach Andrist stated. 

Alex Oman, a senior from Lake Elmo, 
Minn., was the top scorer in the game with 
20 points. Jimmy Whitehead, a senior from 
Onalaska, Wis., had 19 points, four rebounds 
and led the Blue Devils with four assists. Se- 
nior guard Aaron Jenny from Spicer, Minn. 
and Josh Kosloske, a senior from Oakfield, 
Minn., each scored 12 points. 

UW-Stout will travel to the University of 
Wisconsin—River Falls on Wednesday, Dec. 11 
before traveling to Daytona Beach, Fla. to play 
in the Land of Magic Tournament. The Blue 
Devils will return home to host the University 
of Wisconsin—Eau Claire on Jan. 4.

the Blue\Devilszcareer points,leaderboard.

In this case, choose only your favorite foods to 
avoid extra calories and add in a few healthy 
ones, like vegetables and fruit, to help fill you 
up. You don’t have to try everything. In order 
to keep tabs on how much you're eating, use 
a plate for your food instead of grazing at the 
table. 

Be careful of certain calorie-rich add-ons 
like gravy, salad dressing, nuts and dessert 
toppings. Alcohol is high in calories as well, 
so drinking in moderation is a good idea. Also 
be wary of drinks like eggnog, which can be as 
rich as desserts. 


Keeping a regular eating schedule 


Another way to control your food intake is to 
not starve yourself the entire day before a holi- 
day feast. Not eating the whole day will just 
shrink your stomach, slow down your metabo- 


lism and confuse your body...all of which will 
cause you to be extremely tempted to overeat 
when you finally have food in front of you. 

Allowing yourself to get too hungry usually 
results in making poor choices about what you 
will eat. It’s much healthier and easier on your 
body if you eat small, healthy meals on a regu- 
lar schedule before a big holiday dinner and 
then eat a normal amount of food for the din- 
ner. Balance out healthy courses like soup and 
salad with the courses you just can’t skip like 
cheesy potatoes and apple pie. Again, modera- 
tion is key.

As winter sets in and the snow and ice be- 
come a regular part of the climate, it’s also im- 
portant to remember that exercising shouldn’t 
be neglected just because it’s getting colder 
out. Exercise is great for burning calories and 
keeping your metabolism going, and overall, 
keeping you stay fit. Another extremely ben- 
eficial part of exercising is the endorphins it re- 
leases in your body. Endorphins are chemicals 
that spike your body’s positive moods, which 
essentially makes you happier. 

Many people experience seasonal affective 
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disorder (SAD), which is a depressive state of 
mind that typically occurs in the winter when 
there is less sunlight and we are inside due to 
cold weather. Exercising regularly is one of the 
best ways to help prevent feeling down and de- 
pressed in the winter. Many studies show a link 
between exercising and lessening depression. 
The holiday season can be stressful and exer- 
cising can help manage the stress, which is why 
it is just as important to maintain mental health 
as well as physical health during the holidays. 

As you celebrate the holidays this year, re- 
member to keep your health in mind. Make 
good choices about what you eat, control your 
portion sizes and exercise consistently. A 
healthy lifestyle is one of the most beneficial 
and rewarding things you can do for yourself, 
and your body will thank you for it.

The University of Wisconsin—Superior Yel- 
low Jackets buzzed in to the Johnson Field- 
house on Thursday, Dec. 5, but were unable 
to sting the University of Wisconsin—Stout 
women’s basketball team, and took home a 
66-49 loss. 

The Yellow Jackets began the game with 
the lead, scoring six points before UW-Stout 
could get on the scoreboard. 

The Blue Devils recovered by scoring the 
next six points to tie up the score. A jump shot 
by junior Brea Boomer from Grand Portage, 
Minn. and a layup from sophomore Kyleigh 
Hebert from Spencer, Wis. gave UW-Stout 
their biggest lead of the first half 12-8. 

Both Hebert and Boomer shared team-high 
scoring honors for the game, chipping in 15 
points each. The entire first half was back and 
forth, but by the end, the Blue Devils were up 
34-33. 

Whatever strength the Yellow Jackets 
brought to the court during the first half must 
have transferred to the UW-Stout players for 
the second half. The Blue Devils were the cen- 
ter of attention for the rest of the game, netting 
continuous points. 

UW-Stout began the second half adding 
to their lead with a putback by Boomer and 
a jump shot by Shelby Sterba, a junior from 


Tony, Wis. Yellow Jacket Sally Linzmeir 
scored enough to get the team with the small- 
est gap they would have in the half at 41-38. 
This was as close as they would get, as the Blue 
Devils proceeded to go on a 25-11 run within 
the last 14 minutes, making a comeback out of 
reach for UW-Superior. 

Boomer scored 15 points, grabbed 12 re- 
bounds, and had two steals. Katelynne Folk- 
ers, a junior from Fall Creek, Wis., had four of 
UW-Stout’s impressive 12 steals, as the Blue 
Devils got the Yellow Jackets to commit 26 
turnovers. Folkers added six rebounds, two of 
which were offensive. Senior Sami Schoeder 
from Durand, Wis. with had three steals. 

Hebert’s 15 points were accompanied by 
three rebounds, three assists and two steals. 
Sterba had 14 points, five rebounds, two assists 
and two blocks. 

UW-Stout’s will host the University of Wis- 
consin—River Falls on Wednesday, Dec. 11. 
Games are, as always, free to students, and 
played in the Johnson Fieldhouse. Coming up 
after that UW-Stout will be travelling to Colo- 
rado Springs for the Colorado College tourna- 
ment on Dec. 31 and Jan. 1.

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UW-Stout victorious over previously 
undefeated No. 4 UW-Stevens Point

On Saturday, Dec. 7, the men’s hockey team 
travelled to the University of Wisconsin—Ste- 
vens Point, a team ranked No. 4 in the country 
in Division III. The Blue Devils were prepared 
to play their best against this strong opponent 
and were, of course, elated at their domination 
over UW-Stevens Point in a 3-2 win. 

UW-Stevens Point was the first to get on 
the scoreboard 6:30 in to the first period with a 
shot made by Nic D’Avollo. It took UW-Stout 
a little longer to get on the scoreboard. 

But once the Blue Devils scored their first 
goal, the next two followed shortly after. The 
second period was almost over when Kevin 
O’Donnell, a senior from Stoughton, Wis., tied 
up the score 1-1 heading into the first intermis- 
sion. 

The Blue Devils pulled ahead of UW-Ste- 
vens Point with a power play goal by Hunter 
Scott, a freshman from Eau Claire, Wis., giv- 
ing the Blue Devils the lead at 9:04 in the third 
period. Just minutes later, junior Zach Vier- 
ling from Coon Rapids, Minn. scored the third 
Blue Devil goal, giving UW-Stout a two-goal 
lead over UW-Stevens Point. 


It was clear the Pointers were determined to 
maintain their undefeated season, but the team 
was only able to score one additional goal be- 
fore the game came to an end. 

Freshman goalie Corey Koop from Squa- 
mish, British Columbia had a great game de- 
fending the net, making 59 saves, enabling 
UW-Stout to score and carry the victory title 
at the end of the game. 

The Saturday game against the Pointers 
was coach Terry Watkins’s 700th game coach- 
ing for the Blue Devils. He described the Blue 
Devils win over Stevens Point as “an early 
Christmas present.” 

We won’t be hearing from the men’s hockey 
team for a while as they are off until they travel 
to New York for the Oswego State tournament, 
which will be taking place Jan. 3 and Jan. 4.

Remembering 
Alexander Kirby

On Monday, January 13, University of 
Wisconsin—Stout suffered a great loss with 
the passing of Alexander “Alec” Kirby, an 
associate professor of the Social Science de- 
partment. Kirby, 51, was remembered as an 
exuberant teacher with a passion for Ameri- 
can history and politics. 

Kirby was personable, enthusiastic, and 
greatly touched many of his students and col- 
leagues, who are still coping with his loss. 

“Dr. Kirby had a passion for teaching and 
his love of history and admiration of his stu- 
dents was clear in every class he taught,” 
said Fitzie Heimdahl, a fifth year senior in 
the Applied Social Science program. “It was 
this passion that inspired me to become a 
history and political science major in the 
APSS program. Dr. Kirby truly left a legacy 
in this world as a professor, and he left a 
lasting impression on his students.” 

Kirby was a respected and published his- 
torian who earned his Ph.D. in American 
history from George Washington Univer- 


sity. He joined UW-Stout in 1991 and pub- 
lished his book “Harold E. Stassen: The Life 
and Perennial Candidacy of the Progressive 
Republican” last year. 

“Tm still struggling to come to grips 
with the fact that he is gone,” said Xanthi 
Gerasimo, a 2013 alumni of the APSS pro- 
gram. Kirby had an amazing ability to con- 
nect with students and to get them to con- 
nect with the material they were studying. 
He became my advisor and a mentor for an 
honors contract. Plus, I took several more 
of his classes. He always treated me as an 
equal. He taught me to question things, to 
look deeper and to always recognize others’ 
humanity. He was my professor, my advisor, 
my mentor and my friend.” 

Kirby is survived by his wife Mary EI- 
len; his mother and stepfather, Rebecca and 
Donald Chamberlain of Menomonie; his 
many colleagues; and students of UW-Stout 
who were touched by his presence.

College is expensive; nothing new 
there. University of Wisconsin—Stout 
costs nearly $9,000 a semester for tuition 
alone. But there is something even more 
expensive than staying in college: drop- 
ping out without a degree. Dropouts have 
the debt from college without the job se- 
curity that a degree offers. 

“Among Americans aged 25 to 34— the 
youngest group that would have complet- 
ed college under a traditional schedule— 
the unemployment rate for bachelor’s de- 
gree holders was 4.1 percent, versus 11 
percent for those with only a high school 
diploma and 9.8 percent for those who be- 
gan college but didn’t finish,” quotes the 
Wall Street Journal. 

It is also well known that degree-wielding 
employees earn more than their coworkers 
that only have a GED. They make quite a 
bit more too, according to The Wall Street 
Journal: 37 percent more. 

The government wants more people to 
graduate too. More graduates equal higher 
income. Higher income leads to more taxes. 
According to American Institute for Re- 
search, dropouts in 2008 constituted “$3.8 
billion in lost income, $566 million in lost 
federal income taxes and $164 million in 
lost state income taxes.” Getting to pay 
higher taxes may not promote anyone to fin- 
ish college, but earning money and staying 
out of debt might! 


money’s sake 


“Students who drop out of college are four 
times as likely to default on their federal stu- 
dent loans than students who earn degrees,” 
said The Chronicle of Higher Education. 

The idea of a “full time student” doesn’t 
work as well as it used to. Most have part- 
time or full-time jobs as well as schoolwork 
to handle. Some universities are stepping up 
to make it easier for the part time working 
student to earn their degree. 

University of New York uses block sched- 
uling along with other strategies to help 
out their student body. Robert Mendenhall, 
president of Western Governors University, 
uses a “competency-based” approach, in 
which students may test out of some class- 
es and still use them to earn credit towards 
their degree. 

Our own UW-Stout offers distance edu- 
cation opportunities as well as a myriad of 
online courses to assist students with busy 
schedules. These kinds of changes at col- 
leges and universities are allowing more and 
more people to return to college and finish 
degrees they have started. 

The advantages of completing a degree 
are known, but sometimes it simply isn’t 
feasible. Colleges are trying to help students 
out by tweaking scheduling policies and of- 
fering off-campus solutions. With 37 per- 
cent higher income among college graduates 
compared to people without a degree, stay- 
ing in school is worth it.

Writing Center moving to Robert S. Swanson 
Learning Center

Among the many changes taking place 
due to the Harvey Hall renovation, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout’s Writing Center 
will be moving from the fourth floor of 
Harvey to the second floor of the library, or 
Robert S. Swanson Learning Center. 

The Writing Center is scheduled to re- 
open on Monday, Feb. 10. Over Winterm, 
the library’s former reading lounge was 
remodeled into a closed space that will be 
used as the new designated area for writing 
tutorials. As before, it will be open during 
the week for regular business hours, and 
have satellite tutoring in the residence halls, 
Memorial Student Center and library dur- 
ing the evenings and weekends. 

This will be the Writing Center’s first 
move since 2005 when the current directors 
Andrea Deacon and Kristin Risley imple- 
mented this service at the university. 

“We’re really happy to be moving to the 
library to continue our existing services,” 
said Deacon. “We’re excited that it’s such a 


natural fit. This will be its home for the next 
two years.” 

Since the Writing Center first opened 
nine years ago, business has more than dou- 
bled and expanded with satellite, online and 
walk-in options to better serve UW-Stout’s 
diverse student population. 

“We want to promote the idea that writ- 
ing is a social activity and that people don’t 
need to struggle by themselves,” said Risley. 
“Even the best writers often turn to their 
peers for another set of eyes.” 

The Writing Center offers trained peer 
consultants for people of all writing abilities 
and majors across campus during any stage 
in the writing process: brainstorming, struc- 
ture, organization and citations. The Writ- 
ing Center also offers help with professional 
writing such as resumes, cover letters and 
applications. However, the Writing Center 
should be used for consultation rather than 
for simple editing and proofreading. 

“We work to collaborate,” said Deacon. 


“We’re a learning center aimed to help cli- 
ents leave more confident and skilled.” 

“We’re not a fix-it-shop,” added Risley. 

On any given day, the Writing Center’s 
clients can range from new freshmen to 
graduate students and international scholars 
to distance learners. 

Along with having a diverse popu- 
lation of clients, the peer tutors at the 
Writing Center come from various dis- 
ciplines and backgrounds. 

“T enjoy working at the center because 
it’s not just sitting down with a paper and 
correcting it,” said Barb Young, a sopho- 
more who has been a tutor at the Writing 
Center since fall 2013. “It’s talking and 
interacting and helping people with prob- 
lems that I either know or can find a solu- 
tion to. It’s not just a one-sided conver- 
sation; you’re able to discuss the writer’s 
style and ideas with them.” 

“T think that the Writing Center is a fan- 
tastic resource that benefits both the stu- 


dents and the tutors,” said Renee Brown, a 
junior who has been with the Writing Center 
since spring 2013. “The move to the library 
will be a great way to expand our resources 
to more students due to its convenient lo- 
cation by the bus stop and the MSC, and I 
know that the other tutors and I are excited 
to get in there and start this year off on a 
positive note!” 

“The one thing we hope transfers dur- 
ing the move is the friendly atmosphere,” 
said Risley. “There might be new walls 
and carpet, but we still offer the same wel- 
coming service.” 

Students interested in working as a tutor 
must have completed first-year composition 
classes (English 101 and 102 or the equiva- 
lent) with a B or higher. Contact directors 
Deacon and Risley at wcdirectors@uwstout.

Firefighting jacket 
places third in 
international 
design contest

University of Wisconsin—Stout stu- 
dents Alysia Fehrman, Jennifer Huynh, 
Phoua Vang, Zoe Long and Paige Murray 
recently designed and constructed an 
innovative firefighting turnout jacket 
for the Safety and Technical Products 
Student Design Challenge. 

The contest drew in entries from 15 
teams around the globe. The firefighting 
turnout jacket tied for third place with 
another UW-Stout team’s design. 

“This is the type of jacket that fire- 
men wear into the heat of the fire and in 
many other hazardous situations involv- 
ing dangerous elements and chemicals,” 
said Fehrman. “It is innovative because we 
researched and utilized a combination of 
woven and knit fabrics that are protective 
against the impact of chemicals and ele- 
ments but more lightweight.” 

Currently, firefighters face challenges 
with the jackets they are wearing. An oxy- 
gen pack adds 50 to 70 pounds in addition 
to their usual jacket, leading to physical and 
mental exhaustion and hindered mobility. 

The team had to do extensive research to 
come up with the design. 


“We researched problems in current high

visibility garments in various careers,” said 
Fehrman. “We found that the firefighting 
jacket had major problems that we wanted 
to redesign. Our design could possibly save 
money in that particular industry as well as 
help save lives.” 

In the process of designing, the team 
created four prototypes before they were 
finished with the final garment. Along the 
way, they faced many challenges. 

“The biggest challenge while designing the 
product was researching. There were many 
regulations, including the ergonomics of 
firefighters, their workplace and what their 
jobs are like on a daily basis. We wanted to 
ensure that we designed the best possible 
garment that would better their jobs while 
still being innovative and saving money,” 
said Fehrman. “The process of design also 
involved a lot of team work to meet the 
requirements, complete the garment and do 
proper research along the way. “ 

The garment allows for the wearer to 
cut off time while preparing to respond 
to an emergency; in fire and rescue, ev- 
ery second counts.

premieres to a sold out crowd

On Wednesday, Jan. 29, the Mabel Tainter 
Center for the Arts hosted a screening of 
“North Passage” for a sold-out crowd. The 
film is a locally produced psychological 
thriller directed by University of Wisconsin— 
Stout faculty member Kevin Pontuti. 
Besides a few small test screenings, this is 
the first time the film has been seen by a 
large audience. 

Production for “North Passage” began 
nearly three years ago when Pontuti, 
screenwriter Charis Collins and Pontuti’s 
wife and producer Mimi French started 
kicking around ideas for a movie. By the fall 
of 2011, the trio had created a pitch trailer 
and launched an Indiegogo campaign from 
which they raised about $5,000. 

Pontuti is the program director for 
Entertainment Design at the School of Art 
and Design at UW-Stout. His expertise 
ranges from photography to CGI, but this is 
the first time he has directed a film. 

“Tt’s been a challenge,” Pontuti explained 
in regards to the production process. “I’ve 
worked on some big projects before and I 
ran a production studio in L.A. where we 
had done videos, but nothing like an hour- 
long film.” 

“There were a lot of very new things about 
it for me, which is a lot of the fun figuring 
those things out,” he added. 

The film is a 62-minute post-apocalyptic 


psychological thriller set in the North Woods 
starring Pontuti’s daughter Talula as Frea. 
On his website, Pontuti describes Frea as “a 
teenaged girl struggling to come to terms 
with life after civilization.” 

In the film, Frea and her father escape the 
big city after a cultural meltdown and take 
shelter at Frea’s grandfather’s encampment. 
‘North Passage’ examines “themes of loss 
and redemption within the psyche of Frea.” 

Though the film itself is set in an 
unspecified North Woods area, most of the 
filming took place close to Menomonie. 

“All of it was filmed either in Dunn County 
or Eau Claire, Wis.” Pontuti said. 

But the scenery isn’t the only local aspect 
of “North Passage.” Both the cast and crew 
are comprised entirely of local volunteers. 

“There were a lot of UW-Stout-associated 
people involved. I could give you a long list,” 
Pontuti said. “We had UW-Stout faculty that 
were actors and UW-Stout students that both 
acted and worked as part of the crew. There’s 
quite a bit of Stout in the film.” 

The production involved not just the 
campus community but the Menomonie 
community as well. After their Indiegogo 
campaign ended, the filmmakers held a 
casting call at The Raw Deal to assemble 
the rest of the cast. The crew also received 
help from local organizations, such as the 
Menomonie Theater Guild. 

“The theater guild was really helpful,” 
Pontuti said. “They helped us quite a bit with 
wardrobe and props.” 


“It was really a nice mix of getting all 
of those people together,’ he added about 
community involvement in general. 

Many of the folks involved attended the 
screening at the Mabel Tainter, which not 
only presented the film but also a behind 
the scenes documentary and a live reading 
of the Brothers Grimm tale “The Wolf and 
the Seven Young Kids” from professional 
storyteller Tracy Chipman. 

However, the screening was not an official 
premier of “North Passage.” The filmmakers 
are waiting to hear back from various film 
festivals before deciding how and when the 
film will be released. 

“We're sort of on edge,” Pontuti said. 
“But it’s important that we are applying to 
some large festivals and also some regional 
festivals that we think would be good fits for 
the film.” 

“T’m thinking that we’ll probably end 
up doing some sort of an online video-on- 
demand type delivery,” Pontuti added about 
the eventual release. “I think that there are 
so many opportunities with self-distribution 
or hybrid distribution that I think that’s 
probably one of the things that we’re going 
to be doing, and I really like that idea.” 

But despite the stress of the production 
process and the anxiety of waiting to hear 
back from festivals, Pontuti is certain 
that “North Passage” will not be his only 
directorial venture. 

“T definitely have some ideas already, and I 
do plan on doing this again,” he said.

The Hand Drumming Club: 
Follow The Sound Of The Drum

I sauntered into Price Commons Tuesday 
night and heard an uncharacteristically loud 
rhythm. It’s a low, rhythmic thumping as if 
a pack of wild animals were running about. 
As I neared the Glass Lounge, I saw not 
a stampede of animals but a synchronized 
motion of arms, slapping against finely- 
crafted African drums. 

What was an intense encounter for 
me is just another day in the life of the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout’s Hand 
Drumming Club. 

The club was founded in 2000 by Nels 
Linde, a ceramic artist and drum builder 
of 25 years, with the help of his friend and 
seasoned hand drummer Kathy Colvin. 


“Before we started the club 15 years 
ago, we were taking part in the African 
music group in Eau Claire, Wis.” Colvin 
said. “Eventually we decided to share 
this unique music with UW-Stout, so we 
started our own club.” 

The club soon became an official student 
organization under the advisement of 
Professor Margaret Nelson, and has been 
growing ever since. According to President 
Charles Billman, the club’s e-mail list 
consists of more than 150 members. 

Billman manages the club by organizing 
events and teaching members how to play 
the intriguing instrument. 

“The goal of each meeting is to 
learn how to play as one,” Billman 
said. “Coordinating as an ensemble is 
important, and we have to be patient with 


each other as we learn.” 

I was able to witness this incredible co- 
ordination during Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing as Billman and Colvin began playing 
basic polyrhythmic patterns. The other 
members, seated in a circle with their rope- 
tuned West African hand drums called 
djembes quickly followed suit, producing a 
perfectly synchronized sound. 

“Tf you have a heart beat, you can play 
the hand drums,” Billman claimed confi- 
dently. “With that in mind, we try to main- 
tain a casual atmosphere to make people 
feel welcome.” 

So welcome, in fact, that they invited me 
to join their practice session. Billman gave 
me a djembe and seated me next to Vice 
President Cecil Dehart, who taught me how 
to produce slap and bass tones. 

“Strike the center of the drum with your 
whole hand, then let it rebound,” Dehart 
said as he played along with the music. 

Despite my lack of percussion experi- 
ence, I was able to pick up the techniques 
rather quickly. As the tempo sped up and 
more performers joined in, everything 
clicked, and my muscle memory took over. 

While the performance became more in- 
tuitive, the music still felt very foreign. 

“The most enjoyable part of playing hand 
drums, as a musician, is that it makes you 
think outside the box,” Dehart said. 

Many other club members echoed this 
sentiment. A hip-hop artist in his spare 
time, Andrew Heldstab joined the club in 
search of new musical influences. 

“T’ve been able to carry the rhythm of 
hip-hop into my hand drum playing, and 
vice versa,” Heldstab said. 

The Hand Drumming Club does much 
more than just practice on a weekly ba- 
sis. They also host drumming and dancing 
workshops with professionals from around 
the world, as well as live performances 
throughout the Menomonie area.

The club is set to perform at River 
Heights Elementary School for the Interna- 
tional Fair on Feb. 25. 

“Students in the club can gain greater 
cultural awareness and build connec- 
tions with people from other parts of 
the world,” Billman said. “Much of our 
meetings involve nonverbal communi- 
cation because the music we play is our 
universal language.”

On Wednesday Jan. 29, the University of 
Wisconsin—Stout women’s basketball team 
travelled to University of Wisconsin—River 
Falls, returning with a 66-57 victory. The Blue 
Devil women led nearly the entire game, be- 
hind only seconds in the first half and less than 
two minutes in the second half. 

With three minutes left in the first half, 
UW-Stout led River Falls 26-19, thanks to 10 
points contributed by senior Sami Schoeder 
from Durand, and junior Brea Boomer from 
Grand Portage, Minn. The Blue Devils were 
given arun for their money when the Falcons 
performed a 10-0 run giving them a one point 
lead with 23 seconds left before halftime. In 
those 23 seconds UW-Stout’s freshman Becca 
Smith from Victoria, Minn. scored two free 
throws, ending the first half 28-27. 

Third quarter began with heated compe- 
tition and strong plays from both teams. At 
16:15 in the second half, the Falcons held a 
three-point lead at 35-32 but the score was 
shortly tied due to Schoeder’s free throw and a 
shot made by sophomore Kyleigh Hebert from 
Spencer, Iowa ending the third quarter at 35-35. 

It was a battle of free throws for the first 
few minutes of the fourth quarter. Hebert re- 
gained the lead with a free throw, but within 
seconds, Falcons player Siegle returned the 
favor. Junior Caitlin Combs from Alma, Wis. 
followed up with another free throw, but once 
again, Falcon players responded with a free 
throw within moments. Schoeder broke the 
free throw battle making a lay-up, resulting in 
39-38 UW-Stout lead. 

Following Schoeder’s lay-up, UW-Stout 
shot eight consecutive free throws, widening 
the lead to 47-40. The Blue Devils held off the 
Falcons who at the least gap trailed five points. 

Throughout the game, both teams obtained 
a fair amount of their points at the free throw 
line.

It was a hot game for Schoeder, who led the 
way scoring 20 points, an even 10 in each half. 
She dropped in three 3-point shots the only 
3-pointers made by UW-Stout throughout the 
game. Boomer contributed with 16 points, and 
the Blue Devils resulted in a 38.3 percent suc- 
cess rate shooting from the floor. 

The Blue Devils win evened the series between 
the schools as UW-River Falls had won in a De- 
cember game hosted in the Johnson Fieldhouse.

The third 
period power play goal was the first goal Hol- 
lander had given up all year. 

On Saturday, the two teams returned to the 
Dunn County Ice Center with the Blue Devil’s 
hungry for victory. They were able to prevent a 
shutout, but they still fell to the Blugolds, 3-1. 

Blugold David Donnellan scored a power 
play late in the first period and another power 
play was successfully completed as the second 
period began, giving the Blugolds a 2-0 lead. 
UW-Stout was whistled for a penalty, and 
BluGold Niko Kapetanovic scored again. 

The Eau Claire Blugolds, ranked seventh led 
3-0 in the second period. With 13:27 left in the 
period, the Blue Devils made it on the score- 
board with a power play goal shot by Jordan 
Tedinnick a junior from Onalaska and assisted 
by senior Kevin O’Donnell from Stoughton, 
Wis. and junior Matt Millis from Black River 
Falls, Wis.

In honor of Washington’s birthday on Feb. 22, it is tradition to serve 
something with cherries. As the legend goes, a young Washington re- 
ceived a hatchet for his sixth birthday; he was very fond of this new 
“toy” and proceeded to whack at everything that came his way. In his 
excitement, he accidentally chopped down his family’s cherished cherry 
tree for kindling. When questioned by his furious father, the future presi- 
dent could not tell a lie and woefully admitted his mistake. 


The good news is that cherries can be found year round: fresh in the sum- 
mer, frozen in the winter and canned for all the simple times in between. 
This cherry torte comes together quickly with the ease of canned fruit 
and is finished with a crumbly topping of crisp oats, toasted coconut and 
sweet brown sugar. 

Moral of the story: honesty is the best policy, and this cherry torte is 
honestly delicious. 


Ingredients 
: 1/2 cup butter (plus extra for buttering pan) 
1/2 cup flour 
3/4 cup brown sugar 
1 cup old fashioned rolled oatmeal 
1 (21 ounce) can cherry pie filling 
1/2 cup chopped pecans 
1/2 cup coconut 


Instructions 

Preheat oven to 350°F. 

Butter an 8-by-8 pan. 

Mix butter, flour, brown sugar and oatmeal in a small bowl. 

Put half of oatmeal mixture into bottom of buttered pan. 

Pat oatmeal mixture with hands to reach the sides of the pan. 

Pour cherry pie filling into pan over oatmeal mixture. 

Mix pecans and coconut into the reserved oatmeal mixture in bowl. 
Sprinkle oatmeal mixture over cherries. 

Bake for 30 to 40 minutes, until bubbly.

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UW-Stout holds its first 
spring Career Conference

After 35 years of annual fall career conferences, the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout will be holding its first 
spring conference on Feb. 25 and 26 from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. Due to its size, this conference will include the first 
floor of Jarvis Hall as well as its main location in the 
Memorial Student Center. 

With approximately 95 employers scheduled to um, K 89 
arrive on day one and about 120 for day two, the 
turnout has been larger than anticipated. 

“We’ve never done a spring career conference 
before, so we just really didn’t know what to expect,” 
said Career Services Counselor Raymond Rivera. “We’re 
always trying to make room for more companies!” 

According to Rivera, the goal is to have more than 2500 students 
attend the career conference this spring.

Students will be able to view the names 
of companies attending, a map, schedule and announcements about the 
career conference. On Feb. 11, UW-—Stout held a Career Conference 
Bootcamp for the first time where students could get advice from 
employers about resumes, interviews and professional attire.

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UW-Stout ranked no. 2 in alcohol arrests

We love being nationally renown 
here at University of Wisconsin— 
Stout, and now we get to add a new 
title to our already scrolling list. 
Drumroll please... UW-Stout has 
the second highest alcohol-related 
arrests in the nation! 

Not exactly the moral booster 
you were hoping for, right? And 
to make matters worse, when a 
student gets caught, they not only 
get an underage drinking ticket 
(if applicable), but they have to go 
through the housing conduct sys- 
tem as well. When the offense is 
more serious, that lucky person 
gets to visit the Dean of Students 
office. When I said ‘luck,’ I defi- 
nitely meant the bad kind. That lit- 
tle vacation would be no fun at all. 


If there are other poor behaviors 
(see the Smooth Criminal section 
of the paper for examples) cou- 
pled with being tipsy, the ticket 
can be worse. 

Our bad rank is not because we 
have a ‘bad’ school. It’s quite the 
opposite in a way. 

Dean of Students Joan Thom- 
as reminds us that “On March 
30, 2010, UW-Stout Chancel- 
lor Charles W. Sorensen issued a 
challenge to students, faculty and 
staff to step up the campus’ ef- 
forts to address high-risk alcohol 
use in the wake of six alcohol-re- 
lated students deaths in the pre- 
ceding two years.” 

They cracked down pretty hard. 
In 2011 and 2012 the number of stu- 


dents placed on probation for alco- 
hol-related offenses peaked at 140. 

Once people got the idea into 
their heads that the illegal use of 
alcohol was unacceptable and ex- 
tremely costly, offenses declined. 
According to the Dean of Stu- 
dents, the number of our class- 
mates on probation is currently 
down to 31 for 2013-14. 

The Dean of Students also re- 
minds us that the average num- 
ber of weekly alcohol beverages 
reported by drinkers decreased 
from a high of 10.7 in 2007 to 
8.9 in 2013. The percentage of 
students who said they abstained 
from alcohol use during the pre- 
vious 30 days increased from 17 
percent in 2005 to 29.1 percent in 


2013. The percentage of students 
who said they were aware of drug 
and alcohol regulations increased 
from 59 percent in 2007 to nearly 
79 percent in 2013. 

It seems that the majority of 
reasons UW-Stout’s arrest rates 
are higher than most schools is 
because our school doesn’t tol- 
erate it. UW-Stout doesn’t care 
what your reason is for breaking 
the law. 

We are officially the college 
with the second highest rate of 
drunken arrests. Fortunately, we 
can use this to continue making 
our students aware of the severity 
of alcohol and take better steps to 
correct this issue.

Greening up North Campus

While University of Wisconsin—Stout is 
currently covered in snow, campus manage- 
ment is thinking ahead to warm days in which 
students, specifically those living on North 
Campus, can enjoy pleasant weather with the 
planning of a new green space. 

When the university obtained the land cur- 
rently occupied by the old Ministry building 
at 108 3rd Ave. W., plans began to create an 
outdoor space. 

“The need for that green space has been 
there for some time,” said Gary Gust, archi- 
tect and engineering manager at UW-Stout. 
“Tt became apparent years ago.” 

The entire lot from Fleming-Hovlid to the 
Chinese restaurant, Fortune Cookie, will be 
razed to create the green space. 

The space is still in concept, but current 
construction plans include a plaza for student 
grilling, a sandlot with volleyball courts, tem- 
porary parking and foliage to try and block 
the street from view and reduce noise. 

“Part of the college experience is develop- 
ing those relationships that will continue for 
life,’ Gust said. “Having an environment that 
enhances the ability to develop those relation- 
ships is important.” 

While South Campus has had space for stu- 
dents to enjoy themselves outdoors for some 
time, this space will be the first of its kind on 
North Campus. 


The idea for outdoor space on North Cam- 
pus has been on management’s minds for 
years, but actual planning began last Febru- 
ary. Because of the road separating the cur- 
rent dorm land and the newly purchased land, 
it was necessary to gain city council approval. 
The process took three months, but approval 
was received at the council meeting on Jan. 31. 

“Now we need approval from the UW sys- 
tem and Division of Facilities Development 
to be able to finish the design of the facil- 
ity to prepare the construction documents,” 
Gust said. 

The development team hopes to have every- 
thing ready for construction by summer 2015 
and the project completed by fall 2015. 

The campus has been undergoing many 
renovations as of late, but in comparison to the 
Harvey renovation and the dorm renovations, 
Gust said the new space would be a substan- 
tially smaller project. 

“This project is probably in the 1 to 2 mil- 
lion dollar range compared to McCalmont, 
which is an 8 million dollar renovation,” 
Gust said. 

The space will accommodate North Cam- 
pus’ need for an outdoor space similar to that 
of South Campus. “We’re accommodating 
things many of the college students are look- 
ing for,’ Gust said. “I think it’s a win-win situ- 
ation for the city, university and students.”

On Jan. 22, the University of Wisconsin—Stout lost a beloved 
student, friend, sister and daughter. Jesse Jensen, 23, passed 
away unexpectedly in her Menomonie home just before classes 
resumed for the spring semester. 

Jensen was a Sth year senior in the Industrial Design pro- 
gram. She is remembered as being artistic, brilliant and loved 
by many across the campus. Instructors in the Art Depart- 
ment on campus acknowledged many of her designs. Jensen 
was described as being unfalteringly passionate about her 
education. Originally from Owen, Wis., Jensen loved soft- 
ball and was a talented and passionate player. She is survived 
by her parents Steve Jensen and Julie Slobodnik, stepfather 
Steve Christopherson and her brother Jared Jensen. 

With many questions still unanswered about Jesse’s pass- 
ing, news reports have been printed in publications across 
central and western Wisconsin and Minnesota including 
Green Bay, Milwaukee, Madison and Minneapolis. However, 
with no toxicology reports released or a statement from lead 
investigators, the actual cause of her death has not been of- 
ficially declared. Therefore, no statement on her death will 
be made in this story.

to remember Jensen for what she was in her life: a vivacious 
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young woman who could make friends with 
even the most unforeseen person. 

“The first thing most people noticed about 
Jesse was her smile,” said Holl. “It shined 
so bright it warmed the soul. With that big, 
goofy grin Jesse was able to easily befriend 
anyone, creating a large eclectic network 
of friends spanning the entirety of Meno- 
monie, and hitting every single small town 
back to Owen.” 

Once the campus announced her pass- 
ing, many flooded to social media platforms 
such as Facebook to express their condo- 
lences and utmost sympathy. Many of the 
comments touched on Jensen’s beauty and 
smile. They also stated how distressed they 
were because she was taken too soon and 
that she would not be forgotten. 

Holl continued to express personal stories 
about her roommate who enjoyed making 
her laugh. It soon became apparent that a 
character such as Jensen would live forever 
through hilarious and touching memories. 

“Jesse’s zest for life was contagious and her 
sense of humor constantly kept those around 
her on their toes. Any random night could 
turn into an adventure, running from place 
to place like children in a schoolyard,” said 
Holl. “I will miss the roommate who sent me 
Snapchats of my cat when I was stuck at work 
all day, didn’t keep food in the fridge, never 
noticed we had a toaster and accurately fore- 
told she would never clean the bathroom as 
long as she lived here. I’1I miss the friend who 
set her alarm for when I needed to be woken 
up. I will also miss her big goofy smile always 
brightening my day, the non-judgmental lis- 
tening ear and easy-going personality. Memo- 
ries J hold dear are filling our dining room up 
with popcorn and holding wrestling matches, 
visiting every park in a 10-mile radius and all 
the random talks that made me forget time ex- 
isted. She was the first person I would go to 
for car advice and the last friend I talked to 
every day.” 

Jensen’s death has certainly been dev- 
astating for those she had touched, but for 
those who didn’t personally know her, a les-

son in empathy can resonate with them. Stu- 
dents who are close with their roommates 
and friends need to remember how every 
little thing in their daily lives can change in 
an instant and to treasure the time they share 
at this college together. 

Jensen’s best friend, Johnna Graycarek, 
also says she’ll never forget Jensen’s lively 
personality and the times they shared work- 
ing together at Lakeside Lounge in town. 
They also shared many other moments in- 
cluding ice fishing and participating in Hal- 
loween dress up parties at their workplace. 

“I loved her bubbly personality and will- 
ingness to lend a helping hand. It didn’t 
matter what we were doing, we were always 
laughing and having fun even if we were 
working on homework,” says Graycarek, a 
UW-Stout student in Business Administra- 
tion. “Words cannot describe how grateful I 
am for the endless funny and crazy memo- 
ries we made. I will forever cherish them.” 

Young people often forget the reality of 
mortality, but the loss of Jesse Jensen puts 
into perspective how fragile life truly is and 
how students need to appreciate their friend- 
ships every day. 

“If I could thank her for just one thing, 
it would be for believing in me. She always 
believed I was going to do great things, and 
I will miss her unwavering confidence and 
loyalty,” said Holl. 

Funeral services for Jensen were held on 
Jan. 25, 2014, in her hometown of Owen at 
Maurina Schilling Funeral Home. Chancel- 
lor Sorensen released the following state- 
ment to the campus: 

“Our hearts and prayers go out to Jesse’s 
family and friends, and we offer our condo- 
lences to them on the loss of this very prom- 
ising young woman. We will do everything 
possible to help them find comfort during 
this time of great sorrow.”

Norske Kitchen and Kro: The new home of regional comfort food

Norske may literally translate to Norwegian, 
but to owner Stephen Weber of the new Meno- 
monie restaurant Norske Kitchen and Kro, it 
bears an entirely different meaning. 

“T think ‘norske’ in this part of the world re- 
ally doesn’t just mean ‘Norwegian;’ I think it 
means ‘that’s who we are.’ We're all kind of a 
bunch of ‘norskes’ that live up here who put up 
with this cold weather and all this nonsense. 
It’s a real community. It’s wonderful for me to 
be back and see how people help each other,” 
said Weber. 

After lucrative jobs within the restaurant 
industry in large metropolitan areas, Weber 
decided to move back home to the quiet Mid- 
west. Though he quickly realized he could not 
find restaurants in the area that were featuring 
scratch cooking. 

“T started thinking about if I were to do a 
restaurant in this location, what would work? 
What do people in this area want?” Weber said. 

Weber describes Norske Kitchen and Kro as 
“regional comfort food” but does not take full 
credit for developing the menu. 

“T really didn’t come up with the menu; I 
think the location came up with the menu,” 
Weber said. 

After developing recipes in his home kitch- 
en last summer, Weber said the finished menu 
came after 15 revisions. However, Weber and 
his chefs talk every day about consistently 
making food taste great. The recipes continu- 
ally need to be adjusted since Norske Kitchen 
and Kro is using fresh ingredients that can 
vary in taste on a daily basis. 

Every single item on the menu is made 
from scratch and many recipes are named af- 
ter relatives and friends who influenced We- 
ber throughout his life. Aunt Marge’s Deviled 
Eggs are named after his aunt who was “the 
best cook in the family.” Judy’s Potato Salad, 
a famous dish from his mom, and Ethel’s Point 
Comfort Manhattan, his grandmother’s legend- 
ary cocktail, are just a sampling of items that 
showcase how Weber learned to cook growing 
up in Menomonie and Eau Claire, Wis. 

Noting that he doesn’t play favorites, Weber 


said, “I don’t put stuff on the menu that I don’t 
really love.” 

He wanted to create a menu of things he 
wanted to eat but had trouble finding in this 
area. While the menu is not a conventional 
Norwegian or Scandinavian collection, there 
are items associated with the heritage. Cus- 
tomers can find traditional potato lefse, kiel- 
basa and Bavarian sauerkraut plates alongside 
modern items such as Brat Stickers, a regional 
twist on pot stickers; Juicy Lucy’s, a black an- 
gus burger stuffed with cheese; and Johnny’s 
Pan Fried Chicken Chops with Creamy Wis- 
consin Gravy. 

Weber is enjoying watching how many 
people are already coming back daily. He likes 
to interact with his customers so he can hear 
people talk about the food. 

What are most customers talking about? 
Well, the fresh popovers and cream puffs, 
of course. 

The fresh popovers have no schedule. They 
come to the table when they are done baking. 
Served in the trays straight from the oven, the 
eggy and puffy popovers are suggested to eat 
with butter and jelly, but can stand up to their 
reputation when simply eaten on their own. 

However, the sweet cream puffs come with 
a variety of fillings made by local baker Deb, 
“The Cream Puff Queen.” Each day, about 
eight to 12 varieties are brought into the kitch- 
en, so there is no guarantee one flavor will still 
be available by the end of the night. 

Norske Kitchen and Kro opens daily at 7 
a.m. for breakfast and is ready to serve lunch 
by 11 a.m. Happy Hour is from 4 to 6 p.m. and 
features $1.99 Brandy Old Fashioned Sweets. 

“T’m baffled by people who go out to restau- 
rants and pay really good money for really me- 
diocre food, and they do it over and over again. 
Our goal is to be the absolute antithesis of 
that. We want our food to taste good and fresh 
every day. From the reaction we have had so 
far, I think we’re accomplishing that,” Weber 
proudly said.

Harvey Hall renovations were finalized 
for the historic academic building on Oct. 
11. However, there have been noticeable 
issues with the renovation process. Where 
are the cranes?

one answer: renovation has been delayed an 
entire semester. 

“We’re very disappointed,” said Dean 
Maria Alm, of the College of Arts, Hu- 
manities and Social Sciences.

Although Harvey rests unoccupied by 
construction gear and workers, it’s not pos- 
sible to resume classes in the hall because 
the majority of the academic equipment and 
seating has been removed or transferred to 
JTC. So the hall quietly lies hollow without 
a trace of human presence, not even foot- 
steps in the snowy entrances.

Fastoff. “Your characters can become 
models for how people live their lives.”

The worn out welcome mat that 
was the abandoned old Leevers market- 
place is currently under demolition with 
new plans for Menomonie’s doorstep. 

No Mercy Excavating began the 

destruction of the site by pulling out 
recyclable materials from the interior this 
past December, but true demolition began 
on Feb.10. 
“We anticipate it will take approximately 
six weeks to remove the building,” said 
Randy Eide, Menomonie’s director of 
Public Works. 

What will fill the empty lot at the end 
of demolition has been debated among 
University of Wisconsin—Stout and 
Menomonie residents. Several ideas have 


been discussed, but Eide says, “we antici- 
pate a multi-use facility to be built on the 
site where the existing building sits.” 

The new building will be a mix of 
residential space and commercial space; 
the bottom floor will be for shopping/ 
eating while the 2nd and 3rd floors will 
have town homes and one or two room 
apartments. There are hopes that those 
working and attending school at UW- 
Stout will use these living spaces. 

“The City Council has approved the 
general plan,” said Eide. The agreement 
proposed by Broad Street Menomonie has 
yet to be finalized with the developer and 
no timeline currently exists. 

With all the speculation among UW-— 


Stout students, rumors on what will be 
moving into the space have spread all 
throughout campus. 

Kori Klaustermeier, a Hotel Restaurant 
and Tourism Management sophomore, 
said, “I think apartments would be a nice 
addition, but another cafe in the area 
would be nice, too, as another hangout for 
UW-Stout students.” 

Freshman Sam Bauer, a psychol- 
ogy major, was thinking along similar 
lines, with a creative twist when he 
said, “It would be totally tubular if 
they put in a retro diner. It would be 
like iCarly or something.” 

Elizabeth Merrill, a senior major- 
ing in Human Development and Fam- 


ily Studies, seems to have heard the right 
rumor. “I thought at one point I 
heard they were going to build a 
hotel that would be run by the Hotel 
Management majors as their lab, with a 
restaurant in the floor level. I would also 
love to see some other restaurants come in. 
Chipotle for sure!” 

Derek Woellner, a junior studying Pro- 
fessional Communication and Emerging 
Media said, “I think a co-op would be a 
good idea, but a community garden would 
be even cooler.” 

While opinions on the best use for 
the space vary among students, city of- 
ficials continue

I felt like I was on the set 
of some futuristic science fiction 
movie when I entered the Great Hall 
of the Memorial Student Center on 
the afternoon of Saturday, Feb. 
8. A sea of glowing multicolored 
screens, cables running’ every 
which way and excited University 
of Wisconsin—Stout students 
sitting at rows of collapsible tables 
flooded the MSC’s largest venue. 
This was People’s Organization 
of Network Gaming’s “Forever A 
LAN,” the organization’s third and 
final LAN party of the school year. 

It was 4 p.m. when I 
arrived—exactly 24 hours after 
the LAN party had begun. As with 
previous PONG LAN events, it 
was 48 hours of non-stop gaming 
from 4 p.m. Friday to 4 p.m. 
Sunday. There were plenty of 
game enthusiasts who were eager 
to express their passion for these 
LAN events; among them was Andy 
Uchytil, a fifth year Game Design 
and Development student. 

“For the past five years 
I’ve been coming to these events,” 
Uchytil said, “and I’1l tell you one 
thing, they’ve gotten a lot bigger 
since they first started. 

“There are people who 
like to bring their TVs and their 
consoles with them. Some people 
like to bring their desk tops and 
other people like to just bring 
their laptops,” he said. “It’s a 
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“Forever A LAN” 


great time either way.” 
“According to Org Sync, 
between the first week of school 
and our first meeting we gained over 
a hundred members,” said PONG 
Promoter Hannah Smithson. “We 
were actually able to hold a LAN 
party last semester with 300 spots 
and we almost filled all of them.” 


“An immense amount of 
work definitely goes into it,” 
Smithson continued, “especially 
with picking out the dates. We 


have the Great Hall for 48 hours 
at a time and it is a particular 
challenge due to rapid growth. 
We have to keep in mind power 
and Internet availability and we 
have to fill the 48 hours with a 
lot of different events to keep 
people here.” 

Smithson’s main job for PONG 
is to promote their LAN parties. 

“In the past it has just 
been a position where we create 
the posters and put them around 
campus, but I use some of my 
connections as a campus tour 
guide to directly recruit incoming 
freshmen,” Smithson said. 

Among the freshmen at this 
LAN was Ben Malone, a Game 
Design and Development student 
who has been to all three LANs 
this school year. 

“T was here last night until 
around 2 a.m. and I came back here 
today at 1 p.m.,” said Malone. “I 
know people who are staying up 
the whole time, but I think they’re 


a little crazy. I couldn’t do that.” 

Malone’s go-to LAN party 
game is League of Legends, a 
multiplayer battle arena game that 
often gets quite competitive. The 
previous night he was participating 
in one of the many tournaments 
PONG had set up for the LAN and 
his team made it to the semifinals. 

“For League of Legends 
tournaments you have a team of 
five people, so we will all just 
play together and practice before 
the tournament,” Malone said. 
“The tournaments vary, but League 
of Legends is the biggest one, so 
they have brackets for all of the 
teams. When each team plays each 
other, they do best of three games. 
Each game takes about 40 minutes 
on average.” 

For every LAN, PONG puts 
together a set of prizes to give 
away to tournament champions. 

“This time we are giving 
away games, a horse mask and glass 
goblets that were engraved with 
the PONG logo,” said Smithson. 


But not every LAN 
participant is there to compete, 
said Jonathan Nelson, a_ senior 


in the Applied Mathematics and 
Computer Science program. 

“It really depends on the 
game and the group of people 
who enjoy the game; each one 
is different,” Nelson said. “We 
actually have both a casual and 
a really competitive Super Smash 
Bros. tournament. They have 
two of those because there are 
some people who are really good 
at Smash Bros. and play really 
competitively, but there are those 
who aren’t as competitive.” 

There were many ways that 
the LAN participants said they 
prepare for these events, but by 
far the most popular response was 


to make sure that you have nothing 
going on during those 48 hours. 

“To prepare for a LAN, I 
first get my homework load done,” 
Nelson laughed. “That’s step one. 
Step two is to basically try to get 
my schedule so I can be here as 
much as I want. Sometimes that 
doesn’t work out though, so I have 
to improvise.” 

“Once or twice I’ve done it 
where I pretty much spend all of 
Friday night and Saturday here and 
then take a 6-hour nap Saturday 
night and finish the last 8 hours of 
the LAN.” 

For some participants, like 
Smithson who is a double major 
in Apparel Design and Business 
Administration, it becomes a 
balancing act between schoolwork 
and gaming. 

“Today has been my 
homework day,” Smithon said, 
“but I just started to play World 
of Warcraft. I started at the 
beginning of winter break, so it’s 
fun to get into a new game like 
that with a lot of friends. It’s not 
something that I would necessarily 
play on my own, but the feeling of 
comradery and working together 
for this common goal with a bunch 
of friends really makes it a whole 
new kind of experience.” 

“The main thing is you are 
with a bunch of people who share a 
common interest,” Uchytil added. 
“Tt is a lot more satisfactory to be 
able to play with a group of people 
that you can physically see. You 
get more human interaction.”

Duluth, Minn. based folk 
and bluegrass band The Nothing 
Evers will take the stage for a 
free show at the Acoustic Café 
at 7 p.m. on Thursday, Feb. 20.

For his own version of 
Wonka, Hillman decided he 
would tone down the darkness but 
still stay true to the personality 
of Wonka. After investing so 
much time in this role, Hillman 
is starting to notice that he and 
Wonka share some of the same 
personality traits. 

“We are both very quirky 
and imaginative. I also really 
love chocolate,” he laughed. 

Hillman promises this is 
a great way to expose children 
to the wonder and awe of the 
chocolate factory while at the 
same time allowing parents to 
be kids again. 

“It is a good play to bring 
your children to not only for the 
moral messages but also for the 
comedic relief,” urges Hillman.

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UW-Stout professor contributes 
to 30th anniversary Ghostbusters comicbook

He’s explored Norse 
mythology. He’s adapted Beowulf to a 
modern sci-fi setting. Now, he’s ready 
to show these prehistoric students 
how he does things downtown. 

Erik Evensen, an associate 
professor of art and design at the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout, was 
recently asked to supply his artistic 
prowess to the latest issue of IDW 
Publishing’s Ghostbusters comic 
book series. Although Evensen is a 
veteran comic creator, this is his first 
endeavor with a major publisher. 

“It’s hard to work within 
a property like Ghostbusters and 
capture the voice of the original 
film,” Evensen said. “There’s always 
a little bit of sensitivity that you have 
to carry when working with such a 
beloved franchise.” 

Evensen partnered with 
Ghostbusters writer Erik Burnham 
to produce a 6-page lead-in story 
entitled “The Field Trip,” which 
was released on Jan. 29. This 
story featured an offshoot Chicago 
branch of the Ghostbusters taking 
care of paranormal activity in a 
spooky museum. “The Field Trip” 
sets the groundwork for “Mass 
Hysteria,” IDW’s upcoming 30th 
anniversary series. 

“-Mass Hysteria’ is the 
culmination of elements from various 
Ghostbusters stories and_ spin-offs 
into one epic tribute,” Evensen said. 
“I’m proud to have been a part of it.” 

Working on a side story with 
lesser-known characters afforded 
Evensen some artistic freedom, though 
he was still careful about staying true 
to the original Ghostbusters spirit. 

“IT wanted to keep things 
fairly grounded within that universe,” 
Evensen said. “My goal was to merge 
my own art style with the tone of the 
original film.” 


Aside from this recent 
ghostly encounter, Evensen possesses 
avast repertoire of art and design 
work, although he’s gained most 
of his notoriety through his own 
graphic novels. 

“Gods of Asgard,” an award- 
winning retelling of ancient Norse 
myths, and “The Beast of Wolfe’s Bay,” 
a modern sci-fi take on the epic poem 
Beowulf, clearly show Evensen’s love 
of mythology and folklore. 

“T see stories in modern pop 
culture as being natural descendants of 
mythology,” Evensen stated. 

Evensen had _ developed 
large audience with “The Beast of 
Wolfe’s Bay” in particular, as the 
book was successfully funded through 
a Kickstarter campaign. Having 
raised over $15,000 from loyal fans,

Evensen is certainly vocal in his 
praise for crowdfunding. 
“IT think, by and _ large, 


Kickstarter is becoming a real go- 
to area for many independent artists. 
It allows you to bypass publishers 


and still reach a niche audience,” 
Evensen said. 

Evensen’s graphic novel 
successes have paved the way for 
future projects, which begs the 
question: what’s on the horizon for 


Professor Evensen? 

“Nothing’s in the works now, 
but that doesn’t mean that won’t be 
the case in a couple months,” Evensen 
said coyly. 

Wherever the world of comics 
takes him, there’s no doubt that Evensen 
will continue to deliver riveting content. 

Evensen’s. work, including 
the latest Ghostbusters comic, can be 
purchased from various online retailers 
and in digital form on comixology. 
com. For those who prefer old- 
fashioned paperback comics, Evensen 
recommends a visit to The Source 
comics shop in Roseville, Minn.

For the men, junior Mitch Freund 
finished in second place in the 800 
meter run, and Austin Zett got third 
place in the weight throw event. 

Currently, the team is working on 
preparing for the conference meet, 
raising their overall GPA, and 
getting everyone healthy. Sopho- 
more Emma Sapiro, a sprinter and 
hurdler, commented that injuries 
are the biggest challenge the team 
is facing right now, but they are 
doing their best to overcome them 
by treating the injuries and doing 
proper recovery. 

Congratulations to our Blue Dev- 
ils for a successful meet in Steven’s 
Point! With several ranked athletes, 
a good team placing, and the rest 
of the indoor and outdoor season 
ahead of them, the Stout track team 
is definitely something for the com- 
petition to keep their eyes on as they 
continue to shine this year.

For the last four years, Blue Dev- 
il fans have become accustomed to 
senior Sami Schoeder coming up 
big in key moments for the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout women’s 
basketball team. 

One of the only two seniors on 
UW-Stout’s roster—guard Rachel 
Hanley is the other—Schoeder has 
been an integral part of the Blue 
Devil’s offensive attack since join- 
ing the squad her freshman year.“‘T 
was really happy that I could come 
right in and help the team,” Scho- 
eder said. “As a freshman, that was 
my main goal.” Schoeder admits 
feeling a bit uneasy prior to the 
start of the 2010-11 basketball sea- 
son, not knowing where she would

6-9 from downtown on the way to 
a career-best 31 points in an 80-70 
Blue Devil victory.In 28 minutes 
of action, Schoeder committed 
zero turnovers and came down 
with a team-high eight rebounds. 
Despite Schoeder’s strong rookie 
campaign, the Blue Devils did not 
enjoy the same success as a team. 
UW-Stout finished the year 10-15 
overall and 5-11 in the WIAC. 

On the season, Schoeder finished 
second on the team in scoring with 
11 points per game while playing a 
team-high 28.3 minutes per game. 
She also was third on the team in 
rebounding with 4.8 per contest. 
For her efforts, Schoeder received 
honorable mention all-conference 
honors and was named the Blue 
Devils most valuable offensive 
player. “I felt really good going 
into my sophomore year,” Scho- 
eder said. Just 13 games into the 


season though, disaster struck. 
While running up the court, Scho- 
eder’s knee buckled and gave way, 
sending her to the floor. She knew right 
away that it wasn’t good. “Up to that 
point, the only injuries I had really had 
were rolled ankles,”’ said Schoeder. “I 
had never really had a major injury.” 
An MRI confirmed her worst 
fears. She had torn her ACL and 
would miss the rest of the basketball 
season.“It was super frustrating,” 
Schoeder said. “I came [into the 
season] in such good shape and was 
off to a strong start.” At the time of 
the injury, Schoeder was leading the 
team in scoring with 9.8 ppg. Scho- 
eder underwent surgery on her left 
knee to repair her torn ACL and then 
went to work rehabbing her knee 
after surgery while remaining posi- 
tive. She began running again after 
about five months and worked hard 
to prepare herself for the next basket- 
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ball season. When she returned to the 
court for the season opening game, 

it had been nearly nine months since 
tearing her ACL. 

For the first three games of her 
junior season, Schoeder came off 
the bench for the Blue Devils, 
something she had never really 
done before. Schoeder returned 
to the starting lineup in a big way 
with 24 points while hitting five 
three-pointers in a win against 
St. Scholastica Nov. 24, 2012. In 
24 games and 15 starts, Schoeder 
averaged 8.7 ppg, good for third on 
the team while hitting a career-best 
42-130 shots (32.3 percent) from 
beyond the arc, easily tops on the 
team. However, the Blue Devils 
stumbled down the stretch after an 
8-6 start, losing nine of their last 11 
games on the way to a 10-15 over- 
all record and 4-12 in the WIAC. 

Coming into the current season, 
Schoeder and the Blue Devils set 
their sights high, with the ultimate 
goal for the season being a WIAC 
championship.““Our biggest team 
goal was to be in the conference 
tournament at the end of the year,” 
Schoeder said. “Only the top six 
teams in the conference go. If we 
make that conference tournament, 
we can win. Individually, I set 
the goal of making first team all- 
conference,” she said. “I’ve never 
been first team so that is a big goal 
this year.” One of the Blue Devils 
team captains, Schoeder prefers to 
lead more by example, letting her 
actions on and off the court speak 
for her. “It really comes down 
to respect,” said Schoeder. “The 
whole team respects us as captains 
and we respect them.” 

Schoeder says that it is her team- 
mates that have really made bas- 
ketball so much fun over the last 
four years. “It’s great having that 
team to rely on and know that we 
always have each other,” she said. 
“T’m still friends with girls I played 
with when I was a freshman; we’re 
like a big family that sticks to- 


gether.” Born and raised in Durand, 
Schoeder discovered her love for 
basketball in middle school.“T re- 
ally didn’t get started playing orga- 
nized basketball until around junior 
high,” she said. “I think my middle 
school coach was a big reason I got 
so into basketball. 

He always pushed me to be bet- 
ter,” Schoeder said. “I really liked 
him as a coach and we had a good 
basketball relationship.” 

In high school, basketball became 
a family affair as Schoeder played 
on the team with both her older 
and younger sister. I played two 
years with my older sister before 
she tore her ACL and my senior 
year I got to play with my younger 
sister,” she said. “I loved playing 
with my sisters. Basketball wasn’t 
their sport, but they knew I loved it 
and I think part of the reason they 
stuck it out was because they knew 
how much I loved to play.” High 
school basketball was where Scho- 
eder really began to show what 
she was capable of on the court, 
developing a sweet shooting touch, 
especially from beyond the arc. 

“People would tell me ‘It’s not 
very often that freshman make var- 
sity’,” Schoeder said. “It was my 
coach’s first year too when I was a 
freshman and he was determined 
that freshman had to work their 
way up and I ended up starting 
that year.” Schoeder says that her 
high school coach, Todd Poeschel, 
played a huge role in helping her 
fine-tune her basketball game. 

“We didn’t really get along the 
best right away,” she said. “But my 
senior year we connected and now 
we still keep in touch.” Instead of 
deciding immediately where she 
would continue her education and 
basketball career, Schoeder took 
her time before choosing Stout 
over Superior and Eau Claire a 
month before graduation. “To be 
honest I never really thought about 
college ball at all,” Schoeder said. 
“My senior year, coach talked to 


me about it and told me I should 
look into it. I had been getting a 
bunch of letters in the mail that I 
never opened,” she said. “I threw 
them all in my car and just kind of 
left them. My mom was so mad at 
me when she found out,” said Scho- 
eder. ““ She made me open them all 
up and figure everything out.” 

“Tt didn’t really cross my mind 
that I wasn’t going to play college 
basketball,” she said. “It was never 
if I would play, it was always 
where [was I going to play] When 
it came down to it, UW—Stout was 
always the choice. With Durand, 
Schoeder’s hometown, just a short 
drive away, Schoeder has been 
able to share the thrills and disap- 
pointments of her college career 
with her family, who are frequent 
fans at Blue Devil games. 

“All through high school I had 
so many supporters and I appreci- 
ate their support so much,” said 
Schoeder. “They’re all big support- 
ers, they don’t miss a game. Part of 
the reason I came so close was so 
they could all come to my games. 

I have a little nephew who is one 
and a half and I really love spend- 
ing time with him,” she added. “He 
is the only nephew in the family so 
we really like to spoil him.” 

This season, Schoeder leads the 
Blue Devils in scoring, averaging 
11 points per game, which is also 
12th best in the conference. With 
just two games left in the regular 
season, the Blue Devils currently 
sit in fifth place in the WIAC with 
a 5-9 conference record. If Stout is 
able to win either of their final two 
games, the Blue Devils will clinch 
a spot in the WIAC tournament. 

If the Blue Devils lose both games, 
there is a possibility that they will 
not make the tournament at all. “We 
just need to make sure that we aren’t 
dwelling on our mistakes,” Schoeder 
said. “On defense, we need to step 
up and have more pride in trying to 
get stops when we need it.” 


With 842 career points, Schoed- 
er has an outside chance at crack- 
ing the Blue Devils career-scoring 
list (Shannon Berg (1995-99) is 
currently 13th with 930 points). 
Schoeder will graduate in Decem- 
ber of 2014 with a degree in Busi- 
ness Management and a minor 
in Human Resources.“I want to 
stay in the area,” she said about 
her plans after graduation. “Right 
now I am looking to get an intern- 
ship this summer that will hope- 
fully lead to something wonderful 
around here so I can be near my 
nephew and family.” 

“T’m waiting until basketball 
is done so I can focus on getting 
an internship for this summer,” 
Schoeder added. “I hope it gives 
me a little better idea what I want 
to do and where I want to go [after 
college].” In a few short weeks, 
Schoeder’s basketball career will 
be over. Blue Devil fans will 
almost certainly be sad to see her 
go, but her passion and apprecia- 
tion for the game will not go un- 
noticed. Schoeder also had some 
advice for anyone considering 
playing college sports. 

“One thing that I really want to 
say is that being a student athlete 
has been totally worth it,” Scho- 
eder said. “It takes a lot of time 
and effort, but you learn a lot and 
really grow as a person.” 
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Stout men’s hockey 
falls in double loss 


to River Falls

This weekend the Blue Devil 
men’s hockey team faced the Fal- 
cons from University of Wisconsin— 
River Falls for a weekend set. 
Friday’s game was dominated by the 
Falcons (13-6-3, 6-3-0 WIAC) from 
the beginning, as the team held a 4-0 
lead at the end of the first period. 
Blue Devil goalie Chase Hollander, 
a freshman from Random Lake, was 
unable to hold the Falcons at bay 
as they shot two power play goals, 

a shorthanded goal, and an even 
strength goal within the first period, 
sending Hollander to the bench. 

Freshman, Corey Koop from 

Squamish, BC stepped in as goalie 
with the opening of the second 
period, but had the same amount 
of success as Hollander. University 
of Wisconsin—Stout (7-15-0, 3-6-0 
WIAC) got on the board four min- 
utes into the second period with a 
shot from junior, Zach Vierling, from 
Coon Rapids, Minn. 
Unfortunately for the Blue Devils, 
the Falcons got two even strength 
goals past Koop within the second 
period, gaining a 6-1 lead. 

Third period started out well for 
UW-Stout with a pair of goals made 
by Jordan Tredinnick, a junior from 
Onalaska, and Matt Millis, a junior 
from Black River Falls. The Blue 
Devils trailed by three points (6-3), but 
the Falcons scored three more goals 
before the conclusion of the game. 


Though shots did get past both 
goalies, Hollander recorded five 
saves while giving up four goals, and 
Koop made 23 saves giving up five goals. 
The two teams met again the 
next day, Saturday, Feb. 15 at the 
Hunt Arena. Stout was itching for 
revenge for their big loss from the 
previous day, and this game was 
much closer in score, ending in an 
overtime loss for Stout. 

For the first two periods of the 
game, neither team was able to get 
on the scoreboard. The first goal was 
made by Vierling at 3:42 into the 
third period with a power play goal.

One hundred years, an entire century of Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin—Stout news written by the students for the students.

In March of 1914, the paper began as part of the printing class and was re- 
ferred to as The Weekly News for the first few issues.

“But after surveying students about a new name, an overwhelming 
majority said to keep the name as is.” 

For the most part, the name stayed the same; the only difference was that

website is launched on March 25, stories will be uploaded regularly onto the 
site instead of just being uploaded every two weeks when the print edition 
comes out. 

“Tt’s important to keep up with the times,” says Grace Arneberg, Stouto- 
nia’s news editor. “A lot of newspapers are focusing on their online pres- 
ence, and we should be doing the same.” 

You may also want to hold onto the issue you’re reading right now because 
it will be the last one of this size. Starting next issue, Stoutonia will have 
a new look, complete with a new smaller format that’s easier to read—no 
more folding the paper in half to fit it in your backpack.

Rich in fiber and 
pectin, bananas aid in digestion. Peanut butter is one 
of the “healthy fats” and contains protein, which 
helps with energy levels. Dark chocolate—best 
consumed in moderation like these bites—contains 
caffeine that can improve short-term brain function.

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Ingredients 

- 2 medium, ripe bananas 

- 1/4 cup natural peanut butter

2. Slice bananas into coins about 1/2 to 3/4 inch thick.

Where are they going?

University of Wisconsin—Stout’s student or- 
ganization budget proposals for the 2014-2015 
school year were due to the Stout Student As- 
sociation on Feb. 3, 2014. With 89 requests and 
almost 80 hearings, it was up to SSA to decide 
what to do with nearly half a million dollars in 
student segregated fees. 

This year, the total number of student organiza-

tion requests was over 755,000 dollars. Around 
480,000 dollars were approved of these requests. 
Compared to last year, which called for 916,000 
dollars of requests and 470,000 dollars approved, 
this is a significant improvement. 


In previous years, only two weeks were given from the end of 
September to the beginning of October for student organizations to 
decide how much money they wanted to request for the following 
year’s budget. This year, organizations had from Oct. 15 to Feb. 3, 
which is an entire extra semester to come up with the proposals. 

“We changed this because it is important for student organizations to 
have more time to think about what exactly they want for the following 
year,” said Shadrack Masaki, financial affairs director for SSA. “There 
are So many new student organization executives and presidents each 
fall who don’t have much time to come up with new ideas. We noticed 
that they usually just end up submitting the previous year’s ‘safe’ re- 
quest.” 

Budget rules change each year by committee, and this year they 
include a fundraising cap of $150 per event, a food allowance of 
$150 per semester (for recruitment only) and event supplies cap of 
$200 per event. In addition, off-campus trips cannot exceed three 
trips per organization or $4,000, whichever is reached first. 

“We have to be very intentional about meeting our goals,” said Masaki. 

Unfortunately, the requests of nine organizations were denied 
completely because they failed to sign up for hearings. “I feel bad 
about it, but the rules are very clear,” said Masaki. 


According to Masaki, the main goal was achieved. With more time to 
be intentional, students asked for exactly what they needed and many 
organizations received almost 100 percent of their requested amount.

the history of 
UW-Stout

University of Wisconsin—Stout is looking 
toward the future. As a university, we pride 
ourselves on being tech-savvy and electron- 
ically-equipped; we are always looking for 
new and improved technology that will better 
serve the students. With the coming renova- 
tion of Harvey Hall, change is in the air at 
UW-Stout, but we must also reflect on the 
past and look at what brought us to where we 
are today. 

On the third floor of the Robert S. Swanson 
Library is the University Archives where the 
fading documents of our university find their 
home. Among the yellowing and carefully 
cared for documents sits the history of UW-— 
Stout’s campus. 

Two of the most prominent buildings on 
campus have been around since the early 
days. Today we know them as Harvey Hall 
and Bowman Hall, but when they were first 
constructed, the buildings were given simple 
names. The people they were named after 
hadn’t made the contributions to the school 
they would later become known for. 


Harvey 


Harvey Hall has always been well-known on campus, even before dis- 
cussion of its upcoming remodel began. The building sits atop the steepest 
hill on campus and the interior houses the infamous Harvey stairs. 

While we all eagerly await the new building, which we hope will be more 
enjoyable to traverse through, it should be appreciated that the building is 
nearly 100 years old. 

Harvey Hall was first constructed in 1917 as The Home Economics 
Building and was funded by the new appropriation bill in 1913. However, 
Lorenzo Dow Harvey, whom the building was named after at a later date, 
was involved with UW-Stout before the building itself. 

Harvey came to Menomonie in 1903 as a superintendent of the public 
school system. He was well qualified and wanted in several other locations, 
but Senator Stout padded Harvey’s salary out of his own pocket to help 
persuade him. 

Then, in 1908, Harvey became the first president of “Stout Institute,” 
the name of the school at the time. He served as president until his death 
in 1922. 

Daisy Kugel, the director of home economics during Harvey’s presiden- 
cy is quoted as saying, “ “by those who know Stout Institute, it will always 
be thought of as Dr. Harvey’s school, for it is, indeed his, in the sense that 
it represents his educational ideas and ideals; that is the embodiment of his 
dominating personality.” 

Several years later in 1952 when Bowman Hall was renamed, Stoutonia 
stated in an article that the board of trustees had also renamed the home 


economics building to L. D. Harvey Hall.

Bowman 


Bowman Hall, the building with UW-Stout’s famous clock 
tower, has been around for over a hundred years. The building 
we see today is the replacement built in 1898 for the then manual 
training building, which burned down in 1897. 

The new building was built sturdier than the last and has since 
stood as the symbol of UW-Stout. However, the man who the 
building would later be named after didn’t come to campus until 
1919. 

Clyde A. Bowman, a UW-Stout graduate, was hired as an ad- 
ministrator in the industrial education division. After Harvey’s 
death in 1922, Bowman served as interim president of Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin—Stout. He was relieved of this duty after a 
year, but he stayed involved in the school in a substantial way. 

Bowman went on to be the first dean of industrial education 
and assisted in creating the graduate school. He dedicated 33 
years to this school before retiring in 1952. 

According to a Stoutonia article from October 1952, upon 
Bowman’s retirement, the industrial arts building in which Bow- 
man had the most activity would become Bowman Hall, as voted 
by the board on the recommendation of President Fryklund. 

Both men played a large role in shaping the college and creat- 
ing the school we currently attend. It seems only right that their 
names should live on for as long as UW-Stout does.

allow, residential deer hunting:

With the proper license, anyone can hunt 
deer in residential areas. In fact, the City 
of Menomonie can choose to extend the 
duration of bow season outside of the dates 
already set up by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. So to all you 
hunters out there in Menomonie: it’s legal 
to pull out your bow and arrow to try to bag 
yourself a deer this time of year. However, 
there are a few things that you need to do 
and to have before hunting. 

If someone has at least one acre of land, 
he or she is permitted to hunt on it. If not, 
multiple landowners can pool their land 
together to reach the acre quota. Multiple 
hunters are only permitted to hunt if the 
land is separated between owners or totals 
five acres or more. All hunts must by autho- 
rized by the City of Menomonie. 

Residential hunting is also regulated by 
the city’s nuisance permits, which only lets 
hunters bag antlerless deer. According to 
the City of Menomonie Deer Herd Control 
Archery Hunt, “All hunters are encouraged 
to harvest antlerless deer. However, if hunt- 
ing with a nuisance tag, only antlerless deer 
may be harvested.” 

There are precautions to keep the critters 
safe, such as restrictions on bow size and 
regulations against bait hunting and the 
use of poisoned arrows. More importantly, 
there are precautions to keep the people 


around you safe. One of these is that hunt- 
ers must shoot down. 

The City of Menomonie states that hunt- 
ers must “hunt from an elevated stand of 
not less than five feet above ground level.” 
Shooting towards the ground helps prevent 
accidental shootings of neighbors and other 
undesirable targets. 

There is also some additional paperwork 
required to obtain a residential hunting 
licence including a Hunter’s Safety Permit, 
WDNR Archery License and written 
permission from your adjoining neighbors. 
All applicants must submit to a back- 
ground check issued by the WDNR and the 
Menomonie Police Department. Once the 
paperwork is filed, applicants are tested for 
archery proficiency to prove that they aren’t 
a danger to their neighborhood. 

After all of these steps are successfully 
completed hunters of Menomonie may hunt 
outside of the preset dates the WDNR es- 
tablished at the beginning of the year. Good 
luck out there hunters.

he hit a bad piece of ice and fell 
after one of the jumps, dropping 
down to 47th place. 

He also participated in a team 
event where they finished 26th 
out of 41. 

Although the team didn’t ad- 
vance on, Meyer stated that it was 
a lot of fun being on the big screen 
and under the lights at night. 

“Overall the whole weekend was 
a blast and I will be training even 
harder to hopefully get back into it 
and do better next year,” said Mey- 
er. “I might even have to make our 
homemade course bigger and bet- 
ter for next year. I can’t wait.”

Criminal Justice and Rehabilitation major:

Starting in fall 2014, the University of 
Wisconsin—Stout will have a new major: 
Criminal Justice and Rehabilitation. 

“It is a unique program,” said Kyle 
Kleist, senior lecturer and program di- 
rector at UW-Stout. “It looks at identi- 
fying the needs of offenders and how we 
can go about rehabilitating individuals 
rather than incarcerating them.” 

The new program was created by turn- 
ing the Criminal Justice concentration in 
the Vocational Rehabilitation program 
into its own major. 

“As of fall 2014, we will no longer have 
the concentration in Voc Rehab,” said 
Kleist. “We will just have the Criminal 
Justice and Rehabilitation major.” 

The creation of the new program will be 
beneficial to both students and admissions. 
By creating a major with the words “Crim- 
inal Justice” in the title, students will be 
able to explain their major with more ease 
and it will also help with recruiting future 
students. 

“It just spells out the program a little 
bit clearer,” Kleist said. “Admissions had 
brought up that students are looking for 
a degree with Criminal Justice in the 
name.” 

The concentration currently has 
around 100 students, making it the larg- 
est concentration in the Voc Rehab ma- 
jor. About 70 are expected to make the 
switch to the major, with another 20-25 
transferring in. 

“We’re projecting up to 150 students in 
five years,” said Kleist, “but that could 
be an underestimation.” 

The process to separate the programs 
began two years ago. After a few hitches 
that involved redoing the proposal and as- 
suring the UW system that the major was 
unique and fulfilled a need, permission 
was given for work to begin on construct- 
ing the major. 

“We did not look at any other pro- 
grams to base it off of. We put together a

provisional planning committee. Every- 
one agreed they wanted to make sure it 
was a unique program and that it would 
address the needs of the offenders,” said 
Kleist. 

Students entering the original concen- 
tration were advised on which classes to 
take based on the fact that the new major 
would be coming. 

“The majority of freshman and sopho- 
mores that are currently in the concen- 
tration will automatically be changed to 
the new major,” Kleist said. “For the past 
year, those coming into the program have 
been advised knowing that this would 
come to be.” 

The new major will involve the hir- 
ing of a new faculty member to teach 
the criminal justice specific courses, as 
well as creating several new classes on 
campus. 

“We added some more selectives, 
so students take a required 68 credits 
within the major and then they have 12 
credits of selectives that they can choose 
from that are more geared toward their 
specific career interests in the program. 

A degree in Criminal Justice and Re- 
habilitation will allow graduates to pur- 
sue careers in a wide range of profes- 
sions. 

“Students go into law enforcement 
and probation or parole for juveniles and 
adults. They go into employment pro- 
grams working with offenders or reha- 
bilitation education programs. Many go 
into courts, working with different plea 
agreement programs,” Kleist said. 

The major comes at a time when the 
job market for offender-based programs 
is expanding. “There has been more 
money going into rehab by states than 
ever before,” Kleist said. 

The new program will be the 47th un- 
dergraduate major at UW-Stout.

STYLE AT THE LIBRARY

Digital innovations meet vintage video 
games. This glorious combination of 
two technological novelties will now be 
available to University of Wisconsin— 
Stout students in the Robert S. Swanson 
Learning center starting Wednesday, 
March 12 from 6 to 8 p.m. 

“Introducing a brand new library space 
devoted to study, work, teaching and 
play, the UW-—Stout Gaming and Digital 
Innovation Lab features a catalog of video 
game history spanning nearly 40 years,” 
boasts a promotional poster for the new 
game lab. 

This two-year project began in May 2013 
and was introduced by an idea from Dr. 
Andrew Williams, an assistant professor 
for the Game Design major. He had gotten 
a grant to collect vintage video games to 
use for educational purposes in his classes 
and wanted to expand the collection. He 
brought his idea to Cory Mitchell, the 
collection development librarian, who has 
the ability to collect such items. 

Matt Decker-Maurer, the library IT. 
Technician, had a project underway to 
introduce a new digital innovation lab 
to the library, equipped with high-end 
computers that can handle more designing 
programs. Williams and  Mi£tchell 
combined their ideas with Decker 
Maurer’s project, and the Gaming and 
Digital Innovation Lab project was born. 


These three gentlemen launched an 
impressive collaborative campaign to 
bring all three of their concepts and 
ideas together. 

However, this is not just a spot for 
the vintage video game addicts. “This 
is a spot for campus community,’ said 
Decker-Maurer. 

Thelearning outcomes from the labreach 
much further than just gaming itself. It was 
meant to be an educational experience, 
using the idea of a “makerspace.” 

“It’s a place where people come 
together to learn and create with 
technology,” said Mitchell. 

Each station in the lab is named after 
famous video game characters like Mario, 
Ms. Pacman, Samus Aran and Princess 
Zelda. There are currently 11 systems 
including Atari, PlayStation | and 2, Sega 
Genesis and an Xbox 360. Visitors 
can check out games and bring them 
into the lab to use. The vintage video 
game collection has more than 180 
titles in addition to the library’s 130 
Xbox 360 games. 

This lab will allow instructors of all 
departments to bring in their classes 
for learning experiences. In fact, a 
huge takeaway from the lab is that 
videogames are relevant to many 
different subjects and encourage critical 
thinking, problem solving and story 
telling.

Game review: 
Octodad: Dadliest Catch

“Octodad,” a popular independent 
PC game, made an unlikely hero out 
of a flappy yellow octopus back in 
2010. Four years later, the beloved 
sea creature/family man has returned 
for more inelegant goofiness in the 
sequel, “Octodad: Dadliest Catch.” 

Developed by Young Horses, a 
team of DePaul University graduates, 
“Octodad” puts players in the role 
of a suit-and-tie clad cephalopod 
father who tries to fit in with his 
1950s-inspired nuclear human 
family, often with clumsy results. 
Luckily for Octodad, the entire 
household seems to be oblivious to 
his distinctly inhuman appearance. 

Players must control Octodad to 
perform an unusual selection of 
tasks, ranging from the mundane 
such as picking up the groceries or 
mowing the lawn to the outrageous 
like stealthily escaping from an 
aquarium without being detected by 
scientists, all the while trying not 
to reveal his octopus nature. Even 
Octodad’s most typical adventures 
are made extremely difficult by the 
fact that he handles with the grace of 
a deer on ice. 

To properly simulate the awkwardness 
of an octopus attempting to carry 
out human tasks, the controls are 


deliberately designed to be clunky. 
This silly gameplay hook along with 
the already absurd premise will have 
most gamers in stitches as Octodad 
flops about like a slippery ragdoll. 
Others, however, may be endlessly 
frustrated by the unwieldy, trial-and- 
error nature of the game’s physics- 
based puzzles. 

Fortunately, “Octodad’’s witty and 
charming writing redeems most of its 
frustrating qualities. The story also 
conveniently wraps up in a succinct 
three to four hours before the novelty 
of the gameplay wears off. 

The game is also not very resource- 
intensive, so students should be able 
to play it smoothly on their UW-— 
Stout laptops. From my experience, 
Mac users may need to tinker with 
the in-game “graphics” settings. 

“Octodad: Dadliest Catch’ has 
its fair share of interface flaws, but 
there’s simply no other game like 
it on the market. Watching a suit- 
wearing octopus stumble through a 
grocery store is worth the $15 price 
of admission alone. 

“Octodad: Dadliest Catch” is 
available on Steam for all computer 
operating systems and is set to 
release for Playstation 4 in March.

It was 1966 when four 19-year-old Stout State 
University students formed The Benders, a 
rock ‘n’ roll group influenced by Chuck Berry 
and The Rolling Stones. The group received 
moderate local success and recorded their only 
45-rpm single titled “Can’t Tame Me” before 
disbanding. Although the single was nothing 
more than a local hit at the time, now—48 years 
later—it is considered a highly sought after item 
for music collectors. 

Around campus, The Benders were like 
John, Paul, George and Ringo, only their names 
were Tom, Paul, Gerry and Geno. The group 
performed at local bars and frat parties at a time 
when rock ‘n’ roll was huge nationwide. Top acts 
from that time included The Monkees, Tommy 
James and the Shondells and The Beach Boys. 

“Cant Tame Me” was recorded at Duke 
Wright Studios in Wausau, Wis. and was released 
on the Big Sound label. 

“Paul, Geno and I just threw the song together 
as our idea of what we thought a rock song should 
sound like. Just having fun jamming as young 
college dudes,” said lead guitarist Gerry Cain. 

Now the single is considered to be highly 
collectible. In fact, one copy of the several 
hundred originals that were printed in 1966 
sold for nearly $2,000 online. One collector in

still can’t be tamed 
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particular ranked the “Can’t Tame Me” single 
87th on the list of 1,000 rarest U.S. 1960s garage 
45-rpm singles and estimated that there are only 
20 existing copies of the record today. 

Paul Barry and Gerry Cain are both amused 
and astonished by the delayed response to the 
single. 

“I do have one copy left that I’ll probably sell 
for the right price,” Cain said. “If I knew how 
valuable they were going to get, I wouldn’t have 
given so many away.” 

In lieu of their single’s success, The Benders 
reunited in the summer of 2013 at Barry’s home 
in Watertown, Wis. 

“We swapped old stories of our Stout days, 
jammed and even went into the studio to record,” 
Barry said. 

Recording as a trio due to the loss of Tom 
Noffke, they put together a CD that featured a re- 
recorded version of “Can’t Tame Me,” two new 
original records and the original recording of 
“Can’t Tame Me” along with its original B-side, 
“Got me Down.” The CD was released last fall. 

“We made the jacket of the CD and the CD 
itself look as close as possible to the original 
record and sleeve. So the whole package looks like 
a miniature 45,” Barry added.

The 
staff have kept their heads up in the face of 
adversity and continue to put diligent and 
creative work into the publication. 

“Our struggles with the paper have 
forced us to think of new ways to get the 
news out to more students,” Vaysberg 
said. “It’s been stressful, yes, but not 
discouraging.” 

Memorial Student Center Director Darrin 
Witucki has also played a significant role in 
Stoutonia’s success by providing resources 
and general guidance to the organization. 

“Tstill firmly believe the Stoutonia serves 
a really important purpose to the campus,”

Professor Tank agrees that this voice is what 
separates Stoutonia from other news outlets.

Just three miles outside of Menomonie, 
Cottage Winery is an up-and-coming 
destination close to home that offers the 
feeling of a natural, secluded getaway. Father 
and daughter wine enthusiasts Tom and 
Teresa Jorgenson have created a space that’s 
designed for relaxation, fun and learning. 

The Jorgensens began working on Cottage 
Winery about five years ago. Teresa has a 
background in computers and event planning, 
and Tom had been in the construction business 
his entire life. 

“T think he just wanted a project, and he 
came up with the winery, so I’m like, sure 
let’s go for it!” Teresa laughed. 

The two of them built the two main buildings, 
the bridge, waterfall and vineyards themselves 
ona bare piece of property. 

“My dad had found this plot of land that was 
close to the freeway and had rolling hills—it 
was Just the most gorgeous setting,” Teresa said. 

There are multiple sites for weddings, 
and this spring there are building plans for 
a new three-season pavilion to be used for 
receptions. They currently have 16 weddings 
booked for this coming summer and are 
expecting a busy season. 

“We’re kind of a winery meets wine bar,” 
Teresa explained in the tasting room, which 
consists of a small bar, decorative tables 
and rustic shelves stacked with various 
bottles of wine. 

“We have six bottles with our label, and we also 
buy wines from all around the world,” Teresa adds. 

They carry wines from California, France, 


Italy, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
South America as well as local brands. In 
addition to wine, they also offer cheese, 
crackers, chocolate, beer and soda. 

“We have a tasting sheet that usually has 
around 15 wines you can choose from that 
switches up every week,’ Teresa explained. 
“We definitely have our staple wines, though.” 

Interms ofa background in the wine business, 
Teresa exclaimed, “The only experience I had 
in the wine industry is that I drank and knew I 
liked wine! We’re casual in the sense that we’re 
learning about wines too, so we don’t want our 
guests to think that they can’t come out here if 
they’ve never had wines or they know they don’t 
like any wines. We’re here to educate.” 

Jorgensen emphasizes that learning about 
wine is nothing to be afraid of. Whenever she 
comes across someone who’s hesitant to try new 
wines, she reassures, “It’s just a liquid. We’re 
not the French; we’re not the Italians; we’re 
Americans. We're going to drink things how 
we want them to be drunk.” 

“T would actually love to get more University of 
Wisconsin—Stout students out here,” Jorgensen said. 
“T love the students that come.” 

They’re determined to attract of-age students 
to the winery and offer a 10 percent discount if 
you show your student ID. They’re also striving 
to keep prices reasonable, and most glasses are 
in the 6 to 7 dollar range. Keep an eye out for 
upcoming events as well, including “Around 
the World Wine Tasting,’ “Port and Chocolate 
Tasting” and a grape stomping event.

The week of WIAC tournament games had a frustrating end for the University of Wisconsin— 
Stout women’s basketball team, as they fell 86-81 to University of Wisconsin—Superior at the John- 
son Fieldhouse on Tuesday, Feb. 25. This loss knocked the Blue Devils out of the WIAC Women’s 
Basketball Championships and ended UW-Stout’s season. 

UW-Stout battled the Yellowjackets twice during the regular season, winning both games. On 
Dec. 5, UW-Stout bested the Yellowjackets 66-49, and on Feb. 12 the Blue Devils took home 
another win, 77-70. 

Although UW-Stout had a successful season against UW-Superior, Tuesday’s close loss hit the 
players hard as it ended their chances in the WIAC tournament. 

The coaches and players interviewed at the beginning of the season all expressed their high hopes 
for the WIAC conference this year. 

Coach Mark Thomas, who just finished his 27th season coaching the women’s team, said, “This 
year’s team is different than last year in terms of size. We have 15 new players who came in, bring- 
ing more competition to practice and more options on the court.” 

“Our bigger team this year definitely worked to our advantage by staying fresh on the court,” said 
captain Sami Schoeder, a senior from Durand, Wis. “I would say our team had a lot of potential for 
the WIAC conference this year.” 

The Blue Devils came into Tuesday’s game against UW-Superior with a record of 11-15, 7-10 
WIAC versus UW-Superior’s record of 15-11, 8-9 WIAC. 

Kyleigh Hebert, a sophomore from Spencer, Wis., led the Blue Devils, scoring 15 of her team- 
high 22 points in the last 10 minutes of the game. Before that point, UW-Stout had trailed for the 
entire game and by as much as 17 points in the second half. 

The final minutes were a constant battle of who would come out on top. Four lead changes and 
five ties happened within the last five minutes, making the game tense for both teams. 

With Hebert leading the charge against the Yellowjackets, the second half of the game was a close 
affair as the Blue Devils went on an 18-4 run to take a 71-70 lead with 4:36 to go. 

UW-Superior tied the game with a free throw, and seconds later, regained the lead with a layup. 
Hebert’s layup at 3:14 tied the game at 73. 

The Yellowjackets nailed another free throw to regain the lead. Moments later, Tara Matter, a 
freshman from Spencer, Wis., hit two free throws from the foul line, giving UW-Stout a slim lead 
of 75-74. Play continued back-and-forth until the final 20 seconds, when Superior hit four free 
throws to seal the victory. 

Though this loss ended UW-Stout’s season, the women’s basketball team had a fairly success- 
ful season and a young team to build on their prospects for next season. Although seniors Rachel 
Hanley of Minong, Wis. and Schoeder won’t be here next year, their dedication and commitment to 
Blue Devil basketball over the last four years will be sorely missed. Good luck to both in all their

The men’s basketball team headed off to 
the University of Wisconsin—Platteville’s Bo 
Ryan Court on Feb. 26, 2014 with high hopes 
of advancing past this quarterfinal and onto the 
WIAC Men’s Basketball Championship game. 

With the University of Wisconsin—Stout Blue 
Devils seeded fifth and the UW-Platteville Pio- 
neers seeded fourth, it was expected to be a tight 
race for the win. UW-Platteville had already 
beaten UW-Stout twice this season, so the Blue 
Devils knew they were in for a challenge if they 
wanted to come out on top. 

The Blue Devils fell behind right from the be- 
ginning. After a 10-10 tie, UW-Stout remained 
scoreless for almost nine minutes in the first half as 
UW-Platteville pulled ahead with 20 more points. 

UW-Stout could not recover and was behind 
for the rest of the game. A 10 point difference 
was the closest they came to beating UW-Plat- 
teville in the WIAC quarterfinal game, with the 
Blue Devils shooting 40 percent. With a 70-53 
final score, the Blue Devil men’s season came 
to an unfortunate end. 
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UW-Stout Head Coach Eddie Andrist de- 
scribed the game as quite disappointing. 

“We had a great start to the season getting 
ranked 19th in the USA, but then the injury bug 
hit this team. It was the worst I have ever seen in 
the 40 years I have been coaching,” said Andrist. 

He explained that with nine strong senior 
players on the team this year, it was expected 
that the team would still be playing in March. 
There were some factors that were out of the 
team’s control this season, like competition and 
injuries, but Andrist said there are no excuses 
for not accomplishing their goals this year.

Three minutes later, Riley Colvard, a freshman 
from Centerville, Minn., scored to give UW-Stout 
a 3-2 advantage with just less than seven minutes to 
go in the period. Sophomore Jake Useldinger from 
East Grand Forks, Minn. and freshman Nolan Kir- 
ley from Hayward, Wis. assisted on the goal. 

However, the third belonged entirely to the Yellow- 
jackets with Michael Rey recording his second goal 
of the night just 1:59 into the period. Jordan Neduzak 


scored the next two for UW-Superior before Rey 
capped off the game with a goal at 18:17 to give him 
the hat trick on the night. 

Neither team scored on the power play, as UW-—

There's a brand new club on campus, and it 
looks to teach students self-defense through the 
Brazilian martial art of Jiu Jitsu. 


The Jiu Jitsu club was just approved by the Stout 
Student Association in late February. It got 
its start when University of Wisconsin-Stout 
student Timothy Curfman noticed that the 
only martial art that was taught on campus was 
Tai Kwan Do.

tales of STUPIDITY in Menomonie, WI

On March 13, the University of Wisconsin-Stout hosted the Red Cedar 
Watershed Conference, which discussed issues pertaining to the lake 
pollution in Menomonie. 

“There are a couple of chemicals that contribute to the lake pollution,” 
said Nels Paulson, UW-Stout sociology professor and board member 
for the Tainter-Menomin Lake Improvement Association. “The most 
prominent are nitrates and phosphorus, which are the key sources for 
creating the blue green algae bloom.” 

The process that causes the algae bloom begins with the use of fertiliz- 
ers that contain phosphates, which are used heavily in the United States 
and, more specifically, right here in Menomonie. 

“The fertilizer loosens the ground so during a major rainfall a lot of 
the phosphorus from the fertilizer ends up washing off the land,” said 
Paulson. “If there aren't good buffers, it ends up running into the river.” 

Much of the land in this area is dedicated to agriculture, which means 
that farmers are inadvertently the main source of the issue. Approxi- 
mately 75 percent of water pollution in this area is caused by farmland. 

“It’s not the fault of the farmers themselves,” said Paulson. “The core of 
it is the lack of incentives from the global market and the farm.” 

By setting aside land for conservation and practicing no-till farming 
and drilling, the effects of excess phosphorus in the environment could 
be less harmful. 

According to Paulson, there are other contributing factors including 
that Menomin Lake is man made, near water treatment plants and lacks

natural buffers such as trees, grasses and wetlands. 

In order to rid the lake of pollution, serious changes need to be made 
in the community. 

“We need to address the root of the problem as well as dealing with the 
treatment of the water itself,” Paulson says. “We all need to change the 
way we live our lives in order to collectively fix the problem.” 

In a community made up of many college students who are not perma- 
nent residents, it might be difficult to become invested in such an issue. 

“I think that bringing awareness to the water quality in the Tainter and 
Menomin lakes is of high importance,” said Renee Brown, a UW-Stout 
junior and current intern with the Tainter Menomin Lake Improvement 
Association. “The more students know about the issue, the more they 
will be willing to act.” 

As far as most students are aware, the condition of the lakes is nearly 
untreatable. 

“It’s a shame that it has gotten to a point where it is extremely hard to 
fix,” said Danielle Laine, UW-Stout junior. 

“It would really take a shift in the way that we think about community 
in rural Wisconsin,” said Paulson. “Getting involved now would be use- 
ful for students later in life, not only for their careers but in terms of 
how they can become embedded in a community.” 

Although immediate change does not seem to be happening soon, the 
community remains hopeful. 

“There's not going to be any quick solution,” said Paulson. “We all need 
to change the way we live our lives in order to collectively fix the problem.”

University police have a new side- 
kick in the battle to keep students safe: 
StoutAlert. The new StoutAlert system, 
which all University of Wisconsin—Stout 
students received an email about on March 
3, is meant to keep students out of harm’s 
way while they are on campus. 

“It is our campus emergency notifica- 
tion system,” explained Lisa Walter, chief 
of police at UW-Stout. “It is how we com- 
municate to students, faculty and staff 
that are here on campus when something 
is happening and whether or not they need 
to respond.” 

Emergency alert systems have become 
federally required on all campuses due 
to incidents in the past, such as the one 
at Virginia Tech. A federal mandate re- 
quires the campus to be able to reach all 
community members in an emergency. 

StoutAlert replaces the previously used 
FlashBrief, which is installed on all UW— 
Stout laptops, but no longer functions. The 
new system is better and faster, according 
to Walter. 

“Rave Wireless, the company manag- 
ing the StoutAlert system, allows me 
to type in one message, click on what 
I want the delivery tools to be and hit 
send,” Walter said. 

“If we have a critical incident that is 
happening, I am going to have officers re- 
sponding to the situation,” she said. “We 
are going to need to get a message out to 
campus quickly.” 

The system simplifies the means of 
transmitting emergency messages for 
the police force and is better equipped at 
keeping students safe. StoutAlert sends 
the same message to the UW—Stout News 
Facebook page, UW-Stout official Face- 
book page, the UW police Facebook page, 
UWStout Twitter, Stoutcops Twitter, cam- 
pus wide email and cell phones. 


By programming a cell phone number 
into the system students will be able to 
be notified of critical circumstances any- 
where on campus, as they are more likely 
to check their phones before their email. 

Some students may be a bit wary about 
giving out their personal cell numbers, but 
Walter assured that StoutAlert would only 
be used for the “big stuff.” 

“I’m not going to tell you when a 
band is coming down at the Memorial 
Student Center,” said Walter. “That’s 
great stuff, but this is managed by 
emergency communications.” 

In addition, students don’t have to wor- 
ry about their number remaining in the 
system long after they have graduated. 
Rave Wireless communicates electroni- 
cally with Access Stout on a nightly ba- 
sis, SO once you are no longer registered 
for classes, your number is no longer on 
the StoutAlert system. All information is 
completely confidential and will only be 
used to keep students safe, so really what 
do you have to lose? 

Within a year, Walter hopes to have 
the system connected to the flat screens 
found in many common areas. Addition- 
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ally, Walter wants to connect StoutAlert 
to deliver audible alerts through the soon- 
to-be upgraded tornado sirens. 

In the mean time, Walter expressed 
the importance of entering a cell phone 
number into the system. 


To register a cell phone number or 
email address, follow the steps below:

2. In the right hand corner under 
the UW-Stout banner, there is a box 
labeled StoutAlert. Click on “Login to 
view or change notification preferences 
in StoutA ert.”

4. It will take you to a “Terms of Use” 
page. Read through these terms, and click 
“Read and Agree” to the terms of use. 
Then click “Submit.” 

5. This will bring you to the page that 
allows you to change, add or remove 
cell phone numbers or email addresses. 
(University assigned e-mails may not be 
removed due to federal law.)

This semester the University of Wisconsin—Stout faculty 
were sent an email from Human Resources explaining they 
were overdue for criminal background checks. Even though 
background checks were originally conducted upon hire, it 
stated in the notice that they must resubmit a new application 
every four years. These new guidelines raised questions on 
campus that required a greater explanation as to why these 


new background checks are being implemented. 


“It’s a result of the Penn State issue 
and Executive Order 54,” said Direc- 
tor of Human Resources and Affirma- 
tive Action Officer Debra Gehrke. “The 
Penn State issue propelled Governor 
Scott Walker to change Executive Order 
54 and make background checks more 
robust and conducted every four years.” 

Executive Order 54 is a mandate that 
requires all UW System employees to 
be trained on how to handle situations 
of child abuse or neglect if it were to 
happen on campus and to report it im- 
mediately. This stems from the incident 
that brought national attention to Penn- 
sylvania State University in 2011 where 
longtime football coach Jerry Sandusky 
was convicted of sexually assaulting as 
many as eight young boys. Other Penn 
State faculty members were accused of 
knowing about the assaults and were 
found to be covering up the illegal ac- 
tivity and charged with perjury. 

To prevent any further incidences of 
this nature, Walker made changes to 


the order that requires any employee of 
trust to participate in an updated screen- 
ing every four years. This revised man- 
date also protects employees who report 
reasonable suspicions or make claims 
against other faculty members with ra- 
tional evidence. 

“We will conduct the checks if your 
job requires you to have access to minors 
on a regular basis,” said Gehrke. “The 
business office will be checked as well.” 

This includes students that are em- 
ployed by the university, but only if they 
are in a position of trust or have access to 
minors at any given time. 

“We could have high school students 
visiting this campus and talk to any fac- 
ulty member about a program in confi- 
dence at any given time,” said Gehrke. 

Those found with any incriminating 
background checks will be investigated 
on an individual level. 

“We won't be considering minor 
things,” said Gehrke. “It would have to 
substantially relate to the work that they

are doing. For instance, if an employee 
in a financial position was found pre- 
viously to be embezzling money from 
their church, that would be something 
that would have to be investigated.” 
Considering the budget cuts that have 
been passed by the state, there was some 
concern that this new system could im- 
pact the campus financially if more 
staff were to be hired for the updated 
mandate, but that turned out to be false. 
“We aren’t adding new staff,’ said 
Gehrke. “It will be absorbed by internal 
staff, and the new vendor we changed 
to for the background checks actually 
costs less than our prior vendor.” 
Overall, university staff has been in- 
credibly complient about the new sys- 
tem. There were some questions, but 
other than that, there have hardly been 
any complaints about the revised regu- 
lations. Student employees and UW-

The upcoming renovation of Harvey 
Hall has been a great source of inconve- 
nience for the students and faculty at the 
University of Wisconsin—Stout. With 
classes and offices relocated to various 
areas of campus including North Cam- 
pus and Price Commons, many students 
are already getting restless for the Har- 
vey Hall project to be completed. 

Unfortunately, as many of us know, 
the project hasn’t even started. 

Phil Lyons, vice chancellor for Ad- 
ministrative and Student Life sent out 
an email to the student body on March 
6, 2014, regarding the revised renova- 
tion schedule. It stated that this delay is 
“due to circumstances beyond our con- 
trol.” But who, then, is in control? 

Originally, construction was sched- 
uled to begin this month, but due to 
a change in the state bidding process, 
construction will not start until August 
or September of 2014, pushing back the 
completion of the project until the end 
of the spring 2016 semester. 

The budget for the renovation, origi- 
nally paired with a building on the 


University of Wisconsin—Oshkosh cam- 
pus, was proposed and paid for by the 
state of Wisconsin. Due to the fact that 
UW-Oshkosh and UW-Stout are paired 
on the same budget, and that UW-—Os- 
hkosh wasn’t on schedule, Harvey Hall 
was not allowed to receive a bidding 
date in 2013. Because of this, the project 
became part of a new process in 2014, 
resulting in a six-month delay. Not nec- 
essarily saying that UW—Oshkosh is to 
blame but...well, you just read the facts. 

The original cost of the project was 
estimated at $28 million, and according 
to Lyons, inflation on commodity costs 
could be a factor. 

“T doubt there will be a meaningful 
impact concerning money,” said Lyons. 
“This is a state project. If the bid is over 
budget, we would likely look at areas 
within the project where we could reduce 
the scope of work.” 

UW-Stout has been very intentional 
about making due with what we have. 
Spaces such as conference rooms, meet- 
ing rooms and storage areas around cam- 
pus have been converted to create 18 new 


classrooms. The traditional class sched- 
ule has also been extended, which means 
that there are now more early morning 
and evening classes being offered. 

“We are using more of the day than we 
have in the past,” said Lyons. “We used 
our schedule more efficiently and did 
not reduce course offerings or increase 
headcount in course sections.” 

As far as university housing, there has 
been minimal impact. Jeter-Tainter-Cal- 
lahan Hall, which housed 250 students 
in previous years, was closed to serve 
as a space for faculty offices. In order 
to accommodate the loss of JTC, fewer 
sophomore applications were accepted 
to live on campus. However, plans to 
close JTC had already been made for 
quite some time. 

As the weather gets warmer, it’s get- 
ting a little bit harder to complain about 
the longer walk to classes. And hey, let’s 
look on the bright side: until 2016, we 
don’t have to dread climbing four flights 
of stairs to get to class in Harvey Hall.

He is passionate 
about finding ways community members can 
become active in the town. Ifa citizen has a 
problem or wants a problem solved, Mercil 
will find a way to get the person involved in 
the solution. 

Mercil is currently employed at University 
of Wisconsin—Stout in the Registration and 
Records Office as the degree audit coordina- 
tor and senior check-out. 

“T really like the opportunity to give back 
to the community I grew up in and to be able 
to do it in a leadership role where I know that 
I could empower others to participate and 
help out. I’m just one person. I alone can’t 
clean the lake; we have to come together as 
a community. I get really excited about the 
sense of being able to bring people together, 
have a conversation and figure out a goal that 
we can work towards, which is really impor- 
tant,” Mercil said. 

We have a say in the future of Meno- 
monie: students of University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout are able to vote in the upcoming 
election. In order to vote, one only needs 
to have lived in Menomonie for 28 days. 
Students can register when they vote at either 
Price Commons or the Government Center.

The skillful art of yoga has become 
a laughing matter here at University of 
Wisconsin—Stout. The Wellness Center 
has teamed up with Sue Halama, a certified 
laughter yoga instructor, to teach students 
how to reduce the common feelings 
of stress and anxiety that are usually 
associated with college life by engaging in 
active breathing and laughing.

Things will be more acoustic than ever at 
the Acoustic Café this spring. On Wednesday, 
April 2 at 7 p.m., three unique acts from the 
Wisconsin and Minnesota folk and bluegrass 
scene will take the stage to celebrate a CD and 
vinyl release at the Acoustic Café. This show 
is the first stop on a tour to the west coast for 
the five-piece Minneapolis group The Dead 
Pigeons, who are releasing their first album 
“Even if I Knew,” and the banjo-driven duo The 
Lowest Pair, who are releasing vinyl copies of 
their album “36¢.” Stevens Point, Wis.-based 
singer/songwriter Rachel Hanson will also 
be serenading the audience with her unique 
country style that night. 

The Dead Pigeons features a collection of 
Minnesota musicians that came together in 
2011 when singer/songwriter Drew Peterson 
was playing weekly solo shows at Palmer’s Bar 
in Minneapolis. Peterson is a former member 
of the band Forty Watt Bulb, who was once on 
their way to national success. 

“A lot of that went south and got really ugly. 
Quite frankly, it kind of burnt me out, and I almost 
quit playing music completely,’ Peterson said 
about his experience in Forty Watt Bulb. “But 
instead of quitting, I basically started a weekly 
show at my favorite bar in Minneapolis. It was 
just for the love of it. Basically the group found 


each other over the few years of doing that and 
we have been barrelin’ ahead ever since.” 

Peterson is influenced by songwriters 
like Tom Waits, Townes Van Zandt and Van 
Morrison. His band is one of many staples in 
the Minnesota folk scene. 

“Tt’s been blowing up, it really has,” Peterson 
said about the Minnesota folk and bluegrass 
scene. “J mean it’s been around for a long time. 
That’s what’s funny is the band that I was in 
before was one of the older ones doing it, so 
seeing it come to fruition is quite a fun thing 
to watch.” 

The Dead Pigeons frequently play shows 
around the Twin Cities with numerous 
Minnesota favorites like Bernie King & The 
Guilty Pleasures and Pistol Whippin Party 
Penguins, but they’ve also been known to tour 
nationally. The group has gone as far as Texas 
and Oklahoma so far, and this CD release tour 
is set to be their biggest yet, playing 16 shows 
between Menomonie and Portland. 

Also on the bill that night is Wisconsin native 
and country singer Rachel Hanson. Hanson 
grew up listening to her parents’ Dolly Parton 
records and eventually got into some current 
indie-folk acts like Conor Oberst and Bon Iver. 
When she moved to Stevens Point, she was 
introduced to the local folk and bluegrass scene. 

“Tt wasn’t until then that I realized just how 
deep my country roots reached all those years 
ago,” Hanson said. “It was home mixed with 
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something new. I fell in love.” 

Hanson cites her Wisconsin upbringing as a 
big influence on her music as well. 

“T think people who grow up in the rural 
Midwest have a language and rhythm that’s 
all their own. It’s slightly off-beat and very 
collaborative in nature,” she said. “There’s 
incredible honesty in the music that comes from 
this region.” 

Hanson has played at the Acoustic Café once 
before, and she is excited to return. 

“People are looking for fun wherever you 
go, but in a college town, there are always 
thousands of options and drastically different 
ways to have fun,” she said. “So when folks 
come to your show, you know they really want 
to be there, and that’s one of the best feelings as 
a performer.” 

Both acts are excited to play with The 
Lowest Pair, whose shows tend to be a blend 
of traditional and original tunes. The duo is 
comprised of Kendl Winter, a songstress from 
Arkansas, and Minnesota native and banjo 
extraordinaire Palmer T. Lee. 

“I would definitely encourage people to 
come out, especially to see The Lowest Pair,” 
Peterson added. “The Lowest Pair is a fantastic 
group. Next time they come through they’re 
probably going to need a much bigger venue.”

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TERRAFORM RELEASES EP, ANNOUNCES TOUR

On March 10, semi-local metal band 
Terraform released their debut EP, 
“Dream|Construct.” The members of 
Terraform are disbursed between Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Tennessee, but one member, 
Chris Galetka, is a current University of 
Wisconsin—Stout student. 

Galetka has been playing all sorts of 
music since he was 14, starting with a more 
acoustic approach. However, for nearly 
seven years now, he has been playing bass 
in metal bands. In March of 2013, he helped 
form Terraform, a collection of musicians 
influenced by metal groups like Northlane, 
Structures and After the Burial. 

“By July of 2013, demos were recorded 
and showed to Jake (vocalist) and I while we 
were on tour with our previous project, Our 
Judgment, with Facedown Records artist 


War of Ages,” said Galetka about the 
formation of Terraform. “Long story short, 
we had a flat tire and Nick Kelly (guitarist) 
came to our rescue! Our Judgment broke 
up in August of 2013, and we were 
recruited by the other three members to 
form Terraform.” 

“Dream|Construct” was recorded in 
Des Moines, Iowa and Minneapolis and 
was mixed and mastered in Hollywood, 
Calif. Since the band members are spread 
out across the country, they had to take a 
different approach to rehearsing for the 
record. 

“Recording the EP was a lot of fun, but 
very different for all of us,” Galetka said. 
“Our guitarists write riffs, they send them 
to us and everything is written around 
that. We then practice in the comfort of 
our own homes. Before we go to record or 
on tour, we meet in the neutral location of 
Des Moines, Iowa for 4 to 7 days, get a 


solid few days of practice in together and 
then get to work.” 

“The response has been great,’ said 
Galetka about the new EP. “We have had 
over 300 downloads after just two days.” 

Terraform will be touring for the first 
time between June 7 and 21. They plan 
to play all around the Midwest and parts 
of Tennessee. They will be opening for 
Omaha, Nebraska-based metal band 
Superior for all 15 shows.

110 in the Shade

April showers are coming just in time for The 
Performing Arts at the University of Wisconsin—Stout to 
put on their production of N. Richard Nash’s rural tale of 
love and rain, “‘110 in the Shade.” 

“110 in the Shade” is a Broadway musical set in 
the 1930s in the southwestern town of Three Point, 
whose ecology is ravaged by the Dust Bowl. As the 
townspeople lament their lack of soil and food, the play 
puts the spotlight on soon-to-be spinster Lizzie Curry 
and her sentimental encounters with local sheriff File and 
charismatic rainmaker and con man Bill Starbuck. 

The musical made its Broadway debut in 1963, and 
it has since been revived and reworked several times for 
modern audiences over the past couple decades. 

Paul Calenberg will be at the helm once again, 
directing his 12th play at UW-Stout. Unlike the 
department’s previous off-the-beaten-path musical 
“Spring Awakening,” the narrative of “110 in the Shade” 
will take a more traditional, lighthearted direction 
according to Calenberg. 

“This is a book-style musical in which everything is 
really integrated into a central storyline,” Calenberg said. 
“Tt’s more story-oriented in terms of the characters and 
the format of the scenes.” 

Balancing thenuance ofthis grounded, straightforward 
subject matter with the excitement of song and dance has 
proven to be a laborious task for the cast. 

“Ttis a subtle production: it’s a soft piece about ordinary 
people who are struggling in a western town and their 
ability to pull through their struggles,” Calenberg said. 
“To capture these subtleties while still maintaining the 
energy of a musical is very challenging.” 

Those complexities also bring challenges to 
the individual performers. Actress Meghan Olson will 
be taking on the lead role of Lizzie Curry, a self-doubter 
who is still determined to find a husband, despite her off- 
putting intelligence and sharp wit. According to Olson, 
Curry undergoes the most dramatic transformation over 
the course the play. 

“Lizzie is a complex character: she’s deep, serious, 
intelligent and funny. Embodying all those traits into one 
character is quite an undertaking,” Olson said. 


Actor Jack Lazorik will be playing File, the town 
sheriff and a divorcé who tries to hide his bitter past. 
Lazorik must carry both File’s rugged and sensitive 
nature in a musical context, which is easier said 
than done. 

“Through the music, I have to convey File’s sensitive 
side, but I also have to balance that with his strength 
and bitterness,” Lazorik said. “It’s really challenging 
balancing all of those emotions.” 

Despite the challenges, the cast is committed 
to the dynamics between raw emotion and musical 
bombast, as they believe it will appeal to musical 
lovers and haters alike. 

“Some audiences don’t like musicals because the 
characters break into song for no reason, but I think this 
play will attract a broader audience because of how the 
musical numbers and the story are interwoven so well in 
this production,” Calenberg said. 

A broader audience is exactly what the theater 
department is looking for. They have recently teamed 
up with the band and choir organizations to create The 
Performing Arts at UW-—Stout, a joint branding that will 
give music and theater a greater presence on campus. 

“The department is often overlooked because we don’t 
offer a major or minor in music or theater,’ Calenberg said. 
“We'll be launching a new website and new marketing 
strategies to increase the footprint of the performing arts 
on campus and in the Menomonie community.” 

This new initiative seems to have reinvigorated the 
cast’s excitement for theater, as their acting, singing 
and dancing have been top notch, even during early 
rehearsals. 

“T can leave Meghan at the door and become Lizzie 
as soon as I walk on stage. That’s my favorite part of 
theater,’ Olson said. 

Of course, this enthusiasm is aided by the simple fact 
that “110 in the Shade” is a genuinely wonderful play. 

“Tt’s just a great story that features real people with real 
human struggles,” Lazorik said. “It’s an old show, but it 
still works for modern audiences.” 


“110 in the Shade” will be performed in the Mabel

Anderson captures national 
championship in hepthalon

After a second place finish at last 
years NCAA Division III Indoor 
Track and Field Championships in 
the heptathlon, senior Zach Ander- 
son from Frederic, Wis. finished his 
indoor track career on the highest 
note possible by winning the event 
and becoming the 2014 National 
Champion in the heptathlon. In 
capturing the event title, Anderson 
scored a University of Wisconsin- 
Stout record 5334 points. 

Joining Anderson at the national 
championships were junior Patrick 
Jenkins of Cambridge, Wis. and 
freshman Nick Lubinski of Hud- 
son, Wis., who both earned All- 
American honors as well. 

Jenkins captured his second and 


third overall All-American track 
awards with a sixth place finish in 
the 3000-meter run with a time of 
8:18.17 and a fifth place finish in 
the 5000-meter run in 14:21.33, 

Lubinski placed eighth in the 
triple jump with a mark of 46 feet, 
8.75 inches, earning his first All- 
America award. 

On the women side of things, 
Jessika Smith, a senior from Onalas- 
ka, Wis., and Meagan Ward, a junior 
from Eau Claire, Wis., both obliter- 
ated the UW-Stout school record 
in the pentathlon. Smith finished 
second with 3798 points, and Ward 
placed fourth with 3645 points. 

The 4x400-meter relay team of 
Smith; Ward; Jada Hamilton, a 


junior from Rice Lake, Wis.; and 
sophomores Laurisa Tittereud of 
Lino Lakes, Minn. and Molly Brion 
of Cameron, Wis. narrowly missed 
the podium, placing ninth in the 
event with a time of 3:53.94. 

Senior Michelle Theisen from 
Marshfield, Wis. also had a strong 
showing, placing 10th in the shot put 
with a throw of 44 feet, 6.75 inches. 

The Blue Devils outdoor track and 
field season kicked off last weekend 
at the Emory Outdoor Invitational, 
as the men’s team finished sixth of 
25 teams and the womens team fin- 
ished fourth of 25 teams. 

For the women, senior Chey- 
enne Grey from Gilmanton, Wis., 
captured a second place finish in 


the 100 meter hurdles with a time 
of 15.11 seconds, and Thiesen fin- 
ished third in both the shot put (40 
feet, 11.5 inches) and the discus 
(130 feet). 

On the men’s side, freshman Sam 
Elsner of Pardeeville, Wis. won 
the discus with a toss of 159 feet, 
4 inches, more than six feet farther 
than the next closest competitor. 

The 4x400 meter relay team of 
Anderson; freshmen Jason Vong- 
savanh of Jackson, Minn. and 
Ross Thompson of Mauston, Wis.; 
and junior Cody Hodowanic of 
Gilman, Wis. placed third with a

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The art of an artichoke

Spring produce is starting to show up on supermarket shelves, which brings bright flavors and fresh recipes to the table. 
One vegetable amongst the many to look for this season is the artichoke. Although many recipes call for canned artichokes, the 
simplicity of a fresh, steamed artichoke is one that should be mastered and enjoyed. 

Artichokes may look intimidating, but once you learn to carefully navigate the prickly exterior, a delicious reward is inside. 
Not only is the flavorful heart of the artichoke a coveted prize, but the edible leaves are a delectable treat as well. Artichokes 


are full of antioxidants and are a good source of folate, dietary fiber, vitamin C and vitamin K. 


Look for artichokes in which the petals are rather 
closed, as they will be more fresh and tender. Keep 
stored in the refrigerator until ready to eat. 


Ingredients 

- 4 globe artichokes 

- | lemon, halved 

- | peeled garlic clove(optional) 
- Mayonnaise (optional) 


5. Fill large pot with two inches of water. 

6. Squeeze juice from both lemon halves into the water. 
7. Add the garlic clove— keep it whole. 

8. Place a steamer basket into the pot of water. 

9. Set artichokes top down in steamer basket and cover. 
10. Bring water to a boil. 

11. Reduce heat to medium and steam artichokes, cov- 
ered, 45 to 50 minutes or until a bottom leaf from each 
base pulls away easily.

Most University of Wisconsin-Stout students do not remember the 
Memorial Student Center prior to its renovation. Those that do 
probably would not remember the older version fondly and will 
agree that the $19 million renovation in 2011 is definitely worthy of 
acknowledgement. 

On Tuesday, April 8, the MSC received a 2014 Facility Design 
Award from the Association of College Unions International in the 
$15 to $25 million project category. 

The award was presented to UW-Stout and Mackey 
Mitchell Architects of St. Louis, but according to Chancellor Charles 
W. Sorensen, the real winners are the students, faculty, staff and 
residents who use the facility.

Whenever possible, repurposed and recycled materials from the old 
MSC were used. “The architects genuinely cared about revitalizing the 
building’s good bones,” said Darrin Witucki, University Centers di- 
rector and point person for the project. 

With updated dining venues, a campus store, more welcoming 
lounge areas and spaces flexible enough to serve a variety of events, 
the renovation has met its aim of fostering openness and connectivity 
among the student body. 

“The award not only focuses on the structure, but it also puts particular 
focus on how that structural design facilitates community develop- 
ment,” said Witucki. 

The renovation project spent seven years in the planning stages and 
involved three design committees and direct involvement by more 
than 50 students. Since re-opening in 2012, building traffic has in- 
creased by 21 percent and daily food sales are up 25 percent. 

“The student body should be proud of it,” said Witucki. “We are 
being recognized on an international basis.” 

“The Memorial Student Center was almost completely transformed,” said 
Sorensen. “It has become, as it should be, the hub of student life and social 
activities at UW-Stout.”

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Taxes, FAFSA and scholarships: 
One thing at a time, please!

With tax season just passing, students 
have begun to discover a problem with the 
Federal Application for Student Aid dead- 
line in comparison to tax and scholar- 
ship due dates. 

The Stout Foundation Scholarship re- 
quires that students fill out the FAFSA by 
Feb. 15 in order to be considered for 
need-based scholarships. 

“The problem with this is that the due 
date is too early,” said Esuvat Mollel, di- 
rector of diversity for the Stout Student 
Association. “Taxes are not due until April 
and the actual FAFSA is not due until mid- 
March. This deadline is asking parents and 
students to do their taxes way in advance. 
This may hinder students from completing 
the FAFSA and, therefore, not qualify for 
need-based scholarships in order to stay at 
or even begin attending the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

Students on campus agree that this clash 
of deadlines needs to be fixed. 


“Last year I had to leave information out 
because I didn’t have all of the tax informa- 
tion,” said UW-Stout sophomore Keaton 
Van’t Hull. “This year I had to ask my par- 
ents to expedite their taxes to get them on 
time. One time, I missed the deadline and 
had to go through a bunch of processes to 
get it to the school. I’ve also noticed that 
many scholarship applications are due be- 
fore you can get proper tax information.” 
Not every student at UW-Stout has con- 
cerns with this issue. 

“T have never had a problem with the 
timeline for getting my FAFSA complet- 
ed,” said graduate student James Arenz. “I 
complete it as soon as I can. However, I am 
considered independent. I do not have to 
wait for my parents to file taxes.” 

The school is currently deciding whether 
to change these deadlines to better suit the 
needs of students. 

“After realizing that this is a concern 
for students I brought the issue up to the 
Diversity Leadership Team, a committee

composed of faculty and staff who work on 
campus wide issues relating to diversity,” 
said Mollel. “The members agreed that it 
was an issue, and Dean of Students Joan 
Thomas said that she would bring the is- 
sue up at the next Scholarship Committee 
meeting and see if there is a way to change 
the deadline.” 

“I think the school should change the 
scholarship deadlines because there’s usu- 
ally a hierarchy of due dates,” said Van’t 
Hull. “I assumed the scholarships would be 
due after the FAFSA, seeing as that has to 
be done first, but when I checked the dead- 
line it had already passed and I had only 
just received tax information. Changing 
the deadline would help students be able 
to worry about things one at a time. Oth- 
erwise things are jumbled, overlapping and 
confusing. Maybe next year I can get my 
info early enough to actually apply for the 
scholarships offered.” 

Mollel is waiting to hear what the Scholar- 
ship Committee will say.

Project: 


Raising awareness against sexual assault

April is Sexual Assault Awareness Month (SAAM), and students 
in the University of Wisconsin—Stout’s Abuse and the Family class, 
which is taught by Dr. Susan Wolfgram, are helping to break the 
silence. Students in this class are teaming up with Bridge to Hope, 
a domestic violence shelter in Menomonie that serves Dunn and 
Pepin counties, to work on the Clothesline Project. 
Samantha Hastings, a senior double majoring in Psychology and 
Human Development and Family Studies, is the class’ project 
manager for the Menomonie’s Clothesline Project. This project is 
one of nine social action projects that the class focuses on 
for SAAM. 

“We wanted to do this project as it is a visual testimony of how 

prevalent sexual assault is in our society and how important it is to 
step up and do something,” said Hastings. 
“The class teaches us about violence that occurs within fam- 
ily relationships. One of the main goals of the class is to take 
our learning outside into the community and make a difference. 
It is important to bring awareness to this issue. By bringing our 
projects outside the classroom, we begin to uncover this taboo 
topic.’The now nationally known Clothesline Project began in 
1990 when members of the Cape Cod Women’s Agenda, which 
is located in Massachusetts, hung shirts designed by survivors of 
assault, rape and incest. 

“The Clothesline Project allows survivors and victims of 
sexual assault to have a voice by decorating a shirt that will be 
hung in their own community,” said Hastings. 

Students in Dr. Wolfgram’s class will be in the Merle M. Price 
Commons on Wednesday, April 16 from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. for 
anyone who wants to speak out against sexual violence and 
design a shirt to donate for the cause. 
According to the National Sexual Violence Resource Center, 
“Sexual violence means that someone forces or manipulates 
someone else into unwanted sexual activity without their 
consent.” It goes on to say that sexual violence “comes in 
many forms, including forced intercourse, sexual contact or 
touching, sexual harassment, sexual exploitation and expo- 
sure or voyeurism.”’The National Institute of Justice reports 
that among college women, nine out of 10 victims of rape and 
sexual assault know their offender. 
However, women are not the only victims: in the United States, 
about 10 percent of all victims are male, according to the Rape, 
Abuse and Incest National Network. 
“It is important to pair with men to improve this issue. Men can 
have a strong voice in saying that sexual violence is not ok,” 
said Hastings. 

There are multiple resources in Menomonie for victims of 

sexual assault.

Another resource is UW-Stout’s Counseling Center, 
located in 410 Bowman Hall, which is free for all stu- 
dents. Counselors have specialized training in helping peo- 
ple cope with and recover from traumatic reactions that can 
accompany sexual violence victimization. 

Students can also receive medical attention after a sexual 
assault or domestic violence at Student Health Services, at 103 1st 
Ave. W. 

“We can encourage people to speak out against sexual 
violence and improve our community,’ said Hastings. 
“We are hoping to provide people with awareness of this 
issue and make it known in our community that something needs 
to be done.”

Just don’t do it

In all honesty, Menomonie isn’t the most interesting or bustling 
town in the Midwest. Many students on campus have expressed 
their boredom in the small town and often resort to desperate ac- 
tions to thaw their monotony. However, there’s a difference be- 
tween finding something to do and causing harm on campus. 

On Feb. 17, construction workers reported for duty at Mc- 
Calmont Hall to continue the labor on the anticipated renovation.

Sorensen bids 
farewell

Earlier this year, it was announced that the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout’s longtime chancellor, Charles Sorensen, 
is retirimg. Sorensen served as a loyal ambassador to the 
university and aided the college through difficult times 
during our nation’s history. He has also helped bring national 
recognition to UW-Stout and has pressed the system to further im- 
prove the polytechnic education that makes UW-Stout so unique. 
However, at 73 years old, it’s time to move on. 

“T thoroughly have enjoyed my career here,” said Sorensen. “T 
think that I have changed UW-Stout and it has also changed my 
life.” 

With an initial passion for liberal education and a degree in his- 
tory, Sorensen’s original plans were to teach. He taught high school 


for one year, but decided he wanted to experience teaching at a 
higher level. Sorensen had no premonition that he would become 
the next chancellor of a university. He described that journey to the 
position as a winding road. 

“There was no direct path that led me to this,” he said. “There was 
some luck involved in all of that.” 

After becoming a dean for a school in Grand Valley, 
Mich., Sorensen realized he had the skill set for working in 
administration. Furthering his experience in the field, he 
realized it was time to leave Grand Valley and seek out 
vice presidential positions at other universities, such as 
Winona. He soon came across the position at UW-Stout but was 
initially apprehensive because of the polytechnic label. However, 
after reading the description and becoming impressed with the 
unique mold of the education, Sorensen decided to go for it. 

“T told my wife, ‘I think this is a really good fit,” he said. 

Upon his arrival at UW-Stout, there were many things to learn 
and strive for, but despite the overwhelming desire to begin 
improving the campus, Sorensen was in awe of the student body. 

“When I first came here I was really impressed with the 
student body,’ he said. “They were very focused, very 
serious and very professional. I was excited about the fact that they 
knew what they wanted to do.” 

With an eager student body and his skill set, Sorensen 
was able to achieve national recognition for the university 
despite state and national budget crisis. In 2001, 
UW-Stout received the Malcom Baldrige Award, an award 
granted by the President of the United States to education and 
businesses that display outstanding characteristics in seven 
areas: leadership, strategic planning, customer and market focus, 
information and analysis, human resource focus, process 
management and business results. 

Earning this achievement was no easy feat for Sorensen, 
it was one of the most stressful times of his life. With state 
budget cuts, Sorensen had to lead the university out of a 
crisis by implementing controversial _ policies _ that 
concerned many of his peers, but because of those policies, the 
university was able to walk out of a catastrophe with extreme honor 
and recognition. 

“Tt’s stuck with us,” said Sorensen. “We infuse our structure with 
Baldrige influence.” 

Throughout his career, Sorensen has been able to 
maintain the “hands on, minds on” slogan for the campus. The 
university has been able to branch out into the private 
sector, giving students great opportunities post-graduation. Sorensen 
hopes his successor will be able to continue this legacy. 

“T hope they understand who we are,” he said. “I hope they push 
us internally and externally to new levels.” 

While the campus continues its search for a new 
chancellor, Sorensen is making no grand plans for retirement but 
hopes to spend more time with his seven grandchildren and to travel. 
One thing though is for certain: 

“IT plan to get out of the winters here,’ he laughs. “But 
I do want to reflect on my career here and write about my 
experience in higher education.” 

It is with collective thought that UW-Stout thanks Chancellor 
Sorensen for his service to the university. We thank him for his time 
and commitment to the campus, which has helped ensure students 
receive a fulfilling education and college experience. Good luck in 
your next chapter, Chancellor Sorenson!

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UW-—Stout animation students prove they will be giants

It takes a special group of storytellers 
to make audiences care about a friendship 
between an alien mantis and an armadillo 
creature, but last fall, a group of talented 
animators at the University of Wisconsin— 
Stout did just that. They even set it to a 
music video by legendary alternative rock 
band They Might Be Giants. 

Animation Studio professor Ursula 
Husted collaborated with They Might Be 
Giants for the fall semester’s class project 
and assigned groups of students to make 
a music video for a song of their choosing 
from the band’s latest album ‘“Nanobots.” 
To make matters more exciting, the band 
proposed a contest: the group with the best 
animation will have their work become the 
official music video for that song. 

“Previously, we had just used creative 
commons music we found off the Internet,’ 
said Entertainment Design senior Amanda 
Nordman, who directed the winning team’s 
video. “Tt was really cool to pull in an established 
band to work with.” 

They Might Be Giants have two 
Grammy awards and the “Malcolm 
in the Middle” theme song under 
their belt, so they are nothing short of 


nationally renowned. This put plenty 
of pressure on the students, especially 
environment designer Taylor Hewitt, 
whose first animation experience was 
with this project. 

“Tt was terrifying;’ Hewitt said succinctly. “T 
thought ‘Oh God, I can’t do this! P'll have to drop 
this class because there’s no way I can pass this!” 

Fortunately, Hewitt and Nordman stood proud 
above the competition and won the contest with 
teammates Samantha Belhumer as character 
designer, Matt Patten as lead animator and Ava 
Broscoff as lead storyboard artist. 

This winning team created the video 
for the song “Sometimes a Lonely Way.” 
To say the least, the team went above and 
beyond to create an engaging animation 
for the song. 

“We were given an entry prompt of 
‘two beings separated and unable to meet.’ 
From there on, we created an entire world 
and civilization based on several different 
species,” Hewitt said. 

The video follows two alien races 
resembling mantises and armadillos who 
escape their enslavement from glowing 
yellow bat creatures and develop a 
friendship through their oppression. In 
the end, the glowing bats catch the two 
creatures, leaving viewers to wonder if 
they’ll ever meet again. 


“We took a lot of inspiration from animals 
and from other planets and eventually figured 
out how all these things would interact and 
move around,” Hewitt explained. “We'd find 
different bits of different animals and then 
mash them together to create the creatures 
in the video.” 

Given these out-of-this-world influences, 
the team took an unorthodox approach in 
their visual style compared to others, a true 
testament to their unmatched creativity. 

“The majority of the other people in our 
class were doing lighthearted animations 
with real people, while we were working 
with really weird creatures eating glowing 
worms and all this bizarre stuff;’ Nordman 
said. “I hope the band doesn’t think we’re 
that weird!” 

They Might Be Giants found the team 
to be far from weird. In fact, a recent 
Facebook post from the band referred to 
their animation as a “beautiful, original 
video.” Clearly the team’s work has paid 
off, and they can look back proudly on the 
fruits of their inventive labor. 

“It was really cool to see it finished, 
especially with us starting out not knowing 
where to go with it,’ Nordman said. “We 
started with a simple prompt and made an 
entire world from it.”

One of the most anticipated events for the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout art and design program is happening Saturday, 
April 12. “Fashion Without Fabric” is a fashion show put on by 
students enrolled in this semester's 3D Design course. 

“This class is about how to construct and understand form 
in three-dimensional space considered from all viewpoints 
and angles,” explains Professor Tamara Brantmeier, director 
of The School of Art and Design. “It’s essentially set up as a 
design problem: make a garment that’s wearable by a human 
made out of anything but fabric.” 

This year’s theme is “All Things Great and Small?” which 
students use to determine what relevant and meaningful outfit 
to create. Because a lot of time and effort goes into the project, 
students work in pairs or groups of three. When it’s time to 
present the finished piece, one student per group must model 
it for the show. 

“The goal is for the garment to stay together and stay on 
them as they walk the catwalk; laughs Brantmeier. 

New to the program this year are two $1,000 scholarships 
that will be awarded to the winning students. The department 
is currently fundraising for the money, which is mostly being 
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donated by alumni of the Art and Design program and UW-— 
Stout alumni that simply want to support students. 

“This is a super dynamic event, and people get it. It’s fun, 
and they want to support it?’ says Brantmeier. “Plus, theyre 
impressed by it since it’s sort of a self-sustaining project.” 

Because the show charges admission, the program is able 
to pay foritself. Brantmeier stresses that the show isn’t a profit- 
making endeavor and that all the money made from sales is 
used to pay for the event. 

“Tt’s always held on family weekend, and it always sells 
out,” she says. “We now have an overflow room where we 
have live streaming so people can pay just a couple dollars 
to watch it there.” 

Sophomore Brittany Peterson is one of the students participating 
in the show. Her group is inspired by unknown creatures in the ocean. 

“We're creating a mermaid engulfed in a wave,” she 
explained. “The biggest challenge we are having is to actually 
make it look like water by using different materials.”

Feeling nostalgic for the old, arcade- 
style space shooters of yesteryear, like 
“Asteroids” and “Space Invaders?”

IT’S A DA VINCI! 
IT'S..A UTILITY BOX?

In an effort to bring public art to the Menomonie community, Main Street 
of Menomonie, Inc. has been coordinating a project in which local artists turn 
10 utility boxes around the downtown area into works of art. A handful of 
these artists are students at the University of Wisconsin—Stout. 

“T found this project being done in another city and thought it would be a great, 
creative place making option for our downtown,” said Main Street of Menomonie, 
Inc. Executive Director Joanie Dulin. “Many of the utility boxes have become an 
attraction for graffiti or thrift sale signs. In speaking with other communities who 
have done this, I found that the public art actually deters such things, and we are 
hoping to find that same success story here in Menomonie.” 

Dulin and the rest of the Main Street of Menomonie board have been 
involved in the development of this project for almost a year. The organization 
has been working with the City of Menomonie for permission to go ahead 
with the project. They have also received a grant from the Community 
Foundation of Dunn County as well as financial support from UW-Stout for 
the project. However, UW-Stout’s involvement doesn’t stop there. 

“The project was presented at a department meeting, and I thought it 
would be a perfect project for my class,” said Jasio Stefanski, a professor in 
the School of Art and Design whose Graphic Design II class is participating 
in the project. “When is a designer able to place a box in a public space with 
whatever they want on it?” 

“By applying a visual language to the boxes, they become an object that 
can be interacted with on various levels, becoming part of the community,” 
added Stefanski. “It was also a chance to assign students an applied project 
but also provide them with an opportunity to generate their own content. It’s 
a great form of personal and formal communication. 

Five utility boxes are specifically assigned to Stefanski’s class and 
participants will have about three weeks to complete their work after the project 
begins in mid-April. Designing digitally, the art will be printed on high-quality 
vinyl wrap and applied directly to the boxes. Among the designers is student 
Kimberly Yang, a Graphic Design and Interactive Media major. 

Yang is taking a “simple and timeless” approach to her transition-themed 
design, which utilizes gradients and haikus that she wrote. She wants her 
design to be just as relevant in five years as it is today while also portraying 
both personal and public messages. 

“Tt’s sometimes really difficult to approach a public work of art because, 
for one, it’s open-ended for the artist to create whatever he or she desires, 
but at the same time, you have to think of who your intended audience is 
before creating a design that may be a little too risky for the general public,” 
said Yang. “You want to create something that can satisfy a majority of the 
public’s interest.” 

“The arts are important, and this will be a public, visual reminder of that,” 
Dulin said. “With the Mabel Tainter Center of the Arts right in the center of 
our downtown and such a huge group of art students at UW-Stout, I feel like 
this is a great fit for our downtown.” 

“Tt’s not necessarily a way of distinguishing the boxes from their 
surroundings, but rather a means of integrating them,” Stefanski added.

The University of Wisconsin—Stout Blue Dev- 
ils kicked off conference play last week with a 
doubleheader against University of Wisconsin— 
La Crosse on April | before playing a pair of 
doubleheaders at University of Wisconsin—Plat- 
teville on April 5 and 6. 

The Blue Devils travelled to Mauston, Wis. 
for a two-game set against the Eagles of UW-La 
Crosse on April 1. Initially, the game was sup- 
posed to take place on home territory at UW- 
Stout’s Nelson Field, but the field was not ready 
after the long winter. 

With 25 mile-an-hour winds and tempera- 
tures in the mid-30s, the Eagles proved to be too 
much for UW-Stout: the Eagles scored big in 
the first game, winning 16-6. The second game 
was closer: 7-3 with UW-La Crosse coming out 
on top again. 

In game one, senior first baseman Charlie 
Pelzer of Little Canada, Minn. went 2-for-3 with 
four RBI to lead UW-Stout, and senior Jared 
Francois from Burlington, Wis. went 1-3 with 
an RBI and pair of runs scored. Right fielder 
Ryan Frietag, a junior from Osseo, Wis., and 
junior catcher Charlie Meyer from Janesville, 
Wis. also had two hits apiece. 

In game two, Brady Burzynski, a sophomore 
from Eau Claire, Wis., went 3-for-5 with a run 
scored batting leadoff while Francois hit his first 
home run of the season. Sophomore Jake Lu- 
now of Princeton, Wis. was 2-for-4 at the plate. 

The Blue Devils then travelled to UW-Plat- 
teville on April 5 and 6 for a double-header 
against the Pioneers each day. Saturday ended 
with a split: the Blue Devils won the first game 
16-10 but lost the second game 6-3. 

The first game had a total of 29 hits and 26 
runs between both teams. UW-—Platteville (5-13, 


2-4 WIAC) jumped out to a four-run lead with 
two runs in both the first and second innings. 

Brett Vavra, a junior from Chippewa Falls, 
Wis., got UW-Stout started, driving in a pair of 
runs in the third inning. The Blue Devils scored 
four in the fourth, aided by two UW-Platteville 
errors. Meyer’s sacrifice fly drove in another, 
giving the Blue Devils a 6-4 lead. 

Seven runs were scored by the Blue Devils in 
the fifth alone, giving them a 13-5 lead. 

UW-Platteville closed the gap with three runs 
in the sixth and two in the eighth. The Blue Dev- 
ils secured the win with three more runs in the 
ninth. In the bottom of the inning, the Pioneers 
loaded the bases, but were unable to score. 

Jack Schneider, a junior second baseman from 
Minneapolis, Minn., went 4-for-4 with two runs, 
two walks and an RBI in the game. Burzynski, 
Meyer, Francois, Pelzer and Lunow each had 
two hits for UW-Stout. Patrick Gullickson, a 
sophomore from Chanhassen, Minn., earned his 
first collegiate win, pitching 4.2 innings in re- 
lief, scattering six hits and four runs while strik- 
ing out five. 

The nightcap began with UW-Stout jumping 
out to a 3-0 lead, scoring two runs in the first 
inning and one in both the second and third. Un- 
fortunately, that was the end of the Blue Devils 
runs in the second game. The Pioneers scored 
two runs in the third and continued adding on 
from there to come away with a 6-3 victory. 

UW-Stout threatened UW-Platteville’s lead 
in the ninth when freshman Nick Nalbach of 
Plover, Wis. reached on a one-out single, Fre- 
itag drew his seventh walk of the afternoon and 
Meyer got Nalbach and Freitag to second and 
third on a ground out before Francois grounded 
out to end the game. 
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On Sunday, the Blue Devils came out swing- 
ing and won both games with scores of 8-2 and 
8-7. 

In the first game, Freitag changed it up from 
his seven walks the day before, hitting two 
home runs. Brent Mueller, a senior from Med- 
ford, Wis., had an impressive pitching perfor- 
mance, striking out 15 Pioneers. Mueller is the 
only Blue Devil to pitch a complete game this 
year; this was his second. 

The second game proved to be a greater strug- 
gle for both teams. It wasn’t until the fifth inning 
that a 2-2 tie was broken when the Blue Devils 
pounded in four runs, courtesy of Burzynski and 
Meyer. 

UW-Platteville scored two runs in the bottom 
of the fifth, but the Pioneers could not catch the 
Blue Devils who widened the lead to 8-4 in the 
sixth. The Pioneers scored two runs in the sev- 
enth and one in the ninth. 

Freshman pitchers Andy Peterson from Still- 
water, Minn. and Zach Carlson from Indian 
Head Park, Ill. were integral in the UW-Stout 
victory. Carlson pitched six strong innings strik- 
ing out six to earn the win, and Peterson pitched 
the final three innings for the save. 

UW-Stout will play University of Wiscon- 
sin—Superior on Wednesday, April 9 in Maus- 
ton, Wis. and will be seen at home for the first 
time since the 2012 season on Friday, April 11 
at 2 p.m. Come and show your support for your 
Blue Devil baseball team!

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TEES OFF SPRING SEASON

With the whispers of spring in the air, the golf 
season is officially under way again as the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin—Stout women’s golf team 
kicked off the spring portion of their schedule 
at the Washington University Invitational in St. 
Louis, Mo. 

The golf season is split between a fall sched- 
ule, which runs from September to October, 
and a spring schedule, which runs through the 
national championships in early May. Last fall, 
the Blue Devils closed out the first half of the 
schedule by finishing second in the WIAC con- 
ference tournament. Coach Howie Samb said 
the split season has advantages and drawbacks. 

“The positive is that both seasons are short 
and have very compacted schedules, which 
makes it easier for players to stay focused,” 
said Samb. “The biggest negative is that if the 
weather is bad, our practice time outside is dras- 
tically limited.” 

In the meets leading up to their runner-up 
finish at the WIAC championships, the Blue 
Devils ran off an impressive run of top-five fin- 
ishes, finishing fourth or better as a team in five 
straight meets. This includes back-to-back wins 
in the two meets leading up to the conference 
tournament, all after finishing sixth in the sea- 
son opener at Eau Claire, Wis. 

Junior Brittany McNett-Emmerich from Madison, 
Wis. was the team’s top golfer last fall, averaging 
778 strokes per round. In all six meets that UW— 
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Allison Van Heuklom has been one of UW-Stout’s top golfers this season, shooting a low score of 80 in the first round of the Mad Dawg Invite last fall. 


Stout competed, she finished in the top-10 individu- 
ally, including five top-five finishes. 

Megan Ramp, a junior from Bavaria, Il., and 
Mariah Chesley, a junior from Mankato, Minn., 
were right behind, averaging 82.4 and 83.3 per 
round, respectively. Maddy Paulsen, a sopho- 
more from Apple Valley, Minn., also averaged 
under 85 strokes per round with 84.8 over four 
rounds. 

Along with McNett-Emmerich and Chesley, 
juniors Anna Busch of Red Wing, Minn. and 
Allison Van Heuklom of Middleton, Wis. were 
the only golfers to play all 12 rounds of the fall 
season. Busch and Van Heuklom both averaged 
an 18-hole score of 86.5. 

Busch said the weather has been the biggest 
factor working against the team going into the 
spring. 

“We’ve been hitting the ball inside for the last 

month,” she said. ““With the weather the way it 
has been, there is no time to play a lot of rounds 
before the season starts, so you just kind of go 
out there and play.” 
Heading into their first spring invitational, the 
Blue Devils were ranked 23rd in the most recent 
Golf World/WCGA Golf Coaches’ Poll. Twelve 
of the top 25 teams competed in St. Louis, Mo. 
last weekend. 

“Because we are ‘new’ to being in the top 
25, we have to become comfortable and con- 
fident that we belong with top teams in D3,” 
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said Samb. “We are playing the toughest spring 
schedule we’ ve ever played. 

“I’m not basing our success this spring on 
wins and losses but on how we respond to the 
pressure of playing with better teams,” he add- 
ed. “My feeling is that if the players focus on 
the changes we’ve worked on and trust in the 
changes in tournament play, we will certainly be 
a better team by the end of the spring season.” 

UW-Stout wrapped up the first meet of the 
spring season with a 12th place finish, and all 
four golfers improved their first-round scores 
the second day of the tournament. 

Leading the way for UW-Stout was Ches- 
ley, who tied for 54th individually with a total 
score of 169 (85 first day, 84 second day). Ramp 
tied for 57th (87-83 — 170), Van Heuklom tied 
for 67th (89-86 — 175) and senior Alex West- 
man from Richfield, Minn. tied for 88th (94- 
92 — 186). McNett-Emmerich dropped out the 
second day after shooting a 76 first round on 
Saturday. 

Looking ahead, the Blue Devils will travel 
to Bloomington, Ill. for the Illinois Wesleyan 
Spring Fling on April 12 and 13 before head- 
ing to the Wartburg College Spring Invitational 
in Waverly, Iowa on April 18 and 19. The golf 
season concludes with the Division HI Wom- 
en’s Golf National Championships in Florida 
in May.

In the second and third inning, Knudtson 
bunted another run home, and Heather Bol, a 
freshman from Baldwin, Wis., drove in anoth- 
er in the third inning, adding to UW-Stout’s 
lead. UW-Steven’s Point scored their only run 
of the day in the fifth inning. 

Freshman Caty Schloer of Lino Lakes, 
Minn. was the winning pitcher for the Blue 
Devils, giving up four hits in 4 1/3 innings. 

On Sunday, the Blue Devils dropped the first 
of two games by a 2-1 score. A two-run second 
inning was all UW—Whitewater needed, hold- 
ing the Blue Devils to a fifth inning solo homer 
by Kaitlin Stark, a sophomore from Hastings, 
Minn. 

UW-Whitewater continued to roll in the 
second game, going up 4-1 after two innings 
on a pair of homeruns. UW-Stout came back 
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slowly, scoring runs in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth innings before going ahead in the top of 
the seventh. 

A single by Taylor Workman followed by a 
Tori Workman bunt and error put pinch runner 
Gabby Gawreluk, a sophomore from St. Paul, 
Minn., on third and Tori Workman on first with 
no outs. Gawreluk scored on a Rogers sacri- 
fice fly, and Tori Workman moved to third on a 
groundout by Bol before Kari Kolle, a sopho- 
more from Eau Claire, Wis., drove her in with 
a sharp single down the first base side. Tori 
Workman slammed the door shut with a 1-2-3 
bottom half of the inning to earn the victory. 

The victory was UW-Stout’s first over UW— 
Whitewater since taking a 3-1 decision on 
May 1, 2005. 

With the strong start to conference play, the 
Blue Devils current record stands at 14-10 
overall and 3-1 in the WIAC. This is a great 
start to what looks to be a promising season.

The University of Wisconsin—Stout rugby 
club team had an outstanding year, placing 
second in the conference and bringing home 
the silver medal at nationals. Individual 
team members Adam Fagerstrom, a senior 
from Wilmar, Minn.; Nick Binder, a senior 
from New Berlin, Wis.; and Stetson Smith, 
a freshman from Hopkins, Minn., also quali- 
fied for the National All-Stars rugby team. 

Sophomore Peter Wikman from Edina, 

Minn. summarized the team’s drive to work 
for their goals: “I believe that everyone on 
the team will agree that the expectation of 
our program is that each player gives 150 
percent of their effort every second they are 
on the field or at practice.” 
After finishing the regular season with five 
wins and only one loss, UW-Stout won 
their first playoff game as well, advancing 
the sevens team to nationals in Greensboro, 
N.C. Sevens refers to the fact that games are 
played seven on seven instead of the usual 
15 on 15 that occurs during the regular sea- 
son. Club President Ben Jondle, a sopho- 
more from Wales, Wis., explained what the 
experience of nationals was like. 

“Going to Nationals for sevens was amaz- 
ing. The trip down was a huge bonding ex- 
perience. It was in North Carolina, so we 
drove halfway the first day and we stayed 
in Ohio. Then we completed the trip the 
following day,” Jondle said. “The weather 
down there was cold, but I feel like that gave 
us an advantage, being we were one of the 
few teams from up north. 

“Not only was the D2 national tournament 


going on, but the D1 tournament was going 
on at the same time,” he added. “We got to 
watch a lot of great rugby matches while 
participating in a few great matches of our 
own. Even though we lost the championship 
game to Principia, a small private school 
out of Illinois, the experience was like none 
other.” 

Manny Melendrez, a first-year player, said 

the team is in their spring season right now. 
“We will go to tournaments every other 
weekend and also work on continuing to get 
better as a team and prepare for the fall, said 
Melendrez. 
In a typical practice, the players warm-up, 
do footwork drills, stretch and then break 
up into groups of forwards and backs. Each 
position does specific drills and goes over 
plays and signals. 

A big part of the team’s success can be 
contributed to the leadership of the club. 
Wikman said that all the players lead by ex- 
ample and spoke very highly about senior 
captain Damon King of Big Bend, Wis. 

“Our captain is truly the epitome of a self- 
less, humble leader who makes the players 
around him better simply by setting an ex- 
ample of what is expected from a UW-Stout 
rugby player,” Wikman said. 

There are always challenges to overcome 
on any sports team. Since rugby is a con- 
tact sport that is played without padding or 
protection, injuries are always an issue. Ev- 
ery game, there is at least one player that is 
sitting on the bench due to an injury. The 
expectation of injuries to occur allows the

single player on the roster is ready to play 
if they need to. 
Another big challenge is not having a coach. 
King helps to run the team, but Jondle said 
that having an experienced coach would 
still be a good thing for the team. 
Throughout all of the ups and downs of the 
year, the team is still nationally ranked in 
the top 10, which is an accomplishment to 
be proud of. Melendrez said, “My experi- 
ence in rugby has been a real privilege, and 
the fellow players are like family.”

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Tobacco ban: 


Is it working?

One controversial issue that has resur- 
faced is the University of Wisconsin— 
Stout’s tobacco ban that became effective 
in 2010. Students and pedestrians are not 
allowed to light up on campus grounds 
without the possibility of receiving fines 
that could put a dent in the average stu- 
dent’s wallet. While many are apprecia- 
tive of the thought of clean air, some 
students and campus organizations have 
concerns about whether the ban is work- 
ing and how to keep the campus clean 
from the littering of cigarette butts. 

Originally, the smoking ban didn’t pass 
unanimously in the Stout Student Associ- 
ation. However, the majority approved the 
decision and along with the ban was the 
removal of the ashtrays on campus where 
students could extinguish their cigarettes. 
Although the administration and SSA 
believe that smoking on campus has de- 
creased in the last three years, there’s still 
a noticeable amount of litter throughout 
the grounds. Students are still smoking 
because, frankly, it’s hard to quit. 

The sustainability organization, 
GreenSense, is looking to join with the 
city of Menomonie to create a teracycle 
program to find a place to dispose of the 
cigarette butts off campus. The butts 
would then be recycled into some other 
product. However, they’ve been met with 
some hesitation on the project and no de- 
cision has been made at this point. 

SSA has also started coming up with 
ideas to further improve the situation. 
There were talks to create designated 
smoking areas for students within a safe 
distance from building entrances and 
walkways. In order for this to happen, 
they would have to vote on repealing the 
ban. This idea has not been well accepted 
by the administration. Current SSA Presi- 
dent Juliana Lucchesi has her own opin- 
ion on the matter. 

“Tt’s not illegal to smoke,” she said, “but 
I do appreciate the lack of secondhand 
smoke. If they do implement designated 
areas it has to be a respectable distance 
from main walkways and entrances. 
That’s the main reason we went to a to- 
bacco freeze.” 

Since both the administration and SSA 
are in a transition for the year, it’s hard to 
say when a decision will be made about 
the smoking issue. In the meantime, stu- 
dents will have to get used to the sight of 
cigarette butts left around campus and, in 
some cases, secondhand smoke.

There is a new eatery in town, but don’t ex- 
pect to go right after class. Stacked opened 
its doors for business on Thursday, April 10 
at 10 p.m. That’s right: 10 p.m. Only serving 
those with late-night cravings between 10 
p.m and 3 a.m. on Thursdays through Sat- 
urdays, Stacked is plating affordable home- 
cooked food for the night owls in town. 
“The late night options for the commu- 
nity are extremely limited, and we wanted 
to offer home cooked, satisfying food to 
our customers. There isn’t much available 


downtown besides pizza after 10 p.m., so 
we decided to fill that void,” said co-owner 
Stacy Gregerson. 

Gregerson and other co-owner Tosha 
Larson, both with a background in the res- 
taurant industry, considered opening a res- 
taurant in Menomonie for some time, but 
could not find the right space with the right 
price. When the “for rent” sign was posted 
for a small vacancy on Broadway Street, 
Gregerson and Larson knew they had to 
take this opportunity. 

“We had a really small budget for 
start-up so every option was carefully 


considered. Our original idea was a 
bit more basic, and it took collective 
creativity to achieve the look we were 
going for, from our plywood floors to 
thrift store accents,” said Gregerson. 

Gregerson said she and Larson wanted 
to keep the menu simple with only a few 
key ingredients, yet offer a variety of grab- 
and-go options from appetizers and sides to 
sandwiches and rolls. 

“We have so many different things 
to offer, and everything is homemade. 
Some of our items are unlike anything 
you will get anywhere else, even in day- 
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time hours,” said Gregerson. 

While Gregerson said her favorite item 
on the small-portioned menu is the spicy 
coleslaw eaten with chips in a pita or just 
alone plain, Larson sticks to the chips 
and salsa with guacamole. However, one 
dish that Gregerson says can’t be missed 
is the deep fried crepe, claiming cus- 
tomers will be hooked even if they don’t 
have a sweet tooth. 

The decadent crepe is a delicate spring 
roll wrapper packed full of fresh berries 
and creamy cheesecake and then deep 
fried to crispy perfection. It is finished 
with a sprinkling of cinnamon powdered 
sugar and a drizzle of caramel and home- 
made berry sauces. 

Other items on the menu include egg 
rolls, mac and cheese bites, loaded potato 
chips and roasted meats with three versions 
of pulled pork and two of pulled beef—each 
representing a cultural spin on the tradition- 
al meat. 

“Stacked is about taking a few ingredi- 
ents and getting creative. We based most 
of our menu around pulled pork and beef, 
but didn’t want to be entirely traditional. By 
way of our own crafted sauce recipes, sea- 
sonings and garnishes, we are able to offer 
a more interesting menu,” said Gregerson. 

The Mexican pulled pork roll has green 
peppers, nacho cheese and salsa whereas 
the Wisconsin pulled pork version has 
cheese curds, coleslaw and BBQ sauce. 
Thai pulled pork is offered, too, with bean 
sprouts, peanuts and pad Thai sauce. 

Pulled beef is served either Greek (cu- 
cumber dill sauce, cucumbers and toma- 
toes) or American (green peppers, onions 
and nacho cheese) style. 

The menu allows you to choose be- 
tween flat bread sandwiches or small 
deep fried rolls. 

Customers can choose to eat one, 
three or six stacks of rolls ranging from 
$1.75 to $8.50. 

Only two employees work at Stacked: 
Gregerson and Larson. Larson mans the 
counter and is eager to walk customers 
through the menu while Gregerson can be 
found in the kitchen waiting to prepare all 
the dishes with a quick one to five minute 
wait for the fresh food. Customers can, 
however, always call ahead to place an or- 
der when the late-night craving hits. 

“Whether you are part of the bar scene, 
just getting off of work or taking a late stroll 
down Broadway, we want to have some- 
thing for you to enjoy,” said Gregerson.

This play has been said to be the 
pinnacle of Simon’s writing career, and 
director Michael Cook agrees. 

“This play may very well be the best 
play Simon ever wrote,” said Cook.

The seven 
actors have been rehearsing Monday 
through Friday evenings for the past five 
weeks, and it is safe to say that they are 
excited for their performance.

The Film & Film Studies Community of 
Practice and the Honors College have or- 
ganized a screening and discussion of 
“Wadjda,” an award winning Saudi Ara- 
bian film from 2013, at the University of 
Wisconsin—Stout. 

“Wadjda” is the first feature film to be 
shot entirely in Saudi Arabia as well as 
the first feature-length film made by a 
female Saudi director, Haifaa Al Mansour. 
The movie has won multiple awards from 
film festivals around the world and was 
selected as the Saudi Arabian entry for 
the Best Foreign Language Film at the 
86th Academy Awards. Although it was 
not nominated, it was the first time Saudi 
Arabia had submitted a film for the Best 
Foreign Language Oscar. 

The real beauty of “Wadjda” is that it is 
a film from an area of the world that hasn’t 
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had much cinematic activity. In honor of the 
culture from which this movie came, Saudi 
Arabian inspired food and refreshments will 
be provided to attendees after the screening. 
A discussion led by faculty member and 
cultural anthropologist Dr. Tina Lee will 
also take place after the screening. 

“In a scene from the film, Wadjda’s 
mother tells her ‘You won’t be able to have 
children if you ride a bike!’ In Saudi culture 
the simple act of a girl riding a bicycle 
threatens her virtue and value as a woman,” 
said Associate Professor Peter Galante. 
“The bicycle becomes a metaphor for gender 
equality and freedom, core issues for Saudi 
women to be sure, but equally relevant in 
our own culture. In the 21st century, in 
arguably our enlightened society, gender 
roles are far from settled.” 

Both the screening and discussion are 
free and open to the public. The event takes 
place from 6 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
April 29 in Jarvis Hall Science Wing 110.

When asked how he became interested in 
swing dancing, University of Wisconsin— 
Stout student Ian Offerdhal grinned, his 
expression growing mischievous. 

“My freshman year, I was in a scuba 
class,” begins Offerdhal, “I thought, 
‘Hey, that girl’s cute,’ and I asked her 
what she was doing that night. She said 
she was going to Swing Club. I said, 
‘What a coincidence! That’s exactly 
where I’m going.’ Of course, those sup- 
posed plans were created on the fly.” 

But now, several years later, Offerd- 
hal is vice president of the club. He often 
attends the meetings clad in a neat suit 
and clearly happy like the other mem- 
bers for a fun Wednesday night spent 
with friends. 

It’s true that swing club meetings typ- 
ically boast an impressive crowd of stu- 
dents who are always smiling and ready 
to laugh, but people who attend the 
meetings with romantic ambitions, like 
Offerdhal, usually find that they stay on 
as members, captured by the infectious, 
jiving spirit of swing dancing. 

“It’s definitely different than ballroom 
dancing,” said Bria Mertz, president of 
Swing Club. “You’re not as close as you 
are in ballroom, which can intimidate 
people, and swing dancing is really easy 
to learn.” 

Mertz emphasized that for swing 
dancing, unlike ballroom, a partner is 
not required and neither is experience. 
Each swing club meeting contains a 
lesson, sometimes with guest instruc- 
tors, and the basic “rock step” is always 
taught. The four-count step takes only 
minutes to learn and is the foundation 
for the entire dance—this is why an 
absolute beginner can feel comfortable

dancing with an expert, as long as they 
both know the rock step. 

“The most significant challenge for 
both men and women,” Mertz said, “is 
learning their respective roles as leads 
and follows.” 

Mertz explained that the club makes 
a strong effort to host guest instructors, 
because once people become comfort- 
able with the rock step, they can experi- 
ment with aerials, including lifts and 
tosses, or they can delve into Lindy Hop, 
the proud poppa of swing dancing that 
features an eight-count rotational rock 
step as its foundation. Lindy Hop was 
popular in the 1920s and ‘30s, which 
evolved into swing during WWII. 

“It was an emotional release at the 
time,” said Jake Hipke, Swing Club 
event coordinator. “It took people’s 
minds off war.” 

Even now, he thinks that the same 
reason applies for its popularity among 
college students... “It’s a stress reliever,” 
Hipke said. 

Swing dancing is the ultimate casual 
dance, but it takes concentration. It’s 
easy to see stress melting away as stu- 
dents focus on working through new 
moves together. 

“Everyone’s friendly,’ said Meghan 
Olson, a club member in training to be 
president, and it’s common lore among 
swing dancers that they’re a generous 
group. Participating students are always 
willing to help, on and off the dance 
floor, and they don’t care who you are so 
long as you’re a good sport. 

Swing dancers don’t just do swing, 
however. The UW-Stout Swing Club 
explores everything from Latin dance 
to traditional ballroom. Once you have 
some experience in swing, even ball- 
room won’t seem so scary.

There is even a thriving swing dance 
culture in the Twin Cities that students 
can explore. One of the more renowned 
venues is TC Swing in Minneapolis, run 
by Terry and Cindy Gardner, who oc- 
casionally come and give lessons at the 
UW-Stout Swing Club. 

“One of the best parts of teaching is 
working with all the different college 
swing clubs,” said Terry Gardner. “I love 
seeing their confidence levels get stron- 
ger in the dance and knowing that will 
cross over into all aspects of their life.” 

TC Swing offers a Late Night Swing 
on Thursday nights from 10:00 p.m. to 
1:00 a.m. that is perfect for both begin- 
ning and experienced swing dancers. 
Terry Gardner began dancing in 1997, 
and he urges young people to give swing 
dancing an early chance in life. 

“College students should try swing 
dancing because it offers exercise, fel- 
lowship, a social outlet and is fun. All of 
these are positive reasons, and it is with- 
in a safe and accepting environment.” 

Stout Swing Club is always free, and 
is a great place to experience such posi- 
tive benefits. There are only a few stipu- 
lations, Offerdhal explained. 

“We only have three rules at swing 
club,” he said. “Rule one: don’t smell. 
Rule two: don’t smell. Rule three: don’t 
drop the ‘follow.’” 

Easy enough. Only one more piece 
of advice, from the immortal big band 
musician Duke Ellington: “It don’t mean 
a thing if it ain’t got that swing.” It’s a 
mindset as much as a dance.

“Tm a feminist,” is something I often ut- 
ter in the company of those I am comfort- 
able with.

No, a 
woman doesn’t become “loose” the more 
frequently she has sex, and no, your cherry 
does not “pop” when you lose your virgin- 
ity. Also, a brick does not fall off the clock 
tower when you graduate as a virgin. Your 
sexual activity is not as important as you, 
or others, think it is. But of course those 
around me said, “you’re being too sensi- 
tive” or “it’s just a joke, why are you mad?” 
I along with every other girl on campus was 
just subjected to an insult that degraded us 
to inanimate objects, and I wasn’t allowed 
to be upset about it. I wasn’t allowed to be 
upset that my gender’s worth is determined 
by how many people she’s been with or 
lack thereof. The reason why something 
like this is so harmful is because people 
start to believe it’s okay to group women 
as objects and not human beings. This can 
escalate to people believing that it’s okay 
to use and abuse women because they are 
not human—not to mention, this is psy- 
chologically proven.

University of Wisconsin—Stout’s consistent 
blue color is going to need to be changed to 
green with the recent awards and changes 
coming to campus. 

Over the past few years UW-Stout has 
taken part in the RecycleMania Tourna- 
ment, with aims to reduce waste on college 
campuses. This year, UW-Stout took first 
place in the UW System for the first time 
and 24th in the competition amongst 474 
colleges in the U.S. and Canada. 

According to Kyle Mills, the 2013 to 2014 
director of sustainability, “A huge part of 
that was the three bin system we have in 
place, taking trash bins out of classes and 
substituting trash, recycling and compost 
bins. The great support from dining servic- 
es, faculty, staff and especially students was 
also a major factor in our accomplishments.” 

In 2011, UW-Stout was producing 68 
percent of its waste as trash. Today that 
number has been cut in half and currently 
rests at 31 percent.

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“We really have a recycling/composting 
culture here on campus, and we know that 
because we didn’t have a massive advertis- 
ing campaign,” Mills said. “Everyone just 
used the current system properly.” 

In addition to decreasing the percentage 
of trash, UW-Stout increased the amount 
of compost from 10 percent in 2011 to 33 
percent in 2014. 

UW-Stout hopes to continue with these 
great results. The sustainability council just 
passed a new initiative called TerraCycling to 
enhance UW-Stout’s recycling abilities. 

Initiatives are supported by the Environ- 
mental Sustainability Access Fund, which 
is a segregated fee from tuition that raises 
approximately $80,000 a year. 

UW-Stout currently has two TerraCycle 
bins, one in the MSC and another on the 
third floor of Jarvis. These bins collect 
electronics and ink cartridges. There will 
be six bins placed around campus that stu- 
dents can throw reusable items that they 
normally must place in the trash. 

“TerraCycle upcycles and recycles tra- 
ditionally non-recyclable waste (including 
drink pouches, chip bags, toothbrushes and 
many more) into a large variety of consum- 
er products,” stated the company’s website.

“These products keep waste out of our land- 
fills and contribute to a cleaner world.” 

The TerraCycle program is sponsored 
by certain brands. The recycling company 
then accepts waste products from those 
brands, and the sponsoring companies 
pay for the repurposing of their products. 
Once the TerraCycle company receives the 
waste, they reuse them as materials to cre- 
ate items such as duffel bags, coin purses 
and shoulder bags. 

The proposal, made by the Greensense 
committee on campus, proposed joining 
four additional brigades. These brigades 
are Colgate, which accepts Colgate tooth- 
paste tubes, caps, toothbrushes, toothpaste 
tube packaging and floss containers; the 
Scotch Tape brigade, which accepts plastic 
tape dispensers and plastic tape cores; the 
Tortillas and Tostadas bags brigade, which 
accepts tortilla and tostada packaging; and 
the LARABAR brigade, which accepts all 
packaging of their products. 

It is hoped that the addition of these bins 
throughout campus will further reduce 
waste and improve UW-Stout’s impact on 
the environment. Keep going green UW— 
Stout, and always remember: reduce, re- 
use, recycle.

Possible tuition freeze impending 
for the next two years

Precisely a year ago, the Stout Student As- 
sociation released a formal report to the 
Board of Regents expressing their con- 
cerns for a possible tuition freeze that Gov. 
Scott Walker proposed. After researching 
and understanding the implications of a 
statewide tuition freeze, it appears that it 
might be imminent in the University of 
Wisconsin-—Stout’s future. 

With an extra $1.1 billion left over in the 
UW System’s reserve, Walker approves of 
a tuition freeze that looks appealing from 
the outside for students and parents. If 
Walker is re-elected in November for the 
2015 to 2017 years, he will propose a tu- 
ition freeze in his state budget. 

However, last April SSA released a re- 
port that reached the desk of the Board of 
Regents over concerns for a possible tu- 
ition freeze. There are implications of a 
tuition freeze that SSA felt were evident 
enough to prolong or reject the proposal. 


Concerns included staff wages, increases 
in segregated fees and cuts to student re- 
sources. 

Not only does UW-Stout have its appre- 
hensions, but there are financial issues that 
are hidden under the surface of the freeze. 

The extra $1.1 billion is not in the hands 
of lawmakers and schools to just to nab and 
use it for whatever they want. Seventy-five 
percent is already committed somewhere 
else and another 22 percent is being held 
for a different purpose; this leaves only 
$38 million to be used with no formal plan. 

Opposers of the freeze are also troubled 
with Walker’s authenticity when it comes 
to the proposal. Elections are coming up, 
and with the positive outcomes that are as- 
sociated with a freeze, he may grab more 
votes from students and parents. 

Whatever the outcome is about a tuition 
freeze, everyone can collectively agree 
that it should be beneficial for students’ 
bank accounts, regardless of the intentions 
of the Wisconsin government.

One of the most anticipated events of the spring 
semester at the University of Wisconsin—Stout 
took place on May | and 3 in the Great Hall 
of the Memorial Student Center. The annual 
Silhouettes Fashion Show featured collections 
from 23 seniors in the Apparel Design and 
Development program and pieces from 
underclassmen as well.

Spitzer is most proud of the unique aspects 
that went into her collection. 

She said, “I wanted to ensure that I included 
the same sort of details that would be seen in 
typical snowboarding apparel, like the zippered 
pockets and vents as well as the extra things I 
added like unique fabric manipulations and 
reflective tape within the seams.” 

It is perhaps because of this great attention 
to important details that landed Spitzer a job 
as an Assistant Technical Designer for Under 
Armout’s outdoor line in Baltimore. 

Another big winner was Kelly Horak’s 
line that consisted of créme-colored knits and 
black leather. She took home the award for best 
sweater knit design. 

The projector screens lowered and each of 
her models took turns holding a phone, which 
showed a live stream of them up close and their 
view of the audience as they walked the runway. 

“T got the idea for the live stream video 
after watching Paris Fashion Week when Cara 
Delevingne videotaped from the runway in the 
Chanel and Fendi shows through a Fendi buggy 
key chain,” explained Horak, who worked with 
the MSC staff to make it happen. 

She also gives a lot of credit to her four 


models who are her close friends. 

“The chemistry they had and the fact that 
they really cared about my line and me as 
a designer made it that much more fun,” 
Horak said. 

Horak’s hard work has landed her a job 
at Abercrombie and Fitch as an Assistant 
Technical Designer. 

“T honestly don’t feel like I am done. It hasn’t 
hit me yet. It’s so surreal to have achieved so 
much in my short time here,’ said Horak. “I 
would have never guessed my freshman year 
that this would be my final outcome of my 
senior line and that I would win two awards.” 

Another success of the night was Lindsey 
Madden, whose line won best in show. She 
seems hopeful that her line still has room for 
growth and is inspired to do even more with it. 

“Tt is extremely humbling and flattering. I 
have received so much positive feedback and 
support that it’s just overwhelming,” stated 
Madden. “It is really satisfying not only to 
receive recognition from people whom I 
respect, but also to feel proud of my work.” 

Madden is happy with how the show and 
her senior studio class has prepared her for 
the future. 

“Developing designs, bringing them to life 
and marketing your brand is very empowering. 
It’s helped me to bring an idea to fruition and 
has given me the confidence to pursue my 
aspirations,” said Madden.

Menomonie’s own Mabel Tainter Center 
for the Arts was recently dubbed one 
of the world’s “15 most spectacular 
theaters” by CNN. The theater has been 
a staple in the local community since its 
construction in 1889. 

Mabel Tainter, who the theater was 
attributed to, was a music and _ arts 
enthusiast in Menomonie who died at the 
age of 19. Local lumber baron Andrew 
Tainter and his wife Bertha commissioned 
the building in order to _ provide 
Menomonie with a place to promote the 
arts in honor of their daughter. 

The Mabel Tainter Center for the Arts 
is one of four theaters in the United 
States included in CNN’s list, which 
puts Menomonie’s adored theater up 
there with the Shakespeare’s Globe 
theater in London and the National Noh 


Theatre in Tokyo to name a few. 

“If this tiny theater is anything to 
go by, bigger certainly doesn’t mean 
better,” CNN’s Tamara Hinson writes. 

It’s true; the venue isn’t that big at 
all. Its historic Victorian theater holds 
only 269 seats, providing an intimate 
experience for a wide variety of live 
performances. At the Mabel Tainter 
it’s not about quantity at all, it’s about 
quality. And with all its marble floors, 
stained glass windows, _ intricate 
stenciled designs, top-notch woodwork, 
brass fixtures, sandstone exterior made 
from the Red Cedar River and its original 
Steere & Turner tracker pipe organ, this 
theater certainly has the quality.

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THE FIN OF THE CARD SHARK 
RISES FROM DARK WATERS

You may think the days of opening up a pack 
of Topps baseball cards and inhaling that new 
card scent are gone for good. However, the 
card-collecting hobby is still alive and well 
on Main Street of Menomonie in a small store 
called Card Sharks. 

Card Sharks was founded in June 2013 by 
Menomonie native and long-time card collector 
Levi Nelson and his business partner Patrick 
Gale. The business has been a long time in the 
making, as Nelson recounts childhood memories 
of trading football, basketball, baseball and 
hockey cards with Gale and other school friends 
in middle school. 

“It feels like you’re able to connect 
personally with a player,” Nelson explains. “It 
allows you to put your admiration of athletes 
into physical means.” 

Their collecting days were put on hold 
after school, but a love for their hometown 
and a recently reinvigorated devotion to the 
hobby inspired them to turn their passion 
into a business. 

“We both found the ‘new age’ of cards less 
than three years ago,” Nelson said. “We had such 
a passion for it back then and it came back to us 
immediately, so we decided to open a shop.” 

Of course, Card Sharks’ inventory isn’t 
limited to just sports cards. Their more recent 
offerings of Magic: The Gathering, Yu-Gi-Oh 
and Pokémon cards have been a big hit among 
University of Wisconsin-Stout students. 

“T’ve noticed an interesting phenomenon in 
that a lot of my trading card game customers 
are UW-Stout students, while my sports card 
collectors are usually locals from around town,” 
Nelson said. 

To the untrained eye, Card Sharks may just 
seem like a small humble shop at first glance, 
but to the seasoned collector, it’s a paperboard 
paradise with shelves full of cards that cover a 
wide spectrum of sports, brands and value. A 
pack of Topps Chrome NFL cards costs just 
$3.99, while a single autographed card of baseball 
legend Ernie Banks, which is safely stored in a 
glass encasing, sports a sticker price of $500. 

Nelson estimates the combined worth of every 
item in the store comes to $150,000. He’s not 
really interested in the monetary gain, though. 

“T’m forced to play the market as a store 
owner, but I honestly don’t like it,’ Nelson said. 
“T just enjoy the collectability factor, and that’s 
what I steer most of my customers toward.” 

Regardless, Nelson is still keenly aware of 
trading card market trends. Because a player’s 


performance on the field determines the 
value of their cards, collectors tend to invest 
in prospective, up-and-coming rookies in a 
complex “buy low, sell high” system and try 
to gain a profit when that player makes it big. 
Nelson links it to horse betting. 

“A lot of the value is dependent upon the live 
actions of the player,’ Nelson explains. “Say if 
[Indianapolis Colts quarterback] Andrew Luck 
tears his ACL in the first game of the season, his 
collectability value is going to go way down. The 
price of a card is never fixed.” 

Sadly, most of Nelson’s newer patrons forget 
that such an in-depth industry in card collecting 
ever existed. Nelson attributes this lost interest 
in sports cards to the “overproduction era” of the 
early 1990s. At that time, card collecting was at 
the peak of its popularity, but supply exceeded 
demand. Manufacturers, according to Nelson, 
“almost killed the hobby.” 

“Around 80 to 85 percent of card stores in the 
United States closed down, and most collectors 
left after realizing manufacturers printed too 
many cards for them to be a collectable item,” 
said Nelson. “It wasn’t unique and rare anymore.” 

To rectify this problem, card manufacturers 
introduced cards around the late ‘90s that 
featured autographs and embedded jersey 
pieces from the players themselves. These 
“new age” cards, many of which are on display 
at Nelson’s shop, go beyond simple paperboard 
and give cards a much-needed boost in 
authenticity and value. 

“Many collectors didn’t return and it was too 
little too late,’ Nelson said, “but there are still 
folks out there who, once you show them this 
new style of cards, really get into it.” 

That’s Nelson’s main goal: to get people back 
into the hobby. Despite the near death of the 
industry, Nelson remains optimistic that sports 
card collecting is growing. 

“People need to be shown that it’s changed 
and it’s worth investing in again,” said Nelson. 

One thing Nelson is doing to help the public 
regain interest is live online group breaks. Nelson 
records himself opening a new box of cards via 
webcam, and online participants can pay for 
a fraction of the box and get their own portion 
of the cards. It’s a good deal for collectors and it 
facilitates the sort of social interaction needed to 
keep the hobby thriving. 

“A lot of people are into the excitement of 
the break and what cards actually come out of 
it,’ Nelson said. “We get to see everything, and 
if you’re lucky enough, you’ll get some of the 
better cards.” 

Another tactic, inherent to Card Sharks 
itself, is that Nelson decided to open a brick and 


mortar store rather than just sell cards on eBay. 
It seems trivial, but it offers customers a tangible 
experience they can’t get anywhere else. 

“You're still always going to have people who 
want cards now,” Nelson stated. ““We’d rather 
have customers come in and be able to see these 
rare, unique cards for themselves. We think that 
offers the customer something special versus 
seeing the cards online.” 

Indeed, Nelson is all for providing customers 
a unique service, especially if it gets more people 
to start collecting cards. 

“We're going to do whatever we can to make 
sure people enjoy collecting again,’ Nelson 
proudly claimed. “This is our hobby, too. We all 
have a say in how it goes.” 


What Determines the Value of a Card? 


1. Rarity: According to Nelson, this is 
perhaps the most important criterion. Taking 
lessons from the overproduction era, cards are 
now numbered to show that only so many of a 
particular card has been made. 

“No matter the player or condition, if there’s 
only a certain number of a card made, it can only 
be worth so much,” explained Nelson. 

2. Player: Some players have a greater 
“want factor” depending on their newness and 
performance on the field. Rookies are often the 
most sought after because many collectors will 
try to get a rookie card at a low price and sell it at 
a higher price when the player starts doing well. 

3. Set: There’s a great deal of inherent value in, 
for example, a box of Panini National Treasures 
football cards, which can cost up to $700. 

“Tt could have a card that’s worth more than 
the box, and even lower-end cards will have 
value because of the set it is in,” Levi said. 

4. Physical Condition: Cards can be sent to 
grading services such as Beckett and Professional 
Sports Authenticator, who will grade the card 
based on the condition of the corners, surface, 
edges and centering.

“Tt’s impossible for me not to make a 
noise after 10 minutes of silence, so not say- 
ing anything for 4 hours was out of the pic- 
ture,” explained Woller. “I would try to get 
people to rap to my beat boxing, or I would 
make sound effects.” 

As the center of attention, Woller also had 
to know how to handle making a mistake 
or messing up while performing a stunt, by 
getting up and moving on. 

“T would make mistakes all the time, 
but no one knew I messed up,” Woller 
said. “I tripped at a basketball game in 
front of everyone, and then I made the 
half-court shot on my first try. Another 
time I fell from the top of the pyramid 
the cheer team made, and then I beat the 
dance team in a dance-off.” 

Woller says that the dance team will 
still say that they won the dance off, but he 
knows who really won. Either way, he was 
able to make an impression, which was his 
favorite part of the job. 

“Tt’s crazy how one person in a cos- 
tume with an oversized head can make an 
impression on anyone, from little kids to 
80-year-old people,” said Woller. 

Woller’s enthusiasm and love for his job 
is inspiring, and even though he’s no longer 
the person in the suit, his UW-—Stout pride 
still rings strong.

Genna Boeckman, a graduating senior 
from St. Cloud, Minn., waterskied for the 
first time as a reluctant 10 year old when 
her parents popped all the tubes they had 
and forced her to learn to waterski. She 
didn’t realize at the time how much she 
would learn to love the sport and how suc- 
cessful she would become in it. She grew 
up in a waterskiing family, and part of her 
reason for choosing University of Wiscon- 
sin—Stout was so she could be on the water- 
ski team here. 

Waterskiing is a club sport at UW-Stout 
because with the winters in the Midwest it 
is impossible to practice year round. The 
team has been around for 15 years now. 
They have a great alumni base that con- 
tinues to give financial and emotional sup- 
port to the club. The founder of the team 
checks in with the current athletes as least 
once a year to see how the team is doing in 
competitions and practices, and to see how 
everything is going. 

There are currently 35 to 40 members 
on the team. The talent on the team ranges 
from beginner to expert. Some athletes are 
nationally ranked, while others just learned 
how to waterski a few weeks ago. 

As a_ graduating senior, Boeckman 
doesn’t hold any positions on the team this 
year, but she has been the vice president, 
secretary and tournament director in the 
past. Her teammates have been calling her 
“mom” since her freshman year because 
she is always taking care of everyone and 
showing leadership. 

Waterskiing is an individual and team 


sport, so it teaches discipline to work hard 
as an individual and also to pull together as 
a team. Boeckman describes it as the best 
decision she’s ever made. She said it’s the 
best thing anyone could decide to do. She’s 
met her lifelong friends there, and they 
are all like one big family. She has also 
met friends from many other universities 
around the country from the competitions 
the team travels to. 

The team won their first tournament of 
the year a couple weekends ago at the Iowa 
State Tournament. They are nationally 
ranked in every event this year: men’s team, 
women’s team and combined team. 

Boeckman is a very accomplished water- 
skier. She made the National All-Star team 
for three years; the first time she made the 
team was as a sophomore. She will be trav- 
eling to Palm Bay, Fla. in a few weeks for 
the All-Star Nationals. Another big accom- 
plishment of hers was breaking the school 
record in the jump event. 

Although she has plenty of natural tal- 
ent, she works incredibly hard for every- 
thing she’s done. She said part of being 
successful is going to practice even when 
you don’t want to, especially when the lake 
is still half-frozen and it would be easy to 
start making excuses. This year, she won a 
$1,500 scholarship for her dedication and 
involvement in waterskiing from the USA 
Waterski Dan Olson Memorial Scholarship. 

What makes Boeckman such an out- 
standing all-around athlete and student is 
that she is also on the UW-Stout women’s 
gymnastics team. She just finished her 
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fourth year on the gymnastics team and 
has often had to go straight from water- 
ski practice to gymnastics—from wet- 
suit to leotard. She puts her priority into 
the gymnastics team if there is a con- 
flict, but often she will waterski, go to 
gymnastics practice and then waterski 
again if there is still daylight. She likes 
that the waterski team has study hours at 
least once a week, which helps her and 
everyone on the team stay caught up on 
their school work. They can also help each 
other out with homework at this time. 

When asked about her future short- 
term and long-term goals, Boeckman 
said she wants the team to place well at 
conference and qualify for regionals this 
year. She expressed a desire for the team 
to become more well-known on campus 
and to see the program grow even more 
than it has in the past few years. For her 
personal goals, she would like to break 
the current school record of 71 feet in 
women’s jump event, beating her per- 
sonal best. She would also like to keep 
competing this summer and qualify for 
the USA Waterski Nationals in Texas, if 
she can afford to go. 

A fun fact that Boeckman shared is 
that UW-Stout is the only university in 
the nation that has a lake basically right 
on campus with a slalom and a jump. 
It makes UW-Stout’s waterski team 
unique and allows them to train better.

Jade Hasslen, a freshman from Ortonville, 
Minn., finished ninth with a 79; junior Jake 
Ash of Waupaca, Wis. tied for 12th with an 
82; and Scott Weilland, a sophomore from 
Cadott, Wis., tied for 17th with an 83 to 
round out the Blue Devil’s top four golfers.

Jenkins, Smith win multiple 
events at WIAC Track and Field 
Championships 


Junior Patrick Jenkins from Cambridge, 
Wis. won both the 5,000 and 10,000 meter 
runs in helping the UW-Stout men’s track 
team to a sixth place finish at the confer- 
ence championships on May 2 and 3. Jen- 
kins won the 5K with a time of 15:02.69 
and the 10K with a time of 31:11.52. Zach 
Anderson won his third straight decathlon 
with a school record 6895 points. On the 
women’s side, senior Jessika Smith from 
Onalaska, Wis. won the long jump compe- 
tition with a leap of 18-feet, 11.25-inches, 
tying her own school record in the process. 
Smith also won the heptathlon with a score 
of 4641 and set the school record in the jav- 
elin with a throw of 130 feet on her way to 
a second place finish in the event. Junior 
Meagan Ward from Eau Claire, Wis. fin- 
ished second in the heptathlon with a score 
of 4587 as she and Smith ran away with 
the event, finishing more than 280 points 
ahead of the third-place finisher. 
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Despite being picked to finish in the middle 
of the WIAC pack this season, the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin—Stout softball team 
concluded the program’s best season since 
2005 with a third place finish in last week- 
end’s WIAC Softball Championship. 

The Blue Devils ended the regular sea- 
son with a stellar 12-1 WIAC record that 
includes 10 straight wins against WIAC 
opponents to close out the year. These ac- 
complishments earned them the right to 
host the conference tournament at Alumni 
Field in Menomonie on May 2, 3 and 4. 

After going undefeated through their 
first two games of the double elimination 
tournament, the Blue Devils lost a pair 
of heartbreakers on Saturday night and 
Sunday morning to get bounced from the 
tournament. UW-Stout lost 3-2 in nine in- 
nings to the eventual champion University 
of Wisconsin—Whitewater on May 3 on a 
walk-off home run before dropping a 3-0 
decision to University of Wisconsin—La 
Crosse the following morning. UW-Stout 
finished the season with a record of 27-12. 

Even with the disappointing end to the 
season, the Blue Devils can still be proud 
of how great their run was, especially at the 
end of the year. 

With star pitcher Tori Workman, a 
sophomore from Prior Lake, Minn., and 
a balanced lineup featuring senior stand- 
outs Jessica Behnke of Bruce, Wis., Sam 
Hastings of Waukesha, Wis. and Hannah 
Sweet of Elk River, Minn. leading the way, 
the Blue Devils rolled into the conference 
tournament on a 12-game winning streak. 

Workman, who is a front-runner for 
WIAC pitcher of the year, went 20-8 with 
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a 1.63 ERA in 176.1 innings pitched. She 
also set the UW-Stout single-season re- 
cord for strikeouts, mowing down 160 bat- 
ters and setting the record against the last 
batter she faced this year. Workman was 
named the WIAC player of the week on 
four separate occasions, and her 20 wins 
was the most in the conference. Not just 
a pitcher, Workman was also one of the 
team’s better hitters, batting .303 with five 
doubles and 13 RBIs this year. 

Hastings has been one of the Blue Dev- 
il’s best players during her four years at 
UW-Stout and finished with a .357 batting 
average while hitting four home runs. She 
also stole nine bases, which was the most 
on the team. 

Behnke, who is one of the best defensive 
third baseman in the WIAC, closed out 
her senior campaign by starting 39 of 39 
games; she is one of only two players on 
the team to do so this season. 

Sweet capped off a very successful se- 
nior year with a .297 batting average and 
20 RBIs, second on the team. She also 
committed just two errors all season in 214 
chances for a .991 fielding percentage, tied 
with Hasting for best on the team. 

The Blue Devils also benefited from a 
host of talented underclassmen. With just 
three seniors on the roster, UW-Stout got 
a huge boost from their group of sopho- 
mores, including Workman, Kaitlin Stark 
from Hastings, Minn., Nicole Rogers of 
Brooklyn Center, Minn. and Kari Kolle of 
Eau Claire, Wis. 

Stark hit .353 this year while batting in 
the leadoff spot. She had a team-high 47 
hits and 12 doubles while tying for the 
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team lead in home runs with four. Rogers, 
the Blue Devils centerfielder, batted .286 
with a team-leading 21 RBIs and three tri- 
ples. Kolle started all 39 games at second 
base and turned in a very solid .975 field- 
ing percentage, the third-best on the team. 

Juniors Lynzi Knudtson, the team’s short- 
stop from Melrose, Wis., and Taylor Work- 
man, the designated player of Prior Lake, 
Minn., were also big factors in the Blue 
Devils’ success this year. Knudtson batted 
.353 while leading the Blue Devils in sac- 
rifice hits with 19, which was also third in 
all of NCAA Division II. Workman drove 
in 20 runs while batting .333 as the team’s 
cleanup hitter. She also blasted three home 
runs, which was third on the team. 

Freshmen players Liz Seipel of Nekoosa, 
Wis., Heather Bol from Bruce, Wis., and 
Caty Schloer from Lino Lakes, Minn., also 
ended up playing key roles for UW-—Stout 
this season. Seipel started 13, played in 25 
games and batted .400 in 35 at-bats on the 
year. Bol was one of the Blue Devils best 
hitters off the bench, playing in 31 games 
with 12 starts while hitting .340 with six 
runs scored and seven RBIs. 

With so many young and talented players, 
the Blue Devils are primed for another run 
next season. With just three players gradu- 
ating, UW-Stout will return the team’s top 
four pitchers and six of their top nine bat- 
ters, making them one of the favorites to 
come away with a WIAC championship 
next spring.
